Residence 
Advisors can give the scoop on what 
to order at the cafeteria and other 
expectations of residence life. 

Academic Advisors can help 
set the pace for class loads and 
even point out classes which spark 
an interest. : 

The Counseling Center has 
a well-staffed group of workers who 
are there to listen to problems 
exactly like this. Knowing the 
options can eleviate the feelings. 


2. Class expectations — On the 
first day of class when the instruc-

Before assuming the need to 
be comfortable asking, "Do you 
want fries with that sir?" concen- 
trate on the word, ASSUME. Wait 
until the instructor has at least fin- 
ished the sentence.

This way not only does the instruc- 
tor recognize a new face, but the 
anxiety has now dissapated. 


3. Missing Mom and Dad. In an 
article written by the Royal Hol- 
loway University of London Stu- 
dent Councelling service, the most 
important factor of combating 
homesickness is to, “acknowledge 
your feelings and accept them.” 
The first step is to decide if 
frequent contact with home is help- 
ing or actually hindering the cur- 
rent feelings. Think carefully about 
whether or not to go home on week- 
ends. Although the comfort of 
home may seem detrimental, it 


may actually hinder the transition 


that is needed. 

A possible substitute is to get 
involved in activities realated to 
campus life.

Graduate place- 
ment remains high

Statistics from UW-Stout’s 
Annual Employment Report con- 
clude that 1997-98 graduates are 
continuing to find employment 
in their major or in a field relat- 
ed to their major, 

Of the 89.2 percent of grad- 
uates who responded to the sur- 
vey, 91.9 percent report employ- 
ment in or related to their major. 

Majors geared towards 
teacher preparation revealed 
near 100 percent placement. 
Three majors, Technology Edu- 
cation, Family and Consumer 
Education, and Special Educa- 
tion are all majors that have short- 
ages in graduates. 

Director of Placement and 
Co-ops, Dr. LaMont Meinen, said 
the reason for high placement 
in teaching is the retirement of 
many baby boomers in the field. 
He expects.that placement in the 
education field will remain high 
for the next four or five years. 

For the last ten years, the 
majority of UW-Stout graduates 
have held a continuing success 


in employment. “The type of 
majors we have are career-ori- 
entated and not a lot of liberal 
studies majors that may be unclear 
where to go with,” Meinen said. 

Other success factors include 
but are not limited to a sucess- 
ful job market and economy, 
current curriculum, and the World 
Wide Web providing students 
with efficient services. 

Another change that may 
affect future graduates is the 
recent elimination of co-op 
fees, which’ resulted in a slight 
tuition increase. 

Out of those surveyed 420 
students participated in a co- 
op. With no fees, more stu- 
dents may take advantage of 
the program to influence next 
year’s report. 

Not only have placement 
rates remained high, but aver- 
age salaries have increased from 
last year’s report of 26,000 to this 
year’s of 27,500. 

Statistics for the Annual 
Employment Report are achieved 
in various ways, from surveys to 
telephoning, to ensure the most 
accurate and complete statistics.

Tuition rises; protest 
walk out to follow

The Stout Student Associa- 
tion is asking students to partici- 
pate in an organized campus-wide 
walkout on Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 15, from 12:30p.m. to 
1:30p.m. 

Currently, there is $580 
million of unused tax dollars 
available. Despite these avail- 
able funds, a 6.9 percent tuition 
increase has been affected for 
all four year UW institutions, 
a 7.9 percent increase for all 
two year UW institutions, and 
a 9.6 percent tuition increase 
for UW-Madison. 

Students will not only be 


protesting tuition increases, but . 


will be opposing all cuts and 
freezes on Pell Grants, Campus 
Baised Aid, TRIO, and GEAR- 
Up programs. 

Participants in the walk out, 


called the State Budget-Day of 


Action, are asked to meet outside 
of Bowman Hall. 

“When students walk out we 
want them to have something to 
do. We will be giving them infor- 


mation, organizing calls to a Leg- 
islative Hotline, and writing let- 
ters to senators or representa- 
tives,” Tracy Bensen, SSA Vice 
President, said. 

Since the tuition increase has 
already been passed, SSA hopes 
that the walk out will either roll 
back tuition costs for 2001 or freeze 
tuition at the current amount by 
using $70 to $100 million of the 
available tax funds. 

The walk out is also in sup- 
port of a 5.2 percent wage increase 
for UW faculty ‘and staff,-a-restora- 
tion of funds for all Campus Baised 
Aid programs, increased funding 
for Pell Grants, and double fund- 
ing for the GEAR-UP programs. 

SSA will be sending out a 
letter to all UW-Stout’s faculty 
and staff members explaining 
that no disrespect is meant 
towards them, instead students 
are showing support of facul- 
ty and staff wage increases. 

“Tt is up to the individual 
professor on how to react towards 
the walk out. I can’t promise 
anything and I urge speaking to 
your professor beforehand,” 
Bensen said.

Anew company, Ander- 
sen Corporation, has begun con- 
struction in the Stout Technol- 
ogy Park, creating future job 
opportunities for Menomonie 
residents. 

The Stout Technology Park 
is co-owned by the Stout Uni- 
versity Foundation, the city of 
Menomonie, and the Northern 
States Power Company. Chan- 
cellor Sorensen is also involved 
directly with the Tech Park, serv- 
ing as President on the Devel- 
opment Corporation Board of 
Directors. 

Originally a privately-owned 
company located in Bayport 
Minnesota, the company spe- 
cializes in patio doors and wood 
windows. 

Libby Johnston, Manager 
of Public Affairs for Anderson, 


said the decision to create a 
new facility in Menomonie was 
based on several crucial crite- 
ria the area met. 

“Menomonie supplied an 
available workforce, access to 
the interstate highway system, 
a construction-ready site, and 
technical resources provided 
by UW-Stout,” Johnston said.

One of the best rules to live 
by is to have a base. Don’t begin 
drinking on an empty stomach. 
This practice will help to slow the 
effects of alcohol, and decrease 
the likelihood of vomiting. Starchy 
foods like bread, pasta or cereal 
are excellent foods to eat prior to 
drinking. Sugar inhibits the pro- 
cessing of alcohol by the liver and 
foods high in sugar should be avoid- 
ed for the entire night. 

Many drugs react violently 
with alcohol and can make for a 
pretty gruesome morning in addi- 
tion to being potentially lethal. For 
example, combining alcohol with 
stimulants like ecstasy or speed 
can produce dangerously high 
blood pressure levels.

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Students protest tuition costs 
with campus-wide walk out

Students and faculty alike 
came together from 12:30 p.m. to 
1:30 p.m. outside Bowman Hall 
for the Stout Student Association 
initiated campus-wide walk out. 
The purpose of the walk out 
was to provide funds for a tuition 
freeze, deny the Board of Regents 
full tuition flexibilty, provide fac-

ulty and staff with a more com- 
petitive wage, and to persuade 
the surplus of tax dollars to be uti- 
lized for campus-baised aid pro- 
grams and Diversity Plan 2008. 

Students who attended the 
walk out were able to phone sen- 
ators and state representatives, 
sign letters, and express how the 
rising tuition costs have affected 
their personal situations. 

“If any of you have stories...If 
you've had to work four jobs or 
borrow money from your parents 
to pay your minimum $200 tuition 
payment, it’s your word we want 
to hear and you are why we are 
doing this,” Ben Garvins, SSA Pres- 
ident, said.

In front of Bowman Hall at 12:30 p.m to 1:30 p.m. the Stout Student Association arranged 
a walk out for students. During the walk out, students were encouraged to make phone calls 
and write letters to state representatives and senators expressing opinions on tuition issues. 


Also making an appearance 
at the walk out was Chancellor 
Sorensen and Provost Robert 
Sedlak. “I think this is very 
healthy. Part of what we try to 
provide is taking a postive action 
on a frustrating matter,” Chan- 
cellor Sorensen said. 

In preparation for the walk 
out, a letter was sent to all fac- 


ulty explaining the reasoning 
behind the demonstration, which 
may have contributed to facul- 
ty support. Most students report- 
ed they had no problem with 
professors letting them out, and 
many reported receiving their 
professors’ approval. 

“T think this is long overdue. 
SSA was good enough to send a 


memo. I encouraged my students 
to pursue academic freedom,” Dr. 
Clark Leeson, professor in the 
Department of English and Phi- 
losophy, said. 

For the 200 plus students 
who voiced their opinion by ral- 
lying outside Bowman Hall a 
step has been made in exercis- 
ing their rights. 


New escort service to provide on-campus safety

Initiated by Police Services, 
the new UW-Stout On-Campus 
Escort Service will go into effect 
the first or second week of Octo- 
ber. Although the degree of 
safety is rated very high at Stout, 
with only 12 non-drug or alco- 
hol related incidents reported 
in 1998, Stout Police Services 
feel that there is a need for this 
type of service. Due to the 
numerous requests that have 
been made. 

The escort service will oper- 
ate from 9:00 p.m. to 3:00 a.m., 
seven days a week during the 
school year. Regardless of weath- 
er conditions, a team of two 
escorts will be working togeth- 
er, traveling through well-lit cor- 
ridors of the campus to provide 
a safe and comfortable path 
across campus for students. 

This service, run and super- 
vised by students, will work close- 
ly with the Stout Police Services, 
remaining in contact with them 
at all times. 

Attired in red jackets, the 
escorts will be easily visibile to 


students, and armed with police 
radios in order to keep in con- 
tact with campus police and dis- 
patch. These escorts, along with 
providing a safe walk across cam- 
pus, will also become the eyes 
and ears of the campus, alerting 
campus police to anyone or any- 
thing they deem suspicious. 

Any on-campus student or 
staff member is encouraged to 
utilize the services of the escorts 
at any time, and are encour- 
aged to approach an escort and 
ask for their assistance. A 
phone number, as of yet unas- 
signed, will also be available 
for students and staff to call 
and request an escort to meet 
them at a designated spot. 

Police Services does empha- 
size that this is an on-campus 
service only, as the funding is 
not available to provide off-cam- 
pus services at this time. 

Lisa Walter, director of UW- 
Stout Police Services, will be con- 
ducting interviews with the can- 
didates for these positions this 
week. If all goes well, a full crim- 
inal background check and drug 
testing will be performed on the 
candidates next week and train-

UW-Stout students on South 
Campus now have to park a 
half a mile away from their 
dorms due to a new Comuni- 


" cations Center underway. What 


used to be a parking lot South 
of Bowman Hall is now a pro- 
ject in progress. 

Remodeled eleven times 
since, the current building was 
originally constructed in 1950 
as an elementary school with a 
gymnasium. Short of being num- 
ber twelve, this time it was decid- 
ed that it would be more expen- 
sive to remodel the building 


‘than to construct a new one. 


Therefore, Stout has been fund- 
ed with $7.5 million dollars to 
do this. 

Eventually a new parking 
lot will be developed where the 
Communications Center cur- 
rently stands. This new lot is 


going to be redesigned in order 
to be more efficient. The aes- 
thetic quality will also be much 
more pleasing than the old one. 

Although it may seem to 
some as if the progress has been 
slow moving, reports indicate 
that the construction is follow- 
ing schedule. "So far there have 
been no delays," Chief Infor- 
mation Manager, Joe Brown, 
said. 

Complications did arise, 
however when the crew 
removed some fill in the ground 
that they had found to be left 
over by a bottling company 
which once stood there long 
ago. 
The building is expected to 
be completed in June of 2001, 
which makes those moving into 
the building happy because they 
would rather not have to make 
the move during the winter. It 
is likely that each department 
is likely to move in one at a time,

Keeping healthy while in 
college is both essential and dif- 
ficult. Student Health Services 
is a facility designed to aid stu- 
dents with any concerns or ques- 
tions about their health. 

Let's talk about sex. Sex is 
a obvious component of college 
life. Not every student chooses 
to participate, but every student 
should be aware of the options 
for safe sex. 

There are several different 
forms of birth control available 
to students at the center. Birth 
control pills ($7), diaphragms 


($10), and depo provera ($36) 
are all usable methods. Depo 
provera is the birth control shot 
that is injected only four times 
a year and is 99% effective. 
Emergency contraception (the 
morning after pill,) can be tak- 
en up to seventy-two hours 
after unprotected sex and avail- 
able for $8. Twelve traditional 
condoms can be purchased for 
$3. 

Sex is good, sex is great, 
but sexually transmitted dis- 
eases (STD’s) are disgusting 
and dangerous. Approximately 
12 million people in the Unit- 
ed States each year acquire 
some sort of STD. The health 


center offers confidential STD 
testing to all Stout stu- 
dents.“Individuals who choose 
to be sexually active need to 
realize the importance of a 
STD test. As the old saying 
goes, you’re not just having 
sex with your partner, you're 
having sex with all of your 
partner’s partners,” Janice 
Lawrence-Ramaeker, Director 
of Student Health Services said. 
Should a student’s STD test 
turn out to be positive, the 
health center is an excellent 
resource to turn to for educa- 
tion and treatment. 

The Health Center offers 
appointments for free, and there

One 
option is contacting your RA 
or other hall staff members and 
have them get involved about 
this escalating problem. No 
matter what you decide on, 
you need to make sure Matt is 
aware of the consequences of 
his actions, regardless of how 
intoxicated he becomes. 

Just because Matt choos- 
es to get really hammered on 
a consistent basis does not give 
him an excuse to act in a 
destructive manner. You don’t 
need to tolerate Matt’s behav- 
ior, whether he is drunk or 
sober. 

If you don’t want to anger 
him, just ignore for now the 
fact that your electronics are 
broken. Try to conceive a 
viable way to obtain some evi- 
dence that Matt did urinate on 
your property, possibly by hav- 
ing a witness present the next 
time Matt goes out drinking.

Due to the concern raised by two groups on campus, talks of 
a campus-wide smoking ban are now underway. A final draft of 


proposals will be submitted by March of 2000.

The Chancellor’s Advisory 
Council met on Monday, Sep- 
tember 20, to consider forming 
an ad hoc committee to study the 
need for a campus-wide smok- 
ing ban due to a request from 
two different groups on campus. 
These groups feel that the need 
for such a ban is necessary to pro- 
mote a better health and wellness 


image on campus. 

The groups reasoning cen- 
ters around the fact that the UW- 
Stout community should be able 
to work in and enter their place 
of work without being exposed 
to tobacco smoke. They are con- 


cerned that the smoke outside of 


campus buildings is drawn in 
through ventilation intakes or 
open doors, and that the remnants 


_ of smoking often badly litter the 
campus and building entrances. : 


agreed to form a committee to 


look into the smoking issues, with — 
_-that committee studying the impact 


of such a ban and looking for oth- 
er options in addressing the tobac- 
coissue. The big question is how 
to handle such a problem with- 
out taking away all rights of those 


} who choose to smoke but hav- 


ing consideration for the non- 


~ smoking individual as well. 


The members of this com- 
mittee will be appointed by the 
chancellor and will consist of stu- 
dents, faculty, staff, and members 
of departments where there will 
be the greatest impact. All infor- 
mation compiled from this com- 
mittee will be reported to the chan- 
cellor, with a final draft of proposals 
submitted by March of 2000. - 

Some of the areas under 
scrutiny by the committee will 
include enforcement of the ban, 
both within residence halls and 
all outside areas of UW-Stout’s 
property, health issues involved, 
employment and union ramifi- 
cations and the possibility of 
losing students and the recruit- 
ment of new students due to 
such a ban. 

At present, the smoking reg- 
ulations on campus are limited 
to the smoking floors of each 
residence hall, with no smoking 
in the hallways and the door 
closed to the resident’s room 
when smoking,.as well as a no- 
smoking policy for all other build- 
ings On campus. 

Ifa smoking ban were to be 
implemented on the UW-Stout 
campus, the ban would be simi- 
lar to the proposed ban on the

-“UW-Stevens Point Environmen- 


tal Health and Safety Committee 


"has recommended that until Jan- 


uary 1, 2000, the main entrances 


and ventilation intake locations 


of all campus buildings are smoke- 
free. Smoking near campus build- 
ings is permitted only at desig- 
nated secondary entrances, with 
doors closed and away from ven- 
tilation intakes. UW-Stevens Point 
also offers assistance to staff and 
students who desire to quit smok- 
ing, and UW-Stevens Point and 
its grounds are designated com- 


. pletely smoke-free by January 1, 


2000. 

Several students and mem- 
bers of the UW-Stout staff were 
asked how they felt about this 
type of ban. One smoker stated 
that UW-Stout wants to be like : 
UW-Madison, and that’s ridicu- 
lous. Smokers claim to use nico- 
tine as a stress reliever and to help 
them relax. With the amount of 
stress that students are under, tak- 
ing that away from them will make 
them very angry. One non- smok- 
er stated that, “although 1 don’t 
smoke, I don’t feel that it would 
be real productive to completely 
ban smoking from all UW-Stout 
property.” However, designated 
smoking areas are a better com- 
promise then completely elimi- 
nating all smoking on campus. 

Although implementation 
of such a ban is still in the future, 
it is an issue that needs to be tak- 
en under consideration. Encour- 
agement is being given to the 
committee to find a compromise 
that everyone on campus can 
live with.

police department noticed a 
series of break-ins and in tak- 
ing an analysis of the reports 
they noticed similarities and 
proceeded to set up a sur- 
veillance team.

New e-mail system leaves students confused 


It's Tuesday morning. 9:00. Being effi- 
cient individuals, the class has two full days 
to do their English paper on Homer’s "The 
Odyssey." The instructor, being technolog- 
ically literate, has left the class topics to write 

- about on the campus e-mail. Easy, one would 
think, while adjusting their chair at the Micheels 
Hall computer lab. "T’ll just log on to my... 
wait a sec, maybe I spelled my name 
wrong... WHAT THE HELL? -The e-mail is 
down! Again? For how long? If this is such 
a technologically advanced campus, WHY 
CAN’T I CHECK MY E-MAIL?" 

Last semester, the Tech Fee Committee 
allocated funds for a new student email serv- 
er. The previous e-mail system was dying 
and was not able to handle the amount of 
incoming information.

“What 
the Red Cross teaches is to pre- 
pare for the emergency. Make 
sure your car is checked out, if 
the roads are bad don’t drive on 


them, drive in places you know, 
and always be thinking clearly. 
If you plan ahead you'll be pre- 
pared and then.you can hope 
for the best,” Lynnette Satter of 
the Chippewa Valley chapter of 
the Red Cross said. 

If one is not mechanically 
inclined, then the car should 
be serviced by a qualifed per- 
son for safety reasons. Most 
locations offer a “winterizing” 
package for a reasonable price 
at this time of year.

Should a student attempt 
these measures themselves, 
there are areas that should not 
be passed over. “A few impor- 
tant tips for winterizing your 
car are to check your antifreeze 
(make sure it’s good for 40 
degrees below), have good tires, 
and a good battery,” Joyce 
Hathaway of Dennis’ Auto Ser- 
vice said.

The American Red Cross 
offers pamphlets on the decep- 
tive killer, otherwise known as 
winter storms. The most impor- 
tant thing to remember if a win- 
ter storm strikes is to stay calm. 

Rational thinking is a must 
when the elements are pitted 
against an individual. One can 
find safety by not attempting to 
brave the blizzard, and staying 
in the car. Running the engine 
for about ten minutes every hour 
and staying visible to others can 
help to ensure survival.

Menomonie has ‘Close Encounter’

Unusual lights were report- 
ed to be flashing in the sky, Thurs- 
day, September 16, at 4 a.m. in 
Menomonie. Jim Emerson got up 
with his wife Renee (a Stout grad- 
uate) who was going to work. 
Laying on the couch recovering 
from back surgery, he was look- 
ing out the window and noticed 
“weird flashing lights.” 

He stepped outside to get a 
better look and the object shot 
up in the sky like a bolt of light- 
ing. At the same speed, it sunk 
below the tree line and hovered 
for approximately 40 minutes. 
Emerson called the Dunn coun- 
ty police department and report- 
ed a possible UFO sighting. 

Deputy Rod rushed to the 
scene and recorded seeing some 
unexplainable object. Emerson 
wanting confirmation, asked 
Deputy Rod what colors he was 
seeing. “Red, Yellow and Blue,” 
Deputy Rod said. “Is it mov- 
ing,” Emerson asked? “Oh it’s 
moving alright. Up, down and 
sideways. I have never seen 
anything like this in my life,” 
Deputy Rod said, amazed. 

Leaving, Deputy Rod said 
to him that he wanted to take 
a closer look at the mysterious 
object. Fifteen minutes after 
Deputy Rod left, Emerson 
noticed another bright light 
above Fleet Farm, The object 
was a perfect triangle with a 
bright pulsating light. He called 
the police department a sec- 


ond time thinking, “They are 
going to think I’m nuts.” He 
reported the second sighting 
and the police department told 
him that it was Menomonie’s 
matter and they would have 
to investigate it. 

The same day Sheriff Zebro 
from Pierce County, educated in 
astronomy, hypothesized that it 
could have been either the reflec- 
tion from the planets Mars and 
Jupiter or the Northern Lights. 


Emerson protested, “I’ve seen the 
Northern Lights before and no 
planet could ever move that fast.” 

Jim Emerson is not the only 
one to report an Unidentified Fly- 
ing Object (UFO). The Dunn 
County Sheriff's Department 
received a number of calls on Sep- 
tember 17, 1999, complaining 
about “unusual bright lights” in 
the sky. On August 13, 1999, two 
men reported a sighting near Wis- 
consin Dells. Popular sightings 


by police officer George Wheel- 
er and Carol Foster, both in 1975, 
are among the many reported by 
the town of Elmwood. 

Elmwood is well known for 
their UFO landing site and takes 
part in annual community cel- 
ebrations with a parade and all. 
World wide publicity has tak- 
en an interest of the sightings 
in this local town of Elmwood.

Next summer the ground will 
be dug to begin construction on a 
new recreation complex by the 
fieldhouse. An addition will be 
added to the southwest end of the 
fieldhouse and a 4,500 seat stadi- 
um will also be constructed off of 
Broadway just past lots four and 
five. These two additions are all 
the changes that will be made as 
far as new buildings.

Responsible drinking, is there such a thing? 


Ah, Homecoming is here once again. It’s a time when 
the leaves start to turn colors, school spirit is abundant, and 
the blood alcohol level on campus shoots through the roof. 
But hey, no big deal, right? 

Well, more often than not, this drink to “have fun,” to “be 
social” can lead to more serious problems, such as unplanned 
sex, missed classes, drunken driving, injury, or even death. 

But everyone knows that. From the first day of high 
school, straight through college, students get endless warn- 
ings and education that is supposed to turn us away from 
“the dark side,” so to speak. Yet time after time, do people 
really listen, or do they pay more attention to the fact that 
most undergraduate campus cultures encourage heavy drink- 
ing? 

In the past few weeks, the UW system has put into action 
a plan.to target binge drinking as a serious problem on all 
of its campuses. This campaign will focus on a series of ads 
about a mock sales pitch for “Binge Beer.” 

Also, in a reaction to several notable drinking-related 
campus deaths, Congress has amended federal confiden- 
tiality laws to give universities the leeway to notify parents 
of underage students that violate school rules regarding alco- 
hol and drugs. Just for the record, UW-Stout’s philosophy 
on alcohol and other drug abuse is as follows: 


Members of the UW-Stout community are expected to act 
responsibly towards self and with consideration for the 
rights of others. These expectations apply at all times 
including when individuals are under the influence 
of an intoxicant or mood altering substance. 
UW-Stout takes an active and assertive stance in 
dealing with alcohol and other drug abuse that 
diminishes the quality of the learning environment 
or which creates a threat to personal safety. 
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The creation of an educational environment 
that minimizes the disruptive influence of 
alcohol and other drug abuse is a high priority 
and is a responsibility that is shared by the 
entire university community. This goal is 
accomplished through a coordinated, 
comprehensive, campus-wide approach that 
includes education, prevention, 
intervention and counseling activities. 


So, do these new approaches lead to 100 percent suc- 
cess on America’s college campuses? Of course not, but 
the true message is to bring a defined level of social 
responsibility to alcohol consumption. 


Take a look at some of these related facts: 

e Every year, college students spend $5.5 billion on 
alcohol, which is more than books, soda, coffee, 
juice, and milk combined. This averages to $466 
per student, per year, and this doesn’t even 
consider any fines that one may receive. 

¢ Approximately 360,000 of the nation’s 12 million 
undergraduates will die from alcohol-related 
causes while in school. This is more than the 
number who will recieve M.A. and Ph.D. degrees. 

e Alcohol is a factor in 40 percent of all academic 
problems, and 28 percent of all dropouts. 

e 75 percent of male students and 55 percent of 
female students involved an acquaintance rape 
had been drinking or using drugs at the time. 


By all means, have fun this Homecoming weekend, 
but remember to drink responsibly, now and in the 
future.

are smoking. If smoking is the 
norm when one drinks or dur- 
ing any other activity then those 
practices should be avoided. 

If the cold turkey method 
is not appealing, one should try 
to cut back. Combing self-con- 
trol with a systematic approach 
of gradually decreasing the 
amount of cigarettes smoked is 
a common goal. Start with giv- 
ing up a couple cigarettes a day 
and then choose a day to stop 
smoking. This method takes 
time, so motivation is a key fac- 
tor. Try not to forget the fact 
that the ultimate goal is to quit 
smoking. 

Postpone the nicotine need. 
If the nicotine addiction is tak- 
ing control, make an internal 
decision to wait it out. Start with 
putting the first cigarette of the 
day on pause for a couple hours. 
Follow it up with delaying next 
day’s cigarette for a day, keep 
procrastinating the cigarette. 
Gradually work up to being 
smoke free. Be warned, peo- 
ple who choose this approach 
to quit should not allow the quit- 
ting process to continue beyond 
two weeks. 

There is always the option 
of using nicotine replacement 
therapy. Nicotine supplements 
come in many different forms, 
such as inhalers, patches and 
gum. Nicotine supplements are 
intended to be used gradually 


pening again, you may want to 
ask Darrell to use more discre- 
tion when pleasuring himself.

to decrease nicotine dependency. 

Checking with one’s doctor 
or Student Health Services to 
find out which nicotine supple- 
ment is right is a must for safe- 
ty and success. Nicotine replace- 
ment is usually only effective 
when combined with counsel- 
ing or behavior modification, so 
be sure to have a form of sup- 
port beforing trying to quit. 
Behavior alteration to curve the 
desire and break the routine is 
a must for any smoker. 

Any method requires the 
smoking routine to be stopped 
or rearranged if a smoker ever 
really desires to quit. Some sim- 
ple, cost effective guidelines are 
readily available and often con- 
sidered common sense. 

Don’t smoke at the same 
time or place as usual. Buy a 
different brand, preferably a 
brand that one dislikes. Chang- 
ing the way a cigarette is held 
can also be helpful (use the oppo- 
site hand). Put little reminders 
in, on, or around the cigarette 
pack to remember quitting is the 
ultimate goal. If one is going to 
cash out, then really quit. There 
is no room for excuses.

“Tuesdays with Morrie” is an 
inordinate book on life lessons, 
giving the reader advice to help 
them make their way through 
life. Albom has captured the 
wisdom of a dying person who 
has lived his life and continues 
to live his days to the fullest, 
while nearing the end of his life. 

It was only by chance and 
random luck that Mitch was flip- 
ping through the TV channels 


when he heard the question that 
Ted Koppel announced on night- 
line “Who is Morrie Schwartz? 
Anyway, by the end of the night, 
are so many of you going to care 
about him?” 

Morrie Schwartz is a per- 
son that fills one with wonder. 
At the age of 74 he developed 
a body crippling disease known 
as amyotrophic lateral sclero- 
sis (ALS), more commonly 
known as Lou Gehrig’s disease. 
More importantly, Morrie was 
also Mitch’s college professor 
almost twenty years ago. Dur- 
ing Mitch’s college years, the 
instructor had the opportunity 
to develop a close relationship 
with Morrie, soon giving the 
nickname “Coach” to the instruc- 
tor. At Mitch’s graduation, Mor- 
rie hugged him and told him 
not to loose touch, but unfour- 
tunately, Mitch did loose touch. 

Twenty years later, Mitch 
was dumbfounded to hear Mor- 
rie’s heartbreaking story.

Stout Offers Global 
Online Masters Degree

On July 1, 1998, the Hos- 
pitality and Tourism Depart- 
ment received a $343,900 grant 
from the UW System to launch 
a worldwide Masters Degree 
program that is accessible any 
time of any day, anywhere in 
the world. The program was 
launched this last September. 
The people behind this 
worked hard and fast to get 
this online; receiving the grant 
only a little over a year before 
the whole project began. 

The other universities that 
share a partnership with UW- 
Stout in this program are Not- 
tingham Trent and Oxford 


- Brookes Universities, both 


located in England; Paderborn 
University located in Ger- 
many; and UW- Whitewater. 
They are also currently work- 
ing on a connection with 
Southern Cross University in 
Australia. : 
This is the first totally 
online global course that Stout 
offers. There will also bea 
WinTerm Wine and Food 
Preparing course at UIB in 
Palma de Mallorea, Spain. Also 
an exchange with Southern 
Cross University in Lismore, 
Australia. They are in the 
process of developing 
exchange programs with Pai 
Chai in Taejeon, Korea, and 
with areas in the Netherlands. 


Hospitality and Tourism chair, 
Christine Clements, is very 
enthusiastic about the new 
program. She states that it’s, 
“Probably the most exciting 
thing that I’ve done in my 
career.” She went to the UK 
last December where she met 
with the other partners in 
Oxford. That following spring 
they met in Nottingham, and 
in June and August they met 
here for orientation. 

The course is made up 
of two 6-week modules with 
a 4-week break in between. 
It is dealing with workplace 
situations. The first module 
will be taught by UW- Stout 
and Oxford Brookes. This 
will be based on Issues. The 
second module will be taught 
by UW- Whitewater and Not- 
tingham Trent. This one will 

-deal with Strategic Manage- 
ment. The only problem they 
have encountered is the vari- 
ety in vocabulary between 
the countries in the area of 
finance. They are taking care 
of it, however, by agreeing 
on what terms to use in the 
classes. 

The expectation of this 
course is to reach an under- 
served market. These are peo- 
ple who already have jobs as

do not exceed the $500 cap.

means that a purchase of three 
items, each with a single price 
of $400, would fall under the 
cap, although the total spent 
is $1200, but a single purchase 
of $600 would not be exempt. 
Each county with local sales 
tax will be given the option 
to suspend their local sales 
tax during this period also. 
The sales tax holiday does not 
extend to things such as ser- 
vices or utility bills. 

Governor Thompson also 
feels that this holiday will cause 
numerous ripple benefits to 
Wisconsin, along with giving 
the consumer savings on their 
purchases. He feels that the 
holiday will attract shoppers 
from the surrounding states 
and in response will increase 
tourism to the state. 

In addition to the sales tax 
holiday, this package also 
includes an Income Tax Cut 
of $336 million. This would 
include a 5 percent perma- 
nent income tax cut targeted 
to the middle-class income 
bracket. This cut would send 
90 percent of the cuts to the 
middle-class, with an average

By being in "the system," a stu- 
dent allows eligibility for pre- 
arranged on campus interviews, 
referrals, and access to a vacan- 
cy list. 

There are several important 
steps that can be taken to prime 
oneself to floor any prospective 
employer. As potential employ- 
ers are interviewing from the 
moment they shake hands, prop- 
er attitude and attire are essen- 
tials. A student should be ready 
to impress by having a synopsis 
of skills and experience pack- 
aged into a short "commercial." 

A student in search of an 
internship or full-time employ- 
ment should be knowledgeable 
about the company that is being 
represented.

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Collegiate life from a worldwide perspective

The daily routine sets in with 
the annoying alarm clock, a wake- 
up call for that extremely early 11 
a.m. class on Monday morning. 
Afterwards, a quick stop at the 
Pawn to grab a snack before the 
next class. After a couple of lec- 
tures, there is a break just long 
enough to finish that last minute 
homework that is due in 40 min- 
utes. After the school day is over, 
it is back to the dorm to surf the 
net while doing homework and 
listening to music. Later tonight it 
is off to work and a possible out- 
ing with friends before the next 
day sets in. 

A routine similar to this may 
sound familiar to a student living 
in a small-town in Wisconsin or 
even New York City, but student 
life around the world shows a 
broader picture. 

Vivian Chang, a UW-Stout grad- 
uate student from Guatemala, 
knows another side of student life. 
In Guatemala, there is only one 
public university which consists 
of overcrowding, low technology 
and minimal resources. Most stu- 
dents planning on attending col- 
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lege must attend private facilities 
throughout their entire education. 
"Public schools there don’t even 
compare to here," Vivian said. 
Most children who enter the pub- 
lic school system never attend col- 
lege. 

Flexible school schedules and 
part-time jobs are not common for 
students. In Guatemala, people 
get paid by the month as opposed 
to by the hour, so as a student, 
part-time employment is not an 
option. Since students don’t have 
jobs, they must rely on their par- 
ents, lessening the amount of inde- 
pendence from the family. 

Another country that portrays 
the differences in student life is 
Uganda. In the developing coun- 
try of Uganda, education is under- 
going major reforms. With the help 
of other countries, Uganda has 
recently adapted the Universal Pri- 
mary Education System. This pro- 
gram is the beginning of a public 
school system allowing children 
basic education for free. As the 
country develops, they plan to 
expand the Universal System 
beyond the primary level. 

Due to competition, income 
and lack of government funds, few 
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people have the opportunity to 
continue their studies through the 
university level. 

One of the major differences 
in Uganda is the strict class sched- 
ule. Students are required to attend 
classes from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m., Mon- 
day through Friday. They receive 
a lunch break for one hour, but 
only a minimal five minutes is giv- 
en between lectures. Since the 
school schedule isn’t flexible, it 
rules out part-time employment. 

In Uganda, many majors are 
available, but the primary focus is 
on Business Management. Even 
though this is the key aspect of 
their education, job placement is 
very low due to the lack of busi- 
nesses in the country. "Beginning 
enterprises, should be the mission," 
Joseph Okiror, UW-Stout gradu- 
ate student from Uganda, said. If 
students are taught how to start 
new businesses, more job oppor- 
tunities will be available to help 
the development of the country. 

Despite the strict school sched- 
ule, students in Uganda still find 
time to participate in after school 
activities. Many programs and ath- 
letic competitions are similar to 
those found in the United States.

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Beenie Man’s latest eases fears of the “Y2K”

When the phrase “reggae 
music” is mentioned, most peo- 
ple immediately think of the 
father of reggae, Bob Marley. 
There is nothing wrong with this 
notion, but the aspects of what 
is reggae now have diversified. 

There are two major styles of 
reggae music. They are Roots 
Reggae, which is traditional reg- 
gae music, and Dancehall. Dance- 
hall incorporates the themes of 
Roots Reggae, but adds more bass, 
rap lyrics, fiercer beats, and is 
sometimes called hip-hop reggae. 

Somewhat familiar in Amer- 
ica are Dancehall figures Shag- 


gy, Shabba Ranks, and Super Cat, . 


who appeared with group Sug- 
ar Ray on their hit song Fly. Yet 
one of the more prominent fig- 
ures in the Dancehall scene is 
the U. S. unknown Beenie Man. 
Considered a veteran of Dance- 
hall Reggae, Beenie has been 
immersed in the Dancehall scene 
since he was very young. 

Born in Jamaica as Moses 
Davis, the singer broke into the 
big time in 1995 with the Jamaican 
hit song Slam. More recently, 
Beenie Man has made cameo 
appearances with Jay-Z, Jermaine 
Dupri, and Wyclef Jean. 

Beenie Man’s latest release, 
“Y2K,” is a good example of reg- 
gae in the Dancehall style. It has 
all of the makings of a great Dance- 
hall album. The rhythm is infec- 
tious and can be both hard hit- 
ting and smooth at the same time. 

Many people that are not 


familiar with the style sometimes 
think that the artist is speaking 
another language. True, it is dif- 
ficult to understand the dialect 
that reggae artists such are actu- 
ally speaking. However, if one 
listens to enough of this type of 
sound, the listeners should be 
able to understand what the artist 
is saying. 

“Y2K” is a very nice combi- 
nation of singing and rapping. 
Track four, Feeling Good, is an 
example of how rap and vocals 
are intertwined to form a typical 
Dancehall sound. Track seven, 
Maiey, has more of a rough sound. 
This is Dancehall Reggae at its 
finest. A sound that makes the lis- 
tener bob their head to the in- 
your-face beats. ; 

Most reggae artists have their 
own distinct style, and use their 
voice to show this. Beenie Man 
is no exception. Track nine, 
AIDS Veteran (remix), is an exam- 
ple of how Beenie sings with his 
trademark style. If one listens 
to his other albums, this cadence 
is repeated in many of his songs. 

AIDS Veteran is also an 
example of how Beenie uses 
social concerns as subjects for 
his songs. This track talks about 
the tragedies of the AIDS virus, 
and how it effects people all 
around the world. 

Track 10, Fuck Hawk, is an 
example of very traditional 
Dancehall. This sound is clas- 
sic, and many other artists use 
this traditional rhythm as a basis 
for their songs. 

In general, Dancehall Reg- 
gae usually embraces a few 
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themes: Faith in God, social 
issues, and sex, though not nec- 
essarily in that order. Just about 
all these albums will have these 
themes on them, and “Y2K” is 
no exception. However, Bee- 
nie seems to focus on the social 
issues more than any of the oth- 
er ones. 

Musically, the whole album 
has a lot of bass. If one lacks a 
stereo system that has some amount 
of boom, the listener probably 
won't hear the bass lines. There 
are a lot of drums, and little bits 
of musical elements in this album. 
Some of the tracks could use a tad 
more sound in the background 
other than just bass, snare drum, 
and the occasional piano vibe. 

Beenie’s voice is pretty tra- 
ditional Dancehall as well. Some 
other reggae artists such as Mad 
Lion have a very gravelly, course 


“voice. Beenie Man, an excep- 


tion to the Dancehall rule, can 
carry a tune fairly well. 
Overall, this is a very good 
example of how a Dancehall 
album should sound. Another 
album to first experience Dance- 
hall with might be Super Cat’s 
album “The Struggle Contin- 
ues” which is an critic’s favorite. 


However, “Y2K” does have all 
of the important elements which 
make a great album, rates a 
respectable three-and-a-half out 
of five.

In April of 2000, the Wis- 
consin Art Education Associa- 
tion will present Sheri Klein with 
the Outstanding Art Educator 
for Higher Education Award for 
1999.

Klein excised her mental talents 
by mentoring undergraduate Art 
Education students, helping get 
students to be representatives 
on the board of Wisconsin Art 
Education Association, strength- 
ening ties between University 
and K-12 students and initiating 


an art teacher dis- 
cussion group that | — 
met monthly for 
several years. She 
received a $49,000 | 
grant for the school 
district Art Depart- 
ment for which she 
purchased com- 
puter hardware and | — 
software. : 

By setting up | 
technology work- 
shops held at UW- 
Stout, she ignited 
the Student Chap- | 
ter of National Art 27. 
Education Associ- 
ation in 1994 to 
1995. "I am very 
excited about the 
leadership of the 
National Art Education chapter, 
and I'm really looking forward 
to working with students on year- 
ly activities," Klein said. 

In 1995, the number of Art 
Education majors was just under 
85 and currently there are over 
135. "I've been really impressed 
with how hard working and enthu- 
siastic Art Education students are," 
Klein said. 

As an art teacher, Klein facil- 
itates learning and stimulates an 
awareness of creative and aes- 
thetic experiences. Such experi- 
ences are essential elements in a 
complete educational process.

McCarten feels that there are 
almost enough spaces on North 
Campus to accommodate the 
demand, and there are enough 
spaces on South Campus for its 
needs. The impact of the loss 
for next year at this time looks 
like 225 spaces, but as the school 
year progresses, this number 
will decrease. The beginning 
of the school year always places 
a high demand on parking with 
students bringing their cars and 
eventually realizing that their 
car is not needed so they take 
them home. 

The committee looking into 
this problem has been in place 
for over a year now. Last year 
there were numerous Public 
Forums on the issue and stu- 
dents were asked to e-mail Park- 
ing Services with their concerns. 
The consensus of this commit- 
tee last year was that the num- 
ber of parking permits issued 
to incoming on-campus fresh- 
men be limited. By doing this, 
there would be plenty of park- 
ing for upper classmen. The 
remaining spaces can he 
obtained by freshman through 
a lottery system. This system 
is also used by several of Stout's 
sister schools, including UW- 
Eau Claire, UW-LaCrosse and 
UW-River Falls. 

McCarten has stated that the 
committee is dedicated to look- 
ing deeply into this problem to 
come up with several solutions 
before a definite answer is found. 
Some of the areas they are look- 
ing into include: continuing to 


try and acquire property on 


North Campus and developing 
the 150 spaces that will remain 
from lot 5. 

The committee is also 
exploring auxiliary lots off cam- 
pus that will be close enough 
to walk to. These lots are being 
looked at more for the storage 
of vehicles that are only used 
for a student to go home with 
on weekends. The possibility 
of a shuttle to this lot will also 
be explored. 

Another area to be looked 
into is the mix of parking on cam- 
pus. When the Communications 
Building is complete, there may 
be more center campus parking 
available then needed. These 
spaces would then be shifted to 
the on-campus residents. 

McCarten feels that people’s 
expectations of parking on-cam-

pares students to teach art in ele- 
mentary and secondary schools 
with course work in liberal stud- 
ies and art history. Art Educa- 
tion students exhibit their work 
in two campus galleries; Gallery 
306 and the J. Furlong Gallery, 
which display pieces throughout 
the year. An Art Education degree 
can travel far or near with study 
abroad programs with a solid array 
of employment opportunities. 
Graduates have received starting 
salaries in 1996-97 ranging from 
$12,000 to $27,000 for a ten-month 
term. "I really feel UW-Stout grad- 
uates are well prepared to teach: 
art," Klein said.

Gene therapy: anew fad to follow 


As if American consumers aren’t 
already turning circles with the 
numerous choices of products, they 
may now have yet another deci- 
sion to make them dizzy. Geneti- 
cists are well on their way to being 
able to create children with made- 
to-order traits. 

From designer jeans to design- 
er babies, America, “the tried and 
true,” is getting all too familiar with 
the phrase, “Your way, right away.” 

The Human Genome Project, an 
international endeavor created in 
1990, is on its way to developing 
maps that will identify the location 
of the 60,000 to 70,000 genes that 
are the hereditary units of human 
chromosomes. In hopes of promis- 
ing relief of suffering from the more 
than 4,000 genetic diseases, the 
project now questions where to 
draw the line. Sheldon Krimsky, 
professor at Tuft’s University, who’s 
research has focused on ethics and 
values, stated it nicely when he 
said, “We know where to start.”

The 
nation-wide campaign features 
Binge Beer, a fake product that 
portrays alcohol abuse in a neg- 
ative manner. Advertisements 
are placed throughout campus 
with sayings such as, “Who says 
falling off a balcony is such a 
bad thing?” and “What's an occa- 
sional riot?” These phrases are 
designed to make stucdlents more 
aware of problems and issues 
aroused by overuse of alcohol. 
Social marketing is used 
in the campaign to attract the 
attention of the students, while 
still allowing them to make 
their own decisions.

The Blugolds struck back 
with a big play as quarterback 
Eric Ostmoe passed to tight end 
Wayne Hanson who banged his 
way into the end zone from 55 
yards out. Eau Claire also failed 
on their two-point conversion 
attempt, but led 20-19. Two 
possessions later, Stout had the 
ball on their own 15-yard line 
with only 3:59 left to play. Some 
good rushing from Ross Moline 
helped put the Blue Devils at 
the Eau Claire 16-yard line where 
McCulley made his third field 
goal to give Stout a 22-20 lead 
with 15 seconds left. Then the 
Blue Devils finished off the game 
by intercepting Ostmoe for the 
second time before running out 
the clock.

Cultural diversity is now 
being targeted at UW-Stout. 
Goals have been set and with 
the help of adequate funding, 
it is hoped that they will be 
met by the year 2008. 

The UW Board of Regents 
adopted “Plan 2008: Educa- 
tional Quality through Racial 
and Ethnic Diversity” in spring 
of 1998. This plan requires all 
UW institutions to come up 
with their own strategic plans 
for diversity that will push for- 
ward the goals of Plan 2008. 
Out of the stages that com- 
prise the program, Stout is now 
in Phase I, which is expected 
to run from 1999 to 2003. 

The reasoning behind this 
planning system is all for the 
students. It will help prepare 
them for the work, personal, 
and civic responsibilities in a 
diverse world. 

By the year 2000, it is esti- 
mated that one-third of the 
total population will have a 
diverse culture in their back- 
ground. Having a diverse cam- 
pus can enrich the learning 
process about diversity, and 
also help contribute to the 
positive outcomes of students. 

The arranging of the Strate- 
gic Plan brought into existence 
both the Diversity Task Force 
and the Director of Diversity. 
Surveys of both minority and 
majority students were done,

out to faculty, staff and depart- 
ment heads to inform them of 
the whole process.

The purpose was 
to voice their opinions on ris- 
ing tuition costs and the intend- 
ed use of the tax surplus. “Of 
all the schools that were 
involved, Stout had one of the 
strongest participations,” Adam 
Dodd, Public Relations Direc- 


tor of the Stout Student Asso- 
ciation (SSA), said. 

Now, over a month later, 
progress has been made in bat- 
tling out the state budget to 
satisfy students, faculty, staff, 
and the Board of Regents. The 
numerous calls and letters to 
senators and state representa- 
tives proved to be instrumen- 
tal in forcing the Conference 
Committee to come together 
and reach a compromise on 
the budget. 

The United Council of Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin Students 
claims that Wisconsin is the 
only state in the Midwest where 
funding for higher education 
has increased less than the rate 
of inflation. This is one of the 
reasons why the Conference 
Committee worked diligently 
to secure access to quality, 
affordable higher education 
in Wisconsin. 

The proposed budget con- 
tains many gains for students, 
one being a provision for a 
tuition freeze in the 2000-01 


academic year. This means 
as a result, Wisconsin resi- 
dents will not see an increase 
from the amount currently 
being paid. 

For subsequent years, a 
four percent cap per year or 
seven percent cap every two 
years has been provided, 
assuming that instances such 
as unfunded, state imposed 
costs do not arise. Another 
positive is that financial aid 
will increase parallel to tuition 
hikes, which will be beneficial 
to out-of-state students not 
included in the tuition freeze. 

Funding was also desig- 
nated towards the Wisconsin 
Higher Education Grant 
(WHEG), the Talent Incentive 
Program (TIP), and the Law- 
ton Minority Undergraduate 
Retention Grant for a 9.6 per- 
cent expansion next year. Plan 
2008: Quality Through Diver- 
sity, received an allotment of 
$1 million to be divided among

26 UW campuses for pro- 
grams related to under-repre- 
sented and disadvantaged stu- 
dents. Pre-college programs 
related to Plan 2008 may receive 
funds from the $732,000 that 
was alotted to them. In addi- 
tion, the budget provided $7 
million towards UW libraries 
and $4.8 million to hire more 
faculty and staff as enrollment 
continues to increase. 

The most negative aspect 
of the budget, for students, 
relates to the power of greater 
tuition flexibility granted to the 
Board of Regents. Although 
there are some limitations to 
this flexibility, there are also 
statements allowing the Regents

The UW-Stout Volleyball 
Team finished off their home sea- 
son this past weekend by split- 
ting in two matches. 

The Devils sent away two 
record-holding seniors in their 
last home matches of the season. 
Tori Feit and Jenny Kraczek said 
farewell to the crowd on senior 
day this past Friday. 

“You never think they 
[seniors] will ever be replaced 
the same. The personalities are 
always different and the inten- 
sities will be different. You sit 
back and say, ‘What will the 
personality of the team be like 
next year without them’,” Jill 
Jolliff, head coach, said. 

Neither of the seniors disap- 
pointed the Stout crowd in the 
matches, Against UW-Whitewa- 
ter, Feit had 13 kills and Kraczek 
had 40 assists and 12 digs. 

Unfortunately, Stout could 
not send them away in win- 
ning fashion, losing to the 
Warhawks 12-15; 15-3, 15-7, 
15-5. The first game was fought 
hard, as Stout took a 1-0 lead 
on the Warhawks who are cur- 


rently tied for first in the con- 
ference with UW-River Falls. 

“They [Whitewater] started 
hitting the ball and especially in 
games two, three and four they 
had quite a few services aces. 
That kind of took the wind out 
of our balloon,” Jolliff said. 

The rest of the match was 
controlled by UW-Whitewater. 
Although the statistics were almost 
dead even, the Devils only scored 
a total of 15 points in three games 
as they fell. Most of the match 
was not as lopsided as it looked. 
Stout had many side outs, but 
was unable to convert them into 
points. In fact, it was one of Stout's 
best games as far as with digs. 

One leader in the match was 
Heather Cassell with 11 kills. Also, 
Rachel Eidet had five kills and 15 
digs and Sara Weflen had 10 digs. 
Brooke Palmer added nine digs 
as well. 

The second match of the 
weekend was against UW- 
Stevens Point on Saturday. 
Stout dominated this match 
with accurate hitting and good 
serving. 

Stout averaged .274 for hit- 
ting percentage in the three 
games against the Pointers. Also, 


the Devils served 12 aces in the 
match, led by both Holly LaVal- 
lie and Eidet who had four aces 
a piece. Also, Feit added three 
aces herself. 

Leading the way for the Stout 
hitting effort was Palmer with 13 
kills and a .619 hitting percent- 
age. Eidet also had a strong match 
with 10 kills.

Campus safety week raises awareness

Here are the facts: 1.3 adult 
women are raped every 
minute, 1 woman is battered 
every nine seconds in the US, 
and 75 percent of campus sex- 
ual assaults involve the con- 
sumption of alcohol by the 


victim and/or the predator. 
October is Crime Preven- 
tion and Domestic Abuse 
Awareness Month and this 
week the Stout community 
got involved in raising aware- 
ness on these issues. Although 
Stout is a seemingly safe cam- 
pus, with only six reported 
sexual assaults in 1998 com- 


pared to UW-Madison’s 44 
reported cases, being aware 
of safety precautions is still 
essential to every student. 

On October 25-27, sever- 
al Stout Student Association 
sponsored events took place 
on campus to raise awareness 
about domestic abuse, sexu- 
al assault and safety in gen- 
eral. Colleen Becker, the com- 
mittee chair, used the theme; 
“Violence is...a state of mind...a 
way of being...but most of 
all...it’s stoppable! Together 
we can make a difference, ” 
to promote the events. 

The Clothesline Project 
was on display Monday in the 
Great Hall. This is an intense- 
ly visual display of shirts with 
graphic messages and illus- 
trations that have been 
designed by survivors of vio- 
lence or by the friends and 
families of survivors. 

The purpose of the proj- 
ect was to demonstrate the 
impact of violence against 
women, to celebrate a 
woman’s strength to survive 
and to provide an avenue for 
survivors to break their silence. 
It is often helpful in the heal- 
ing process for those who have 
lost a loved one or for those 
who have survived violence. 
In addition, Monday night 
there was a personal safe- 
ty/self-defense workshop put 
on by campus security and Jill 
Jolliff. The Tuesday night pro- 


gram at Huff's included an 
acoustic performance and a 
speaker from the Bridge (the 
Menomonie safe house for 
abused women). 

The “Take Back the Night” 
(TBTN) march and rally took 
place on Wednesday night. 
These marches first began in 
England as a protest against 
the fear women encountered 
while walking the streets at 
night. The first march in the 
U.S. occurred in San Francis- 
co in 1978 and has continued 
to spread across the nation. 
The unifying purpose of Take 
Back the Night is the self- 
empowerment of the women 
planning and attending the 
event. This was an opportu- 
nity for participants to speak 
out about all forms of violence 
and their connections to sex- 
ism, racism and homophobia. 
The rally and the march can 
take a variety of forms, from 
being loud with whistles, 
chants, and songs to being car- 
ried out silently in candlelight. 

All the events that 
occurred this week were 
meaningful, and aided in rais- 
ing awareness about violence, 
sexual assault, rape, and 
domestic abuse across the 
nation and in our communi- 
ty. The Stout campus can 
become even safer once every- 
one becomes more conscious, 
attentive and appreciative of 
what others have endured.

__ Another purpose for an ethics 
- center at Stout is that it can sup- 
‘plement other programs on cam- 
pus. Professor Shiell has already 
been approached about doing more 
panel discussions for individual 
groups. There is also the advan- 
tage of providing both departmental 
workshops and class discussions. 
Besides the advantages that the uni- 
versity will gain from the center, 
the community itself can take advan- 
tage of the center. 

Professor Shiell is very excit- 
ed about the way things are pro- 
gressing and is pleased with all 
the support that he and the cen- 


ter have received. 

“It’s exciting that the chancel- 
lor, provost, and dean have been 
so supportive,” professor Shiell said, 
voicing his enthusiasm about the 
support the center is receiving. The 
center itself is in a major network- 
ing stage, with hopes of getting a 
budget for future activities. Pro- 

- fessor Shiell mentioned one high 
profile center for ethics at Santa 
Clara University, called The Markku- 
la Center For Ethics. The budget 
for that center has reached $600,000.

Take Back the Night Walk gets offense

The night of October 27 
brought tension and distress to 
approximately twenty students 
involved in the Take Back the 
Night Walk. While walking 
through campus chanting for 
the rights and protection of 
women, the responses that were 
received held more darogitory 
ideas than what was intended. 

Starting from the corner of 
10th Ave. and Third Street and 
continuing around campus, 
throughout the dorm area, a vol- 
untary group of individuals chose 
to take time out of their night to 
spread the word about women’s 
rights. They had asked the chan- 
cellor to come along, which he 
spoke a few words to show his 
support before leaving them to 
continue their walk. 

As the group chanted 
“Women have the right to be safe 
at night,” selected male students 
stood in windows shouting sex- 
ual remarks.

Another major concern of 
those involved in the walk was 
the fact that while they were 
fighting for women’s rights, there 
were women standing in the win- 
dows that the men were yelling 
from.

Unprotected sex...one night 
of fun can lead to a lifetime of 
suffering and shame, 

Like any other college, sex- 
ually transmitted diseases (STDs) 
are a serious concern on cam- 
pus. Every time a student has 
sex, they are putting themselves 
in danger. 

STDs are very dangerous and 
every student who is sexually active 
should get tested. Do not sit around 
and wait for symptoms to occur, 
or it could be too late. For instance 
Chlamydia, the number one bac- 
terial STD infecting Stout students, 
has a low symptom rate. Up to 25 
percent of men and 75 percent of 
women show no symptoms that 
they are carrying the disease. If 
Chlamydia goes unnoticed it can 
cause severe pain, sterility for men, 
and can even prevent women from 
having children. 

Genital Warts is a common viral 
disease effecting Stout students. 
They sound disgusting enough, 
imagine having them. Symptoms 
usually appear one to three months 
after an individual has been affect- 
ed, but ifa student gets tested right 


away, the STD can be contained. 
Protected sex is a good way 


‘to lower the risk of contracting 


a STD, but people have to real- 
ize that condoms are not 100 
percent. The saying “When you 
have sex, you have sex with 
everyone your partner did,” 
holds true when it comes to 
being infected with a STD. 

Students that are sexually 
active, even when it is protect- 
ed sex, should go in for regu- 
lar check-ups. “Individuals 
should be proactive in their 
healthcare when it comes to sex- 
ual health,” Janice Ramaeker, 
Director of Student Health Ser- 
vices, said. 

Obviously, not having sex is 
the easiest way to prevent stu- 
dents from obtaining a STD, but 
protected sex and minimal part- 
ners can lower the risk for stu- 
dents. Regular check-ups are 
important to stop the spread and 
severity of a possible STD. Stu- 
dents can get tested and treat- 
ed at the Student Health Center 
located across from Wigen Hall.

Protel exposed by Stout student

A major step for students 
came as a Stout freshman 
proved the embezzlement and 
fraud of a major company. Last 
year, Kelly Cramer, a freshman 
at Stout, helped bring down her 
former employer, Protel,a’tele- 


marketing business which con- 
structed home pages for sev- 
eral small businesses. 

Protel would have their 
employees, like Cramer, call up 
businesses and offer them a free 


~ trial offer for a home page. They 


would then promise to send the 
companies a package with details 
and other services. These com- 


sn neeeannnains ae 


panies would never receive any 
package, yet they would be billed 
for a service that they were not 
receiving. The fraudulent services 
would show up as charges on the 
companies’ phone bill, disguised 
as “service charges” or the fre- 
quent “hold”, which many com- 
panies took to be their call-wait- 
ing charge. Protel managed to get

away with nine million dollars in 
small $24.95 per-month charges. 

Besides committing fraud, 
Protel was also guilty of embez- 
zling money from its employees. 
Cramer spotted the crime that her 
company was committing. She - 
worked for Protel as a summer 
job that helped pay the bills. She 
kept track of her hours and com- 
pared her total pay with what she 
was making an houf. Cramer dis- 
covered that on one of her pay- 
checks, Protel had not paid her 
fully for that work period. She 
informed her father, who was a 
law enforcement officer, and he 
told her to see if the same thing 
happened again on the next pay- 
check. On the next paycheck, 
Cramer was again missing a por- 
tion of her salary. 

At this point, Cramer filed 
a complaint with the Consumer 
Trade and Protection Agency 
(CTPA). The CTPA in turn noti- 
fied the Federal Trade Com- 
mission (FTC), who began 
investigating Protel. That is 
when the FTC discovered Pro- 
tel’s fraudulent acts. The FTC 
asked Cramer to fill out a dec- 
laration as to what was going 
on at Protel. The company has 
since been brought up on 
charges and sued by the FTC.

Registration brings confusion

The rude awakening for 
registering students came not 
at 7:30 a.m., but as they returned 
to find that some classes were 
restricted because of prerequi- 
site problems. 

Most of the registration 
problems are related to the 
new system that has been 
implemented for registration. 
Frustration, anger, and exas- 
peration are just a few of the 
feelings that some students 
have had in regards to regis- 
tering for the spring semester. 


“Registration is a stressful 


process as it is, and this year 
was even more frustrating; 
especially for seniors,” one 
student said. 

' It was determined that a 
new system was needed for reg- 
istration because the old system 
was not Y2K compliant. This 
was seen last year with the new 
subject abbreviations and course 
numbers. More problems arose 


when it was concluded that the . 


DARS would not be compatible 
with the new system, therefore 
everything had to be converted 


to the new DARS. 

As many students discoy- 
ered on Advisement Day, these 
new audits have not yet been 
fully transcribed for all students. 
Certain students’ transfer cred- 
its, minors and specializations, 
and exceptions granted by pro- 
gram directors were not shown 
on their DARS. Kathy Kruger 
and Judy Countryman with Reg- 
istration and Records have been 
working full-time in making 
these corrections, and seniors 
should contact them to check 
their audits to be assured of 
graduation plans. 

‘When certain students 
attempted to register on Octo- 
ber 25-29, they often did not 
secure entrance to a course even 
though it still may have had sev- 
eral openings. The explanation 
for these problems is due toa 
feature in the new system that 
automatically checks for the stat- 
ed prerequisites. Ifa student was 
granted a waiver or equivalent, 
transferred the class, or was cur- 
rently in the prerequisite class, 
the system would deny access 
to the course. Consequently, the 
student was required to obtain 
the professor’s signature to be 


in the class. 

Although problems were 
expected, how they would affect 
students was unknown. Both 
students and faculty have stat- 
ed their disapproval with how 
the process is working. There- 
fore, for the remainder of this 
semester's registration, prereq- 
uisites will be treated as they 
were in the past; as advisory 
and up to the student and fac- 
ulty to determine if the student 
is prepared for the class. How- 
ever, this does not mean that all 
prerequisites are completely 
waived, they are just not auto- 
matically checked by the sys- 


-tem. It is up to each depart- 


ment whether or not they want 
their prerequisites enforced. 
Difficulties with registration 
have already begun to subside, 
and will become even less of a 
problem for students with few- 
er credits, since they do not have 
as many classes on their records 
as upper classmen. 4 
Next March, students will 
once again be subjected to change 
in the registration process. The 
registrar, Charles Kell, stated that 
the Summer and Fall 2000 reg- 
istration will be accomplished 


over the Internet. There will be 
a set time for students within a 
credit range to register on-line. 
This will allow the student to 
immediately determine if they 
are enrolled in the class. 
Conflict checking is anoth- 
er new feature that will not allow 
students to register for classes 
that meet at the same time or 
overlap. Added and dropped 
classes will also be completed 
over the Internet immediately, 
without having to trek up to 109 
Bowman. However, the staff 
there will still be available to 
answer any questions students 


~ have about the process. 


Registration is a necessary 
“process that all students must 
understand and complete. No, 
it may not be fun to get up ear- 
ly to register, or to try to figure 
out how to do it over the Inter-_ 

net; but there’s really no way 
around it. The administration 
and staff that deals with regis- 


tration are working diligently to 


iron out all the kinks in the sys- 
tem. Just remember, if there are 
any problems this semester; take 
a deep breath, remain composed, 
and work calmly with the staff 
to figure out the problem. 


Veterans Day Observance Grows 
Through 79 Years of Tradition

Veterans Day began as a cel- 
ebration of the end of World 
War I, since then it has become 
a time set aside to honor all 
American Veterans. ‘ 

It was originally called 
Armistice Day, and was cele- 
brated for the first time on 
November 11, 1919, exactly 
one year to the-day after the 
shooting stopped in Europe. 
To mark the moment, church- 
es held special services and 
soldiers paraded. 

People across the country 
observed two minutes of silence 
in remembrance of the soldiers 
who had lost their lives. Similar 
ceremonies were held in Eng- 
land and France. 

A vital element of the obser- 
vance was added in 1921, when 
the body of an unknown Amer- 
ican soldier was moved from 
France to be buried at Arling- 
ton Cemetery. The observance 


of that special day in Washing- 
ton included the President lay- 
ing a wreath at the Tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier; an act repeat- 
ed each Veterans Day since then. 

The tomb, overlooking the 
Potomac River, honored all Amer- 
ican soldiers who died fighting 
in World War I. It is guarded 24 
hours a day by men and women 
of the third US Infantry, the 
Army’s Honor Guard. 

Armistice Day was officially 
named by Congress in 1926. It 
became a national holiday 
twelve years later. But the 
armistice didn’t live up to the 
hope that there would never 
be another world war. To hon- 
or veterans of every conflict, 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
signed a bill in 1954 to change 
the name from Armistice Day 
to Veterans Day. 

In 1968, a law passed allow- 
ing Veterans Day to be cele- 
brated the Fourth Monday in 
October. In response to strong 
feelings about the original date,

Cramer went to Washing- 
ton D.C. to testify in front of 
the U.S. Senate. Televised on 
C-Span, the hearing was lead 
by Kit Bond, who runs the Com- 
mittee of Small Business in the 
Senate. She testified as to what 
exactly Protel had been doing, 
and how. Others who testified 
included the victims of the 
crime. One small business own- 
er, a man who ran a bed and 
breakfast, had to close because 
of the payments to Protel. 

Cramer still must go to 
Chicago to testify in the crim- 
inal hearing against Protel. She 
is also slated to do an inter- 
view with Dateline. Cramer is 
responsible for helping many 
small businesses see that jus- 
tice is done. “It’s too bad that 
these small businesses have 
become such a target for these 
telemarketing scams,” Cramer 
said.

“Another funky radical bomb- 
track started as a sketch in my 
notebook,” announced singer 
Zack De La Rocha to usher in the 
reign of Rage Against the Machine 
in the rock music scene. But for 
“The Battle of Los Angeles,” Rage’s 
third and one of the most antic- 
ipated CD releases of 1999, De 
La Rocha seems to be reading 
from a different notebook. 

Powered by Brad Wilk on 
drums, the group argued relent- 
lessly against racial and social 
injustices on their self-titled rook- 
ie album. Tom Morello’s guitar 
riffs struck a chord, so to speak, 
with a most unlikely of audiences: 
young suburbanite teens. 

It seems that the teens echoed 
the fury and passion of De La 
Rocha’s simple messages. (“Fuck 
you, I won't do what you tell me.”) 
The suburbanites bought up Rage 
records by the boatload, enabling 


the band to further spread their 
anti-establishment propaganda. 

Not only did Rage open doors 
for those without a voice, but they 
also opened the doors to the rap- 
rock fusion. The band’s success 
in this new “crossover” style gave 
license to groups such as Korn 
and Limp Bizkit to explore their 
rap and urban styles. 

But oh how the climate has 
changed in eight short years. 
Unable to find new battles to fight, 
the group seems forced to rehash 
their earlier campaigns. Their 
style, original and fresh in the ear- 
lier half of the decade, has been 


_ mimicked and redone to the extent 


of being stereotypical. 

“The Battle of Los Angeles” 
is a far cry from the battle anthem 
screamed on the group’s second 
album “Evil Empire.” This can 
be easily seen in their music video 
styling (for those non-conformists 


who are hypocritical MTV 
patrons). A quasi-live version of 
Bulls on Parade has now been 
replaced by the slickly packaged 
Guerrilla Radio video compat- 
ing the lifestyles in Beverly Hills 
and sweatshop labor. 

Guerrilla Radio is one of the 
few (if any) bright spots in “The 
Battle.” What is most disturbing 
is this “bright” spot is a rehashed 
and updated version of “Evil 
Empire’s” Vietnow. “Turn on the 
radio. No, fuck it, turn it off,” 
argued De La Rocha in 1996. 

‘Outside of Guerrilla, Rage 
has revamped Wake Up into the 
lead song in Testify, with a fair 
amount of success. Track 4, 
Mic Check has some original 
merit, showing off De La Rocha’s 
rap-like versatility and Morel- 
lo’s liberal guitar. 

But as track 5, Sleep Now in 
the Fire rolls around, it is time

Scorsese gets sinister in Bringing

When I saw the previews for 
this movie, I was inately drawn 
to its dark appeal. It looked like 
it could be a psychological thriller 
but it was still difficult to be sure 
what it was going to be about. 
When the movie was over I was 
left satisfied and a bit awestruck. 

Bringing Out the Dead, stat- 
ing Nicholas Cage, Patricia 
Arquette, John Goodman, Ving 
Rhames, Marc Anthony and Tom 
Sizemore, was directed by the 
acclaimed Martin Scorsese. In 
a story of ambulance drivers that 
work the graveyard shift in New 
York City in the early 1990s, the 
plot extends over two days and 
three nights outlining the life of 
paramedic Frank Pierce. It then 
goes on to encompass his expe- 
riences in dealing with both emo- 
tional and spiritual issues. 

Right from the start, the

Stout Football falls to UW-Oshkosh Titans

Stout may have felt as if 
they were trick-or-treating and 
had received a nickle, or maybe 
even some staples after Satur- 
day’s game against UW- 
Oshkosh. 

On one of the nicest days 
this fall, the Blue Devils were 
handed another disappointing 
loss. This time the perpetrator 
was UW-Oshkosh, who trudged 
into the game with a record equal 
to Stout at two wins and five 
losses. Similar to last week’s 
game, Stout played well enough 
to win, but could not produce 
in the clutch situations. 

Oshkosh ended up getting 
some early trick or treating at 
the expense of the Blue Dev- 
ils. Stout controlled the ball for 
a quarter longer and racked up 
78 more yards than Oshkosh, 
but had a hard time converting 
those yards into points. The 
difference came down to two 
interceptions made by Oshkosh 
which were converted into 10 
points. 

The game’s two halves were 
played as differently as the 1985 
Chicago Bears and the Bad 
News Bears. 

The first half didn’t start out 
very well for the Devils. 
Oshkosh got rolling by block- 
ing a Blue Devil punt early in 
the quarter. They then got great 
field position at about the Stout 
25-yard line. The Stout defense 
held them to only three yards 
on the possession and Oshkosh 


settled for a 27-yard field goal 
by David Gaulke. 

After a nice punt return late 
in the first quarter, Oshkosh 
threatened again. After a few 
first downs, Oshkosh ran in a 
touchdown from five yards out 
and added the extra point to give 
them a 10-0 lead at the end of 
the quarter. Oshkosh was not 
able to get any semblance of a 
drive together in the second 
quarter due to some good 
defense by Stout. 

Later in the second quarter, 
Stout recovered an Oshkosh fum- 
ble and punched the ball down 
28 yards to set up a 37-yard field 
goal by Kevin McCulley. 

Before they could mount 
another drive, Oshkosh was on 
defense again with under two 
minutes in the half. Quarter- 
back Marty Goryl made a sweet 
41-yard pass to Jesse Diaz to set 
up Stout's first touchdown. Aaron 
Johnson ran the ball in from the 
one-yard line and McCulley hit

The Bad News Bears came 
out in the second half. The Blue 
Devils were driving midway 
through the third quarter down 
in Oshkosh territory when they 
threw their first interception.

the Titans a 20-10 lead at the 
end of the third quarter.

November 18 has been named the “Great American Smokeout Day”. This was started by Arthur 
Mulvaney to challenge people to give up smoking for at least one day. The bigger part was to: 
make people realize what the effects of smoking are in order to get them to quit for good. 


_ Tobacco is responsible for 
nearly one of every five deaths 
in the U.S. The ACS has spon- 
sored this day for the past 23 years, 
and has had increased success. 
Millions of people have quit smok- 
ing since the first Great Ameri- 
can Smokeout in 1977, starting 
on the days it was held. 

The idea of the Great Amer- 
ican Smokeout was generated by 


Arthur P. Mulvaney who, in 1971, 
asked people to give up smok- 
ing for one day, simply to see if 
they could do it. 

Mulvaney then asked peo- 
ple to donate the money they 
would have spent on cigarettes 
to local high school scholar- 
ships. After five years, the idea 
had spread across the country, 
and in California, one million 


of the state’s five million smok- 
ets quit for the day for the Great 
American Smokeout.. 

After some serious thought, 
a present smoker has been not- 
ed to be trying to quit for the 
Great American Smokeout. 
“Hopefully, I will see that one 
day without smoking is not that 
bad and I will make it more,” 
Spencer said.

Other payments include elec- 
tricity, heat (consider electric 
vs. gas vs. oil), water, garbage, 
cable, and telephone service. 
Some monthly rents include 
these extra expenses; while oth- 
ers include only a few or none 
of these. Students can find out 
what a typical bill, such as elec- 
tricity, is by calling Northern 
States Power (NSP) and inquir- 
ing about the particular apart- 
ment or house. This is helpful 
in determining what the true 
cost of the housing is or if the 
inclusive price is reasonable. 

The City of Menomonie also 
has regulations for student hous- 
ing. First, all landlords renting to 
three or more individuals not relat- 
ed to them per dwelling unit are 
required to have a rooming and 
lodging house license. 

The rental unit must also be 
inspected every year. Rental units 
must meet energy efficiency stan- 
dards to prove that the rental unit 


is safe for people to live in. If they 
are not up to par, the inspector 
will require changes. By Federal 
law, landlords are required to pro- 
vide a lead paint disclosure which 
informs tenants that houses built 
before 1978 may contain lead- 
based paint. 

Other examples of regula- 
tions include requirements on 
smoke detectors and the presence 
of a fire extinguisher. For second 
story dwelling units, a secondary 
exit is required. 

Students must bear in mind 
that some thought and research 
needs to be done before jump- 
ing into a year long and binding 
lease. Students are warned not to 
blindly enter an agreement that 
they are unsure about. 

Weighing all the pros and 
cons of the housing can be ben- 
eficial in making a decision that 
is reasonable and satisfying. If all 
else fails, remember; there are 
always the residence halls.

Dear What’s Not, 

The first thing you need to 
know about this condition is that 
it can be a warning sign for other 
health problems, primarily of the 
heart. Many times, such an occur- 
rence happens within a month of 
a heart attack or stroke. As you 
are so young, this scenario is unlike- 
ly, but not impossible. Should this 
become a frequently occurring 
experience, you should definitely 
see a doctor or arrange a physical. 

There are several other poten- 
tial reasons that you have been 
unable to perform. Contrary to 
popular belief, and as your pornog- 
raphy experiment proved, it is not 
“all in your head.” If you chroni- 
cally use tobacco products, this 
could produce such an undesir- 
able effect because smoking or oth- 
er tobacco use may affect penile 
arteries and reduce blood flow to 
the penis. “Smoking! Smoking! 
Smoking!” said James Barda, M_D., 
urologist, when asked what the 
greatest cause of impotence is. 

Many illegal drugs, such as 


marijuana can also have negative 
effects on your libido, and should 
be avoided.

Impotence, even a mild case 
as yours might be; affects nearly 
20 million American men each year. 
However, of this 20 million, few- 
er than five percent ever seek pro- 
fessional help due to reasons such 
as embarrassment or ridicule. 
Increasing the irony is the fact that 
impotence can successfully be treat- 
ed over 95 percent of the time. 

There are several methods 
including the increasingly popu- 
lar Viagra, vacuum therapy, self- 
injection treatments, penile implants 
and an intra urethral pellet. Almost 
surely, you likely shouldn’t resort 
to these measures right away, but 
consider them as options if you 
just can’t lick this problem. 

The best approach you should 
take to curing this yourself is to 
improve your diet, including reduc- 
ing cholesterol and fat intake. Start 
eating fresh vegetables and foods 
high in protein. Vigorous, aero- 
bic exercise is also beneficial. 

Should this problem remain 
for the next month regardless of 
the change in your eating and health 
habits, its definitely time to seek 
professional help.

for Power 100. The loss of 90.7 
on-air broadcasting, due to lack 
of funds, was the first major set- 
back for the organization. After 
that, the station started broad- 
casting through the local cable 
company, Charter Communi- 
cations (formerly Marcus Cable). 
Last year the decision to drop 
all FM services was enacted 
briefly, causing detrimental 
impacts for Power 100. Even 
now that the cable company 
decided to reissue FM services, 
Power 100 was left behind. 

Currently, the station only broad- 
casts throughout campus on cable 
channel 20. The station can be 
heard 24 hours a day and DJs have 
live performances Mondays and 
Tuesdays from 4p.m. to 12a.m. 
and on Wednesdays and Thurs- 
days from 6p.m. to 12a.m. 

Even though the station has 
had some rocky years, the new 
executive board and hard work- 
ing President Adam Retzlaff are 
getting Power 100 back on its 
feet again. 

The station has future goals 
of returning to city cable, on- 
air Internet broadcasts, announc- 
ing Stout sports activities, and 
purchasing new and much need- 
ed equipment. “The hardest dif- 
ficulty is that students are here 
for three or four years then grad- 


uate and go on. It’s hard to fol- 
low through on long term pro- 
jects,” Jim Guenther, Power 100

cally at risk students in college, 
preferably at Stout. There are sev- 
eral methods used to attain this 
expectation. The most frequent- 
ly employed method is one-on- 
one counseling and direction ses- 
sions with extensively trained staff 
members. 

Also included in the same pro- 
gram is an academic monitoring 
system that helps counselors assess 
how an individual is doing in class- 
es. Tutor assistance can also be 
arranged if necessary. The pro- 
gram doesn’t limit itself solely to 
academics however. There are 
numerous other opportunities 
offered to expose students to a 
plethora of cultural and social 
events. 

Those formerly at-risk stu- 
clents who receive this free assis- 
tance are tracked to have an 85 
percent retention rate, which is 
significantly higher than the remain- 
der of Stout’s population. The 
most likely reason this occurs is 
due to the "follow-along" advis- 
ing sessions. This system includes 
such benefits as academic survival 
skills, financial aid assistance, need- 
ed instructional support, obstacles 
that affect progress, and mid-term 
grade evaluations. 

"If anything gets in the way 
of a student becoming successful 
in college, we want to deal with 
it," Andrew Cseter, director of Stu- 
dent Support Services, said. He 
went on to say, "the more pro- 
grams we have, less students fall 
through the cracks."

Korn develops corporate 


An interesting dilemma has 
come up and I wonder if any Korn 
fans are concerned about it. 

Korn, the late 1990's equiva- 
lent of Black Sabbath, Motley Crue, 
and Guns ‘n’ Roses combined, has 
rushed through the studio to pro- 
duce their fourth album, “Issues.” 
The CD is coming out just over 
one year since their last release, 
“Follow the Leader,” which cast 
them into the rock limelight. 

In the process, the group 
offered an open call for those 


interested in creating the artistry 
for their new album cover. Their 
medium for gaining an artist? 
Get this - the marketing genius- 
es at MTV. 

And what is the reason for 
this rush for the fourth CD? “Issues” 
will be released on November 16, 
exactly 39 days before the capi- 
talistic holiest of holys, Christmas. 

It's not a far stretch to believe 
that, “Issues,” about as unin-

ative, is a giant marketing ploy. 

Korn should know that they 
have a potential for losing their 
fan base on this maneuver, and 
that may be the “Issue” at stake. 

The group delivers a bare 
bones album when compared 
to the emotion expressed in ear- 
lier releases. It seems that the 
same notes which left lead 
Jonathan Davis a wreck now 
barely effect the vocalist. 

The CD starts off promising 
with the first four tracks sound- 
ing similar to Korn’s earlier CDs. 
The intro, Dead, features Davis 
on bagpipes (a Korn trademark) 
while announcing, “All I want in 
life is to be happy.” The band 
almost seems to be pleading for 
enjoyment from its fans. 

They then move into the first 
single from the CD Falling Away 
From Me. Truthful and heartfelt, 
stiff drumming from David Sil- 
veria carries the tune to success. 
Davis’ near falsetto tones add 
depth to the track. 

In a follow up that is nearly 
as strong, track three, Trash, has 
a sinister and dark appeal. Davis 
sounds pedophiliac while growl- 
ing, “These little girls, they make 
me feel so God damn exhilarat- 
ing.” By the end of the ballad, 
one has the feeling of making sure 
their children are all right. This 
track digs a littke deeper than Korn 


has in the past, almost alienating 


their loyal followers. 

Despite trying desperately, 
Korn doesn’t connect on the 
remainder of their 17-track set. 
Track 8, Wake Up, will appeal to 
the long haul Kornhead, but is 
much too violent, and, well, point- 
less, to get much airtime outside 
the moshpit. 

Tracks 10 and 11 both start 
with hopeful, unconventional

The bone crunching, hard 
nosed and slightly disappoint- 
ing 21-14 Blue Devil loss was 
suffered at the hands of UW- 
Whitewater on Saturday.

Students had the oppor- 
tunity to tell outside consul- 
tants their opinions about the 
University Dining Services dur- 
ing the week of November 7- 
12. It all began in the spring 
of 1999 when Diane Moen, the 
assistant chancellor, request- 
ed that a review be performed 
on all of the Student Life depart- 
ments. This includes areas 
such as campus police, resi- 
dence life, the dining services 
and several other departments. 
One of the main conclusions 
of this review was that dining 
services should conduct an 
additional examination of their 


_j Operations. 


Consequently, the Silver 
Plate Associates were on cam- 
pus last week to perform a 


comprehensive review of all 


dining service operations. 
This is seen as an opportuni- 
ty for growth because of 
expected feedback on areas 
that may require improve- 
ment. It is often beneficial to 
get an outside perspective, 


since individuals that are too 
close to the situation may not 
see problems.

Handguns voted down by senate

The issue of Stout's campus 
police and the way they are per- 
mitted to do their job has seen 
some controversy as of late. 

The Stout Student Associa- 
tion (SSA) took a vote on Novem- 


ber 9 to decide whether or not 
campus police should be allowed 
to carry guns 24 hours a day. In 
a 14 to 8 vote, with six votes 
abstained, SSA decided to vote 
down a resolution that would 
allow campus police to be armed 
at all times. 

The November 9 vote did 


not make the issue final. The vote 
was simply a resolution, the results 
of which will be given to the chan- 
cellor to help him in making his 
final decision. 

There are many pros and cons 
involved with this issue which has 


not yet been laid to rest. Some of 


the advantages to the police car- 


rying firearms at all times, would 
be that they could then take a 
proactive stance on any crime 
they see being committed. Cur- 
rently, if the campus police think 
that a situation is too dangerous, 


- they are able to call Menomonie 


police for back-up. Arming the 
campus full time would save valu- 
able minutes. 

Another fact is that the cam- 
pus police are certified police offi- 
cers, yet are now expected to do 
their job without the proper police 
tools. 

Glen Perry. the Legislative 
Affairs Director of SSA, feels that 
it is unfair that police officers be 
put in this situation. He is also dis- 
appointed at the result of the SSA 
vote, Lisa Walter, Police and Park- 
ing Services director, has an opin- 
ion that matches Perry's. 

Walter regrets not being at 
the meeting to be of service to 
answer any questions that may 
have been brought up. She was 
never informed of the proposed 
resolution. 

“T don't think the vote reflect- 
ed true campus opinion,” said 
Perry. Perry tallked to many stu- 
dents on campus, spoke at a few

traveled to Stout to collect data 
and examine all aspects of the 
dining services in order to for- 
mulate their final report. A writ- 
ten report, which will give sug- 
gestions and recommendations 
for possible improvements, will 
be completed by December 15. 

While on campus, the Sil- 
ver Plate Associates utilized sev- 
eral avenues to gather valuable 
data. The group was given a 
tour of the various dining oper- 
ations and had the opportuni- 
ty to have a meal in each estab- 
lishment. They then examined 
the entire program from recipes 
and financial documents to oper- 
ating procedures, Focus group 


interviews were used to get 
input from the student customers 
and personal interviews with 
management and employees 
were held to get internal opin- 
ions. In addition, the associ- 
ates performed an open forum 
for all faculty, academic and 
classified staff. 

“We look forward to the 
report as an opportunity to 
improve operations,” Ann Thies, 
director of University Dining 
Services said. All of the infor- 
mation that the Silver Plate Asso- 
ciates compiled will be helpful 
in enhancing the campus food 
services to satisfy students, fac- 


 ulty, staff, and employees.

halls, and felt that the campus 
opinion was ignored by the vot- 
ing delegates. The resolution was 
tabled for a month to allow the 
senators to talk to their con- 
stituents and get their opinions. 
Perry himself talked to many stu- 
dents, and estimated that about 
95 percent of them were unaware 
that the campus police do not 
carry guns currently. 

The opposition to the reso- 
lution felt that Stout is a very safe 
campus, and that arming the police 
doesn’t solve anything. “I think 
that we as students need to look 
at other means to keep our cam- 
pus safe,” Sara Rasque, graduate 
student representative, said, Rasque 
pointed out that occurrences of 
violent crimes are low at Stout, 
and that a gun will not stop a vio- 
lent offender.

who are against the resolution is 
that armed police officers might 
seem threatening to minority stu- 
dents.

ing legal issues. 

The Bridge is always look- 
ing for helping hands. Volun- 
teering for the program can be 
a very rewarding and educa- 
tional experience. Stout students 
are some of the primary volun- 
teers for the Bridge. The caring 
students and other volunteers 
throughout the community are 
making a difference. Anybody 
can donate their time to the 
Bridge and a few minimal hours 
of one’s life can help protect 
others in their time of need. 

Menomonie is fortunate to 
have such a facility located direct- 
ly in the community, but help is 
offered on a national basis also. 
The Rape And Incest National 
Network (RAINN) is there to coun- 
sel anyone in need around the 


nation. By calling the hotline at 
1-800-050-HOPE, one can be con- 
nected to the nearest facility where 
comfort and solace may be found. 
The Bridge is one of the 834 facil- 
ities nationwide connected to 
RAINN. Over 275,000 victims 
have found help through the net- 
work. 

The Bridge is there to con- 
sole, but nobody can be forced 
to go and seek help. If a per- 
son has a friend that is in an abu- 
sive relationship or has been 
sexually assaulted, the best thing 
one has to offer is time. “Be 
supportive and let them know 
that you are there to talk because 
you can’t make someone get out 
of an abusive relationship,” Jane 
Seaman, children’s program coor- 
dinator, said.

Take in the amazing scenery 
from the top of an intimidating 
mountain overlooking the Missis- 
sippi River. Speed down the slopes 
full tilt with only one’s wits and 
quick reflexes to guide the way. 
Find all this and more within an 
hour of Menomonie on a student 
budget. 

Coffee Mill Ski Area in 
Wabasha, Minnesota offers all the 
thrills and rushes that have come 
to be the norm for skiers and snow- 
boarders alike. With eleven runs 
ranging from the complacent “bun- 
ny hill” to one of the few adrena- 
line inducing double black dia- 
mond runs in the area, Coffee Mill 
can suit people of all skill levels. 

A short 45-minute drive south- 
bound on Highway 25 can make 
the long winter season a pleasure, 
not a chore. Prices remain very 


reasonable, with an unlimited, 
all-hill access student season pass 
costing $179. Daily passes range 
in price from $23 for adults to $19 
for those 14 years of age and 
younger. Thursdays are college 
days, where a valid college ID 
scores one a lift ticket for only 
$10. Rentals are also available, 
with skis going for $14 and snow- 
boards costing $20 for all day use. 

Inexperienced skiers or 
snowboarders can receive a pri- 
vate, hour long, one-on-one les- 
son for just $15. A two-hour les- 
son for those needing more 
instruction can be arranged for 
$20. First time skiers or snow- 
boarders receive their first les- 
son free with a lift ticket pur- 
chase and ski or snowboard 
rental. 

Topics included in an aver- 
age session are set up and equip- 
ment use, as well as basic tech- 
niques for stopping and turning. 


Also integrated into the lesson is 
safe lift use and ski and snow- 
board etiquette while on the 
slopes. 

Coffee Mill is currently look- 
ing for experienced skiers to join 
an already exemplary instructing 
staff. Qualifications include, but 
are not limited to, PSIA certifica- 
tion or experience in teaching or 
coaching and several years of ski- 
ing experience. Pay for such a ser- 
vice is based on experience and 
level of certification, and includes 
the benefit of a free season pass 
for the duration of employment. 
There are also three arranged clin- 
ics for instructors to maintain and 
improve teaching skills, tactics as 
well as techniques. “Ski instruct- 
ing is a very rewarding experience 
for many reasons with numerous 
fringe benefits,” Darrell Walsh; ski 
school manager, said. 

The season at Coffee Mill is 
scheduled to begin on Decem- 
ber 4 this year, weather condi- 
tions permitting. The hill is open 
to everyone Wednesday and 
Thursday from 3 p.m. to 9:30 
p.m., Friday from 1 p.m. to 10 
p-m., Saturday from 10 a.m. to 
10 p.m. and Sunday from 10 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. The slopes are closed 
on Christmas Eve and Christmas 
Day and after 5 p.m. on New 
Year’s Eve. Lesson schedules 
are posted at the pavilion, and 
vary daily. 

Coffee Mill offers a friendly 
environment for the novice and 
expert alike. On location is a restau- 
rant, bar, and a courteous, help- 
ful staff. Group rates for lessons 
and passes can also be arranged 
by calling ahead. 

Those interested in taking 
advantage of all that this nearby 
fountain of youth has to offer can 
call (651) 565-277. “We welcome 
anyone with a desire to learn more

Walsh said. Potential instructors 
looking for more information can 
contact Walsh at 233-1009.

Once and a while, a video 
game hits the market which makes 
it hard to imagine that it could 
be sold to the public due to its 
content. A game that is so polit- 
ically incorrect that some will see 
this game and say society is going 
to hell in a hand basket.

Rock Star Game’s release of 
“Grand Theft Auto 2,”0r “GTA2,” 
is the sequel to the first genera- 
tion video game. The simple 
iclea of the game is to accomplish 
missions and to revel in a glori- 
ous life of crime. 

In “GTA2,” as in the first ver- 
sion, the player is a criminal worl- 
ing for gangs and doing bad things. 
Stealing cars, helping out in bank 
robberies, and blowing up build- 
ings are just a few of the missions 
that will lead the character to the 
top of the crime syndicate. 

There are several distinct dif 
ferences between the original 

“Grand Theft” and its predeces- 
sor. The most obvious to the

spot and is possibly the best track 
on the album. The five-member 
team blatantly notes that what is 
seen on the surface isn’t always 
the truth. Most noticeably the 
suburban life, the lifestyle of the 
American dream everyone strives 
for, is a facade. 

Three other ballaas serve as 
good summaries for what The 
Kings stand for. Bump is one of 
the most attractive tracks the 
group has to offer and is a car 
cruiser’s fantasy. Bump is fol- 
lowed by a Sublime-ish “Dog's 
Life”, giving proof that the Cal- 
ifornians are much more than 
one-dimensional. 

Hidden deen in the CD is 
the lifestyle settiag Me and My 
Skate. The ballad is a well 
thought out comparison 
between a skateboardet’s life 


(pistols, flame throwers, rocket 
launchers, and molotov cocktails 
to name a few). 

Now there are three gangs 
that one can work for. How- 
ever, none of these gangs like 
each other, and if the player is 
in good with one group, watch 
your back, because a rival gang 
will more than likely be look- 
ing to get their revenge. 

The missions are long and 
challenging, making even the 
expert gamer deal with diffi- 
culty. The levels have tons of 
alleyways, fire escapes, and 
bridges that the player can walk 
or drive around on. “GTA2” 
expands on the original by mak- 
ing vertical movement more 
available. For example, on some 
buildings, the character can go 
up four stories. 

This game is really fun to 
play even if the concept is real- 
ly wrong. Players can get run 
over, fall to their deaths, be shot, 
burned, electrocuted, drowned, 
and blown up. Sound fun yet? 

Any vehicle on the game 
(ranging from sport utility vehi- 
cles to semis) can be stolen to 
accomplish missions, run over 
pedestrians, out maneuver the 
cops or all of these combined. 

And yes, there are police in 
the game. They are more aggres- 
sive than in the first version, as 
they attempt to arrest the player 
for just about anything, such as 
running your character's vehicle 
into a squad car. (Jeez, what 
nerve!) Don’t worry, the player 
can hit the enter key, which safe- 
ly allows the character to jump 
out the back, and continue to kill 
and loot again. 

This game isn’t without it’s 
short comings. A video card that 
supports 3dfx (e.g. a Voodoo 
video card) greatly improves the 
lighting of the game. If players 
don't have one, it will still run, 
but won't look as nice. 

The game supports network 
play, but when more than three 
people are playing on one game, 
it gets so bogged down that it 
becomes impossible to play. Final- 
ly, the game is very long, and can

- The Giants beat 
Dallas 13-10 earlier in the year and 
are technically in first place, but Dal- 
las has some new life after beat- 
ing Green Bay. They played well 
without Troy Aikman, Emmit Smith 
and Michael Irvin; their triumvi- 
rate of superstars. Maybe Dallas 
can win the division after all. Ari- 
zona has played well also, but they 
may not have the team to finish 
above .500 this year.

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Student Access Fee increases 
Early Childhood majors prospects

The Early Childhood Edu- 
cation’s Infant and Toddler Lab- 
oratory will acquire a major 
facelift before September of 2000. 
The program recently received 
$167,000 for a project which will 
lead to renovation and expan- 
sion of the child care facilities. 

A resolution was passed 
through the Student Access Fee 
Committee to allot these funds 
to the center. The committee 
consists of deans, Stout Stu- 
dent Association (SSA) mem- 
bers, and numerous other 
diverse representatives. The 
student votes outnumber the 
administration votes, which is 
essential considering the fact 
that the students’ tuition mon- 
ey is being dealt with. 

Five percent of tuition is 
allocated to the Access Learn- 
ing Fee, which is subsequent- 
ly divided into many areas. 
The funds can be utilized for 
student services (Placement 
and Co-op, Career Exploration 
Center), computer lab 
upgrades, the Library Learn- 
ing Center, course fees, and 
for programs within the three 
colleges such as the Infant and 
Toddler Center in this case.

The November 9, SSA vote 
has seemingly put the issue of 
campus police being permit- 
ted to carry guns 24 hours a 
day to rest, however, there are 
still many questions that need 
answering, and motives that 
need addressing. 

One of the main concerns 
is the safety of UW-Stout’s police 
officers and the effectiveness 
with which they do their job. 
As of now, Stout police do not 
carry handguns full-time and 
this has raised concerns, par- 
ticularly with Lisa Walter who 
is the head of the Stout police 
department. Walter feels that 
her officers are at a disadvan- 
tage by the fact that they can- 
not always carry handguns. 

Restraining orders are an 
example of some of the rea- 
sons that Walter feels the police 
should be armed full-time. 
Domestic restraining orders 
are common occurrences, and 
the Stout police are expected 


Early Childhood students, 
faculty, and staff are all delight- 
ed that their program received 
one of the top considerations 
for the money. Programs such 
as this cannot receive fund- 
ing from the UW system, so 
the Access Learning Fee pro- 
vides an excellent opportu- 
nity. “It’s a real statement from 
the student government of 


how committed they are to 
making Stout students’ qual- 
ity of life the best it can be,” 
Amanda Branscombe, the 
director of the Child and Fam- 
ily Care Center, stated. 

The Infant and Toddler 
Care Center is located on the 
first floor of the Home Eco- 
nomics building in rooms 165 
and 175. Currently, the capac- 


ity only holds ten infants and 
ten toddlers at one time. After 
the renovation and expansion 
the facility will be able to ser- 
vice thirty-two more children 
at a time, bringing the total up 
to fifty-two. This will mean a 
great deal to Stout students

“J wanna get high!” “Hits 
from the bong!” “I’m gonna 
burn one down.” While catchy 
song lyrics such as these might 
be commonplace and accept- 
able for musicians like Cypress 
Hill, Ben Harper and other left 
wing activists, the average stu- 
dent can not afford to take such 
a liberal approach to recre- 
ational drug use. 

There has been controversy 
over such testing since its incep- 
tion. While this battle will like- 
ly continue for years to come, 
the U.S. Supreme Court has 
begun to find fault with test 
results in specific scenarios. 
Employers argue, however, that 
drug use of any kind is detri- 
mental to production and see 
it as their right to ensure the 
safest and most efficient work 
environment possible. 

A recent study by the U.S. 
National Institute on Drug Abuse 
reported that substance abuse 
by employees cost the country 

$14.2 billion in lost produc- 
tivity. The same report also 
unveiled the fact that employ- 
ers paid nearly twice as much 
to employees with some form 
of drug history in medical and 
compensation claims than drug 
free workers. Armed with these 
facts, it remains highly unlike- 
ly that industry will allow the 
end of the drug testing era any- 
time in the foreseeable future. 

Despite such studies, there 
are several civil rights groups 
that are attempting to outlaw 
these tests, citing the fourth 
amendment, which prohibits 
unreasonable searches. Such 
organizations argue random 


or pre-employment screen- 
ings are an invasion of priva- 
cy, and continue to claim that 
recreational drug use does not 
affect workplace performance. 
“IT go to work and class all the 
time stoned to the bone, and 
I still have a killer job and super 
grades, man,” a current Stout 
student, who preferred 
anonymity, said. 

Two of the most common 
testing methods are urine sam- 
ples and hair testing. Regard- 
less of the procedure, there is 
no legislation in effect current- 
ly that regulates assesment uni- 
formity. This lack of standard- 
ization can sometimes result in 
“false-positives,” a condition in 
which a non-user tests positively 
for drug use despite never expos- 
ing themselves to illegal toxins. 

One of the most common 
stories of drug test failure includes 
poppy seeds in cakes or on rolls 
registering as opium. Another 
common cause of false-positives 
is prescription medications leav- 
ing similar traces in the body, 
which may be construed as ille- 
gal drugs. 

An unlikely, but possible 
scenario suggests that sexual 
contact with a partner who uses 
drugs can also cause analyses 
to condemn one as a user, even 
though they are entirely clean. 
In any case, a false-positive is 
treated the same as a true pos- 
itive by the employer, and screen- 
ings are rarely administered twice. 

Given the consequences of 
failing such an assessment, it 
would behoove every student 
to take measures to ensure pass- 
ing. Should one fail a pre- 
employment screening, they 
will not only miss an employ- 
ment at one company, but sev-

Cusack) finds out in the Spike Jonze directed Being John Malkovich. The puppeteer turned filer 
has a tough time with life when he finds a portal leading to the subconscious of Malkovich’s mind. 


Malkovich (portrayed expertly by 
John Malkovich, Con Air bad guy). 
Within the blink of an eye, 
Craig confides in Maxine with 
the secret. The pair turn their 
discovery into a two-hundred- 
bucks-for-fifteen-minutes cot- 
tage industry giving tours 
through the Malkovich sub- 
conscious. And that’s only the 
beginning of the film. 

Being John Malkovich goes 
from bizarre to downright “Den- 
nis Rodman” freaky. Just what 
one might expect from music 
video director-gone-big screen 
Spike Jonze. The idea of enter- 
ing someone’s body, as if it were 
a carnival ride, is enough to freak 
out the staunchest of movie- 
goers. 

The film is superbly acted. 
Cusack seems on one scene to 
be henpecked, while in the next 
scene is tying up his wife. Diaz 
is the most surprising, showing 
that beneath the supermodel boy- 
toy she has been in the past, she 
has the potential to rank up with 
the upper echelons of today’s 
actresses.

Drug testing has become 
a controversial practice in the 
workplace. For many employ- 
ers, drug testing is a way to 
remove possibly dangerous 
or unproductive elements from 
their business. In recent years, 
these tests have played a large 
role in an applicant even get- 
ting a job. 

Many people seem to think 
that drug testing is an invasive 
method demonstrating mis- 
trust. The American Civil Lib- 
erties Union (ACLU) is one of 
the largest opponents of work 
place screening for narcotics. 
The ACLU feels that drug test- 
ing at any point in a person’s 
career, whether it is before 
application, during application 
or during employment, is an 
unfair expectation on people 
to prove their innocence. Fur- 
thermore, the ACLU feels that 
employees, who are expected 
to partake in drug screening, 
will be embarrassed. 

“IT waited for the atten- 
dant to turn her back before

pulling down my pants, but 
she told me she had to watch 
everything I did. Iam a 40- 
year-old mother of three: noth- 
ing I have ever done in my 
life equals or deserves the 
humiliation, degradation and 
mortification I felt.” That state- 
ment was taken from a letter 
that the ACLU received, a let- 
ter that they feel typifies the 
way people feel about drug 
testing. 

Some people are unen- 
cumbered by standard drug 
testing procedures in their 
work place. Andy Drews, a 
freshman at Stout, feels that 
drug testing is not a problem, 
and is usually necessary. 
Drews does not think that 
people should be hassled by 
drug testing either. If it is to 
be done, drug testing should 
be totally random, so as not 
to single out and stereotype 
anyone. 

“If you don’t do them {drugs}, 
you shouldn't have anything to 
worry about,” Drews said.

ins. Students who are leaying 


for a few days or the entire 


month of semester break can 
do several things to secure 
their homes. 

Making it appear that some- 
one is around is one of the most 
important security measures. 
Arranging for neighbors or 
friends to pick up mail or noti- 
fying the post office to put the 


mail on a “vacation hold” can 
be helpful. During the winter 


months, the driveway and side- 


walk should be shoveled ona 
gular basis. Investing in an 
1utomatic timer for lights, tele- 


visions and radios can also defer 
potential thieves. 

There are other measures 
to take before leaving. These 
include: turning off the ringer 


on the phone so that it cannot 


be heard from the outside and 
never leaving a message on the 
answering machine that indi- 
cates that everyone is On vaca- 
tion. The most obvious pre- 
caution a student.can take is to 
lock all doors and windows. 
An extra key hidden in a secret 
location should always be avoid- 
ed. A burglar knows all the 
“hiding spots” and will look 
there for spare keys. 
Operation Identification is 
a nationwide program designed 
to discourage burglary and the 
theft of valuables from homes. 
It involves permanently engrav- 
ing one’s state and driver’s 
license number on a part of the 
property (preferably not an 
easily removed part). “A prop- 
erty inventory with serial num- 
bers is extremely important. 
That way if items are stolen, 


we have a better chance of 


identifying, recovering and 
returning the property,” Offi- 
cer Randy Richter of the 
Menomonie Police, said. 


The reasoning behind 


Operation Identification is that 
property is often stolen so that 
it can be res Id fot C ish How- 


if items are engraved, the 


makes is easier to convict 
thieves if caught with the doc- 
umented property and to return 
it to the owner. An electric 
engraving pen can be borrowed 
from the Jocal law enforcement 
agency or one can be purchased 
for about $20-$25 

Items such as jewelry, 
antiques or artwork that can- 
not be engraved need to be 
photographed or videotaped 
The picture should include the 
driver's license so that owne: 
ship can be tied to the items 
After completing the engrav- 
ing and photographing, one 
should make a written inven- 
tory and keep it in a safe place 

All of these precautions 
may seem unnecessary and a 
waste of time to students now, 
but those feelings will change 
quickly when a burglary occurs 
f one does not want to take 
he effort to engrave items, at 
least disconnect and hide them 
o make it more difficult for a 
heft to occur.

Environmental issues are 
plaguing the world. Corpo- 
rate America lives by the mot- 
to, “Anything for a buck,” but 
what does it take to save a 
tree? Environmentalists are 
trying to change the evils of 
the world and they are mak- 
ing a difference. 

GreenSense is a very active 
student organization that has 
been on campus for about eight 
years. The mission statement 
of the group reflects their com- 
mitment, and reads: “We exist 
to benefit our local and global 
communities by motivating col- 
lege students and our commu- 
nity to live in a manner that is 
environmentally sound.” 

This year the group has been 
very busy, not only on campus, 
but also in the community and 
throughout the nation. Local- 
ly they have cleaned up the nat- 
urally beautiful Devil’s Punch 
Bowl and picked up litter on 
Hwy 29. Other activities include 
writing to congress, promoting 
the preservation of Utah’s 
wilderness and challenging John 
Menard about his negative envi- 
ronmental practices.

The issue with Menards is 
a difficult task for the group. 
Menards causes reason for con- 
cern because the company uses 
old growth trees for their lum- 
ber. These trees are aged over 
1,000 years and come from very 
unique ecosystems. The Home 
Depot, the world’s largest lum- 
ber retailer, agreed not to sell 
any lumber made from the 
ancient forests, but Menards 
refuses to comply. 
GreenSense wrote 50 to 100 
letters to John Menard address- 
ing this issue, and even though 
they did not recieve a single 


_ response they are not giving 


up. The group wrote letters to 
various newspapers asking to 
them to tell their readers to boy- 
cott Menards. “Menards is the 
fifth largest lumber retailer in 
the country so what he does 
has a big effect. We are going 
to pressure him to think about 
the environment,” Dr. Parejko, 
GreenSense co-advisor, said. 
Another aspect of the group 
is creating environmental aware- 
ness. Many speakers have been 
brought on campus recently to 
discuss environmental issues 
including environmental spiri-

Ron Dayne will definitely 
not win the Heisman Trophy, 
cjollege football’s highest indi- 
vidual honor, this year. It has 
all just been wishful thinking 
by fans that like to watch a 
punishing running back get 
the job done. 

Dayne cannot win the 
Heisman when he is ranked 
only fourth in scoring with a 
paltry 19 rushing touchdowns. 
Maybe his name should be tak- 
en off the ballot because he is 
only second in total rushing 
yards with 1,834. 

Okay, the catch is that he’s 
going to earn the award, not 
win it. It must not be forgot- 
ten that Dayne would be the 
leading rusher, thereby earn- 
ing the all-time rushing record 
in a single season if-he had not 
sat Out so many games. Games 
like those played against Mur- 
ray State, Ball State, Indiana, 
and Iowa in which the Bad- 
gers were up by an average of 
more than forty points. Maybe 
if the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison defense played worse, 
Ron Dayne’s statistics would 
look better. 


Dayne has also earned the 
award for his career of consis- 
tency as well. Dayne holds the 
NCAA record for rushing yards 
in a career which he broke 
against Iowa in Wisconsin’s last 
regular season game. No run- 
ning back that has held that title 
has ever been denied the Heis- 
man Trophy, and this year 
should be no different. 

Dayne does have some 
tough opposition for the Heis- 
man contrary to popular opin- 
ion. Running back Thomas 
Jones of Virginia is also trying 
to grab the trophy. He set the 
ACC conference rushing record 
with 1,798 yards and is a leader 
in scoring with 16 touchdowns. 
Uncharacteristically, in his last 
game, he gained only 91 yards 
off of 28 carries, but in the pre- 
vious game against Buffalo he 
gained 221 yards off of 32 car- 
ries. With his team going to 
the Micron PC Bowl he still has 
a chance, but the last game’s 
effort probably wounded him 
mortally. 

Someone might have just 
taken the trophy from Dayne’s 
hand. Don't look! It appears 
to be Joe Hamilton of Geor- 
gia Tech. With a gargantuan 
finish to the season he is prob- 


ably very close to Dayne. In 
his last game he passed for 341 
yards and four touchdowns 
while leading his team in rush- 
ing with 94 yards. That kind 
of heroic effort is going to get 
noticed. He ranks second in 
passing efficiency and second 
in total offense with 3,798 yards 
for the year. This is one can- 
didate to watch. 

Drew Brees of Purdue 
ranks right behind Joe Hamil- 
ton at third in total offense. 
He has passed for a stagger- 
ing 3,531 yards this season, 
which puts his college total at 
7,746 yards. Since his team 
had a mid-season slump and 
is ranked 20th, his numbers 
might not be enough to earn 
him the trophy. 

Peter Warrick of Florida 
State was in contention early 
in the year as well, but his 
shopping strategies that land- 
ed him in court took him out 
of the running. He and Jones 
were both dismissed by the 
committee and were not invit- 
ed to attend the ceremonies. 
That means they have no 
chance. 

The word on the street: 
Dayne is still the best bet, but 
only the final vote will tell.

‘Holocaust Studies 
Appointment with Hate?* 


Let’s agree that one ideal of the university is to promote intellectual freedom, 
and one ideal of the professorial class is to teach students to honor it. Yet this is not 
true in Holocaust Studies. There, if students express doubt about “eyewitness” tes- 
timony, for example, even if it is demonstrably false, dishonorable or both, they 
understand they run the danger of being accused of being “hateful.” 

Consider eyewitness testimony given by Nobel Laureate Elie Wiesel. 


Elie Wiesel as an “eyewitness” authority 


EW claims he was “liberated” from Dachau (Jewish Telegraphic Agency, 11 
April 1983), “liberated” from Buchenwald (NYT, 2 Nov. 1986), and “liberated” 
from Auschwitz (NY Post, 23 Oct. 1986, and NYT, 4 Jan. 1987). One of these 
claims may be true. The others are false. Do the professors believe it matters? 

EW claims in All Rivers Run to the Sea (NY, 1995); “I read [Immanuel Kant’s} 
The Critique of Pure Reason in Yiddish.” Kant’s Critique has not been translated 
into Yiddish, Here again, EW did not tell the truth. Does it matter? 

EW claims that after Jews were executed at Babi Yar in the Ukraine, “geysers 
of blood” spurted from their grave for “months” afterward (See Paroles d’etranger, 
1982, p. 86). Impossible? Yes, it is. Do the professors believe it matters? 


When Holocaust Studies professors are too fearful to condemn such claims, and 
those who make them, what are their students to do? 


Elie Wiesel as an authority on “hate” 


Elie Wiesel has won the hearts and minds of Holocaust Studies professors with 
his counsel on how to perpetuate a loathing for Germans: 


Every Jew, somewhere in his being, should set apart a zone of 
hate—healthy virile hate—for what the German personifies and for 
what persists in the German. 

*(Legends of Our Time, “Appointment with Hate,” 
NY, Avon, 1968, pp. 177-178). 


Students understand the implications of this statement when brought to their 
attention, while their professors appear not to. Perhaps if we change one word in 
Elie Wiesel’s sage advice, it will focus their attention: “Every Palestinian, some- 
where in his being, should set apart a zone of hate—healthy virile hate—for what 
the Jew personifies and for what persists in the Jew.” Does this help? 

How is EW perceived in Holocaust Studies? He is esteemed as a moral author- 
ity. Chairs are created.imhis honor. Students are taught to emulate him. 


Holocaust Studies and the exploitation of hate 


In Holocaust Studies, hate is all the rage. To merely note that Stephen Spiel- 
berg based his “factual” movie Schindler’s List on a cheap novel—is hate. To sug- 
gest that the “Diary” of Anne Frank is not an authentic personal diary (and should 
not be taught as such), but a “literary production” crafted by Anne, and after the 
war by others, from a cache of miscellaneous writings and inventions—that’s hate. 
Exposing false eyewitness testimony is hate. Exposing forged Nuremberg docu- 
ments is hate. Exposing faked photographs and the use of torture by the Allies to 
produce confessions by Germans .is hate. Asking for proof that one (one!) Jew was 
gassed in any German camp as part of a program of “genocide” is hate. Asking * 
what “crimes against humanity” National Socialists committed during WWII that 
Republicans and Democrats did not commit is hate. To note that the story is im- 
mensely profitable for those who administer it is hate. Arguing for intellectual 
freedom regarding any of this—that’s hate too. That is, commenting on the record 
is hate. Telling the truth about the record is hate. Having an open mind is hate. 

The unspoken ethical and intellectual scandal in Holocaust Studies is that 
key materials used ih these programs are soaked through with fraud and false- 
hood—led by the use of false and ignoble eyewitness testimony. Here we have 
highlighted the hapless Elie Wiesel, but the literature is full of “eyewitnesses” who 
gave false testimony about gas chambers and a great many other matters,

As the new semester 
arrived, so did the new drink 
of Stout. On Thursday, January 
20, Pepsi-Cola® and UW-Stout 
signed a $1.5 million, seven- 
year contract. This “pouring 
right” agreement will guaran- 
tee that only Pepsi products will 
be sold or distributed on uni- 
versity property and at univer- 
sity events. 

Replacement of the Coca- 
Cola® vending machines and 
loose product began on Monday, 
January 17 and continued through- 
out Wednesday. Pepsi has also 
agreed to increase the number of 
vending machines on campus to 
contribute better service to stu- 
dents, faculty and staff. The deci- 
sion to make the change was made 
by a campus committee. 

This contract will continue 
to generate money for student 
scholarships and programs that 
are offered by the Inter Resi- 
dence Hall Council, a student 
government group. The money 
will be brought in through “up 
front” money from Pepsi, which 
consists of annual payments from 
the company and sales. “The 
partnership will provide an addi- 
tional source of money for UW-

Convicted child killer and 
molester Kyle Bell was cap- 
tured in Dallas on January 9, 
2000. Bell had been sighted in 
both Fond du Lac and Chippe- 
wa Falls, Wisconsin, after his 
escape on October 13, 1999. 
The FOX television show 


began with sexu- 
ally assaulting and 
killing 11-year old Jeanna North 
in Fargo, North Dakota in 1993. 
In 1995 Bell was sen- 
tenced to forty years in prison 
for molesting two girls. Then 
he proceeded to confess to mur- 
dering Jeanna on videotape. 
In the trial for Jeanna’s mur- 
der, Bell acted as his own attor- 
ney and recanted his confes-

The 
prisoner concealed handcuff and 
leg shackle keys in his shoe and 
climbed through the ventilation 
hatch of the bus to escape. 
Guards did not notice Bell was 
missing until more than nine 
hours later when they did a head 
count in Arizona. 

A nationwide manhunt was 
launched which included a 
$50,000 reward for his capture. 
Bell’s face was plastered all over 
the media, including two appear- 
ances on AMW. Mr. Bell was 
apprehended once before in 1994 
after being featured on the show 
when he had jumped bail on the 
molestation charges.

“When I first 
saw his face, my chin dropped 
to the ground,” he said in an 
interview with the Dallas Morn- 
ing News.

The Dallas FBI sent agents 
to the address Wilson gave and 
waited until Bell returned at 12:30 
a.m.

Although Bell 
would not admit to his true iden- 
tity, the agents knew they had 
the right man because of his dis- 
tinctive tattoos. 

Kyle Bell was the 596th fugi- 
tive captured as a result of “Amer- 
ica’s Most Wanted,” and the only 
person to be caught twice because 
of tips to the program. Bell is 
currently being held in a single, 
maximum security cell and is 
being treated as a significant 
escape risk. He will be trans- 
ferred back to North Dakota to 
carry out his life sentence. Sue 
North, the mother of the girl Bell 
was convicted of killing said in 
the Dallas Morning News, “I just 
thank God Kyle is off the street 
and won't be able to hurt any- 
one again.”

We deserve the right to know 


It is common knowledge that much person- 
al information. can be distributed into the pub- 
lic at will. Newspapers print the names 
of the felons along with their pictures 
and a short description of the crime . 
The names of those convicted of a 
DWI have been printed on posters and ° 
hung in public places such as school 
districts and shopping malls. Yet, 
murderers, rapists and child 
molesters have certain laws 
that govern and protect them. 
In fact, laws concerning the 
sale of real estate seem to 
support the shading and hid- 
ing of the truth. Across the 
border in Minnesota, laws 
dictate which information 
must be told to prospective buyers before prop- 
erty is purchased. A real estate agent does have 
to legally disclose if there is a “rumor” of ghost- 
like presence in a saleable house. Contrary, if 
a sex offender lives in the vicinity, real estate 
agents do not legally have to tell their clients 
information on their neighbors. The buyers must 
ask the neighbors themselves for this informa- 
tion, out of their own way.

Privacy Act

A system is now being 
enforced at UW-Stout. Under 
guidelines that have been in 
effect for seven years, Stout 
faculty members are not able 
to release grades in a public 
manner pertaining to a stu- 
dent’s identification number, 
social security number in any 
portion, or even a student’s 
telephone number. 

The law is intended to pro- 
tect the rights of students; to 
not have their academic 
progress displayed in a way 
that connects them with the 
information. The old practice 
of listing final grades and test 
scores by student I.D. num- 
bers is no longer an option 
for teachers at Stout. 

The law that covers this 
issue is known as FERPA, the 
Family Education Rights and 
Privacy Act. Under this law, 
“The public posting of grades 
either by student’s name, insti- 
tutional student identification 
number, or social security num- 
ber without the student’s writ- 
ten permission is a violation 
of FERPA.” 


This means even if the 
names are obscured, posting is 
still illegal. 

A way teachers can now 
get around this is by assigning 
random identification numbers 
to each student in class. Teach- 
ers can also get an uncoerced 
written statement from a stu- 
dent that gives the teacher per- 
mission to post a student’s 
grade. Even with this system, 
however, grades can still not 
be posted in alphabetical order. 

An additional method to 
inform students of their grades 
is by giving the teacher a self 
addressed stamped postcard, 
and having the teacher mail 
the student his or her grades. 

The subject has come 
under scrutiny recently 
because the administration at 
Stout realized that a signifi- 
cant portion of teachers were 
violating the law. In a Decem- 
ber 13 memo from Registrar 
Charles Kell, this issue was 
addressed. The difference in 
this memo, as compared to 
past memos, concerned the 
section pertaining to FERPA

Where tuition money goes 
should be of concern to all stu- 
dents. Two percent of tuition 
is used to increase student 
access to technology through 
the Student Technology Fee. 
This generates over $300,000 
annually to be allocated to 
enhancing students’ access to 
information through improv- 


ing technology resources on 
campus. 

The Technology Fee Com- 
mittee was formed six years 
ago as a result of the need to 
determine how this money 
should be distributed. Select- 
ed students, faculty and staff 
are involved in the decision 
making process. Last spring 
the committee developed 
“Guiding Principles” to help 
them in evaluating proposals. 


The fee is also intended 
to assist the campus with the 
Learning Information Tech- 
nology Plan (LIT) that has 
been embraced by the Uni- 
versity. The possibility of Stout 
becoming a digital campus 
six to ten years from now is 
one of the concepts that the 
LIT plan is focused on. 

In the past, these funds 
have been used to purchase 
items such as the major cam- 
pus network upgrade which 
was completed in January 
1998. Over forty percent of 
the fund is committed to con- 
tinuing costs each year. Cov- 
ering a portion of the Dial-In 
Access which allows con- 
necting to the Stout Internet 
server for off-campus students, 
the Micheels Lab Assistants 
wages, and new software for 
computers are examples of 
ongoing costs. 

There are some limita- 
tions on what the money can 
be used for. The “Guiding 
Principles” states that, “funds 
will be concentrated in those 
areas that benefit all students 


with no limitations to access.” 


Therefore, the funds will not 
go towards equipment and 
supplies to be used directly 
in classroom instruction or 
for projects that would be 
inaccessible to students with 
disabilities. 

The process of deciding 
how the funds will be dis- 
tributed starts with students, 
faculty or staff submitting 
ideas or formal proposals. 
This year was unique in that 
the committee requested that 
proposals be made for fund- 
ing over the next two years. 
This was implemented both 
because of the long amount 
of time it takes to see results 
and also to help the com- 
mittee stay a year ahead of 
themselves. 

The committee then eval- 
uates the proposals by the cri- 
teria stated in the “Guiding 
Principles.” At this point, Bill 
Siedlecki, the Chair of the com- 
mittee, hopes to meet once 
more to review their recom- 
mendations. Next, the rec

recommendations will be pre- 
sented to the Student Senate. 
Their approval is not neces- 
sary, but their support is high- 
ly desired. Chancellor Charles 
Sorensen must give final 
approval before any purchas- 
es can be made.

being placed in bold type. 

That portion of the memo 
informed teachers of the law 
and what they could still legal- 
ly do to get students their 
grades.

University Dining Services 
submitted an idea for a “Web 
Based Campus Debit System.”

PIN number to gain access to 
the information. The inclusion 
of the PIN number provides 
the security that makes the sys- 
tem legal under FERPA.

T’Shaka pointed to West- 
ern society’s long lack of a cit- 
izen- serving society, as well as 
its underappreciation for peo- 
ple of color. This once wide- 
ly accepted caprice began in 
the writings of Habel; a Euro- 
pean philosopher. Habel deter- 
mined that Northern Africa and 
its inhabitants belonged to 
Europe. Habel’s diatribe even 
leached out the notion that peo- 
ple of southern Africa were not 


for from within.”

ceive the notion 
of our republic 
due to the inherent and inten- 
tional exclusions of intuition 
and humanity. T’Shaka also 
proclaimed that society needs 
to draw from the best of the 
world’s cultures, past, present 
and not necessarily solely 
African.

It also 
raises the awareness of the 
majority of student’s by offer- 
ing the multicultural education 
which students at UW-Stout 
desperately need,” Micheal 
Franklin, United Council of Mul- 
ticultural Issues Director, said.

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Upgraded Fantasia shines on Imax 


As guest host Steve Martin 
explains in the Imax presenta- 
tion of Fantasia 2000, the orig- 
inal movie was meant to be an 
ongoing project. This meant that 
new material would be added 
each time the movie was seen 
in theatres, along with some old 
favorites. But the project was 
never redone since the original 
1940 edition, until now: 

The animators at Disney have 
finally had a chance to upgrade 
the classic film, adding seven 
new skits while reviewing the 
original piece, “The Wizards 

_Apprentice.” 

The venture is a colorful suc- 
cess, and seeing Disney’s ani- 
mation in this overwhelming 
medium seems perfectly in place.

Each scene was carefully 
selected; each with its own direc- 
tor, and orchestrated to classical 
music pieces. One of the most 
visually pleasing, a colorful review 
of humpback whales in frozen 
seas, is an instant fan favorite. 
The whales all cast the illusion 
of weightlessness in the Imax 
experience, as they fly, dive and 
maneuver around each other. 

From there the Disney team 
tackles a jazzy Gershwin piece. 
The skit is set around four indi- 
viduals in a large city who all 
have hidden passions. The quar- 
tet is relieved from their situa- 
tions as they cross paths, all in 
step with the music. 

Another scene worthy of fan 
praise is Disney’s rendition of 
Hans Christian Andersen’s “The 
Steadfast Tinman.” The story 
revolves around a one-legged 
.toy soldier who falls for a grace- 
ful dancer doll despite the affec- 
tions of a jack-in-the-box. The 
two foes duel, with the maiden’s 
hand in question.

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Aphrodite delivers a cultured drum and bass 


Every now and then, an 
artist comes along who seems 
to be able to create an album 
where every song has merit. 
On the release, every beat makes 
people bob their heads and want 
to dance. This event is a rarity 
however. But with Aphrodite’s 
latest, self-titled release, every 
song is excellent.

Aphrodite, born Gavin King, 
has been gaining popularity 
among drum and bass fans. He 
hit the music scene in 1995, 
when he was heard as other DJ’s 
were replaying his sounds over 
and over. Ever since then, the 
artist hasn’t looked back, and 
is now one of the most reputable 
names in the genre. He has 
done a number of drum and 
bass remixes featuring the likes 
of Blackstreet’s No Diggity, and 
Luniz’s I Got Five on It. 

Aphrodite’s sound redefines 
drum and bass (sometimes 
referred to as jungle) which is 
a style of techno, or electroni- 
ca, or whatever the term of the 
day might be. It is a sound with 
deep bass tones, with fast, 
machine gun-like snare drums 
and electronic melodies inter- 
laced in between. 

His sound is distinctive from 
others of this genre due to his 
use of bass lines that rise and 
fall, and often times act as the 
melody in the songs. These 
tones can really grab the listen- 
er, and most of the tunes show- 


case these beats. 

A good example of this is 
Track Ten, Stalker. The bass line 
is very prominent, yet doesn’t 
intrude on the rest of the song’s 
sounds. It doesn’t dominate the 
song so that all that is heard is 
the beat. Instead, it provides an 
entrancing and high-energy sound. 

Most of the tracks have a dis- 
tinctive dark feeling to them, 
without being overpowering. 
This album can easily make the 
listener feel like they are at a 
New York City underground club. 

Aphrodite’s beats push on 
endlessly, creating a feeling of 
motion that is stronger than many 
of drum and bass songs, which 
have ample amounts of ambient 
noises and abstract sounds. 

One of the best tracks on 
the album is the last track, Sum- 
mer Breeze. This song features 
melodic vocals that create a won- 
derful high intensity feeling that 
can be very entrancing. 

There are some very rec- 
ognizable samples in some of 
Aphrodite’s songs. In A Woman 
That Rolls, there is a sample

Women’ s Track does 
double duty

Stout’s Women’s Track and 
Field Team traveled to UW- 
River Falls on Saturday, Janu- 
ary 29 for their second meet 
of the season where they fin- 
ished fourth out of six teams. 

Katie Kuffel, Alison West, 
Michelle Beckman, and Lisa 
Sorvala started the women off 
on the right foot by winning 
the distance medley relay 
(DMR). The DMR is a new 
national relay this year that 
consists of four different length 
runs; 1,200-meters, 400-meters, 
800-meters, and 1,600-meters. 
After winning the DMR, West 
anchored the 800-meter relay 
consisting of Michelle Abram- 
' czak, Sarah Jenne, and Tracy 
Gundert to third place with a 
time of 1:59.16. 

In the open running 
events, Abramczak had a great 
day running a preliminary time 
of 9.47 seconds and a final time 
of 9.6 seconds to finish sec- 
ond in the 55-meter hurdles. 
She also placed third in the 
200-meter hurdles with a time 
of 31.75 seconds. Also run- 
ning the 200-meter hurdles 
was freshman Amy Biegel who 
ran well finishing sixth in her 
first ever 200-meter hurdle race 


in 32.68 seconds. The other 
open-sprint event that Stout 
scored in was the 400-meter 
dash. Gundert, a freshman, 
ran the two-lap race in 1:07.35 
to bring home the fourth place. 

The middle distance and 
distance crews performed well 
in their races to advance Stout's 
effort. In the 1,000-meter run, 
senior Katie Kuffel destroyed 
the field finishing over five 
seconds ahead of her closest 
competition to take first place 
with a time of 3:15.66. 

Although a Stout runner 
did not win the 3,000-meter 
run, Stout made a strong show- 
ing, taking three of the top six 
spots. Amy Arndt finished in 
11:17.74 for fourth, Sorvala ran 
11:18.01 for fifth, and Ellen 
Everson finished sixth with a 
time of 12:04.41. Meredith 
Nordberg was the sole Stout 
runner in the 5,000-meter run 
and finished the race in 22:25.08 
to take fifth place. 

The final track event of 
the day was the mile relay. 
Abramezak lead off to Gun- 
dert who gave the baton to 
West and Nora Ready ran the 
anchor leg. The team finished 
fifth running 4:29.55. 

Off the track, the field 
events helped boost Stout’s 
performance in two different 


meets. Some of the field crew 
went to UW-Eau Claire and 
some competed at UW-River 
Falls with the rest of the team. 
Angela Russo was Stout’s only 
triple jumper but she com- 
peted very well with a jump 
of 31’ 11”, a personal best by 
four feet, and fifth place for 
the meet. In the shot put, 
Sarah Pivec took second at 
UW-Eau Claire with a put of 
40’ 4.75” and at UW-River Falls 
freshman Jessie Krejci also 
took second with a put of 35’

This service makes 
information from UW-Stout’s Data- 
tel Student Information System 
conveniently available on the Web 
to students, faculty and staff. Access 
Stout will provide means for stu- 
dents to register online, view finan- 
cial aid information, class sched- 
ules, grades, transcripts, and more.

teacher ratio has remained quite 
stable at Stout, programs them- 
selves evolve through cycles based 
on stuclent popularity. The process 
becomes dlelayed from the increase 
of students in a program to the 
developing of additional classes 
to meet the need. “I think histor- 
ically there have been problem 
areas that have become bottle 
necked,” Chancellor Sorensen said.

run smoothly. It is important to 
note that web registration for this 
summer and next fall is optional. 
Students may choose to register 
manually at Bowman Hall as in 
the past.

Access Stout currently requires 
a Windows based PC using 
Microsoft Internet Explorer (ver- 
sion 4.0 or higher). The reason

nology known as “Active X con- 
trols.” Active X can be down- 
loaded onto a personal comput- 
er by following directions online. 
However, the computers in 
Micheels Hall, throughout the 
library, and in the residence hall 
computer labs have already been 
configured with Active X. New 
software released this summer 
will eliminate the requirement for 
Active X and will make Access 
Stout compatible with all browsers 
and Macintosh computers. 

Access Stout is being imple- 
mented in four phases. On Mon- 
day, January 31, Phase One was 
completed. From the icon link at 
Stout’s website, one can view “real- 
time,” up to the minute course 
availability information, compared 
to the old system which was only 
updated twice a day. 

Searching for a specific class 
with Access Stout is much simpler 
on the new system. For example, 
one can type in “English,” and only 
courses that are still open will be 
shown. Students can also be spe- 
cific by stating that they only want 
to view classes that meet before 
or after a certain time. This fea- 
ture can be helpful to athletes or 
those with jobs who can only attend 
classes at specific times of the day. 

Phase Two will be imple- 
mented in late February. All 
personal information such as 


ed in the Four-Year contract. 

Currently there are no regu- 
lations dealing with waiting lists. 
Students are encouraged to work 
with the Stout Student Association 
in getting a statement passed to 
regulate the way professors add 
students to their classes. 

The University also recog- 
nizes its responsibility in helping 
the graduating process, “I think 
it is our job to provide class sched- 
ules to allow students to get out 
in a timely fashion,” Sorensen said.

tion and transcripts will be 
secured by personal identifica- 
tion numbers (PIN). PIN num- 
bers will be automatically gen- 
erated and distributed to students 
via the Stout e-mail system. 

Phase Three will be readied 
in March and deals with setting 
up the actual registration online.

Phase Four sets up a service 
for faculty members. With PIN 
numbers, faculty will be able to 
view information on scheduling, 
advising, final grading, class ros- 
ters and more. 

Robert Chiodo, the project 
manager for Datatel; and Cindy 
Jenkins, Executive Director of 
Enrollment Services are both very 
excited about the web registra- 
tion project. Feedback from stu- 
dents, faculty and staff is critical 
to the success of Access Stout and 
can be done easily through a link 
on the website. “We want peo- 
ple on campus to know that Access 
Stout is going to be of tremen- 
dous benefit to them,” Chiodo 
and Jenkins said.

completed River Centre, soon 
to be home of the Minnesota 
Wild professional hockey team. 
Visitors of the museum 
should be prepared to see any- 
thing ranging from an Egyptian 
mummy (transplanted from the 
original building), to the inside 
of a tug boat, to one of the world’s 
only full triceratops skeletons. 
The Science Museum places 
a high level of emphasis on 
hands-on activities. Almost all 
of the demonstrations invite vis- 
itors to participate in one form 
or another in experiments that 
are both interesting and fun. Vis- 
itors can see how aerodynamics 
affect different objects by using

a miniature wind tunnel as well 
as observe how someone’s eye 
looks up close by using an 
optometry microscope. A new 
tour through a traditional Hmong 
house rounds out some of the 
science museum’s activities. 

A visitor to the new muse- 
um will be surprised at the diver- 
sity of exhibits the building has 
to offer. There are natural his- 
tory exhibits, earth science, 
human anatomy, physics, chem- 
istry and just about any other 
kind of science around. 

A fan-favorite of the muse- 
um has always been the 
Dinosaurs and Fossils gallery. 
Here spectators will find the 
worlds largest Triceratops skele- 
ton, a T-Rex skull, an 82 foot 
long Diplodocus, and an array 
of other skeletons and fossils. 

On site, there is an IMAX 
dome theater called the Omnithe- 
ater. This massive 70 by 90 foot

Tickets cost anywhere from 
$7 fora exhibit only pass, to $12.50 
for the “Museum Lover's Pass” 
which includes exhibits, the laser 
show, and the Omnitheater. 

A visitor need not fear for 
going without food at the muse- 
um. There are three cafes serv- 
ing everything from Starbucks 
coffee to pizza and sandwiches. 

It is pretty easy to get to as 
well. Just hop on I-94 all the way 
to St. Paul, and exit on Kellogg 
Blvd. From there drive to the 
intersection of West Seventh Street 
and Eagle Parkway. Tale Eagle 
Parkway to Discovery Land and 
turn left, then go into the Science 
Museum parking ramp. There 
is parking on the street too, but 
it can be tricky to find spots.

Access Stout gives stu- 
dents the ability to access 
records that are normally only 
held on UW-Stout’s adminis- 
trative computer. After Phase 
Two (the process of getting 
Stout online) of the Access 
Stout system has been imple- 
mented, students will be able 
to view their grades, financial 
aid information, class sched- 
ules and more online. 


Before February 28, stu- 
dents will receive a random- 
ly assigned personal identifi- 
cation number (PIN) through 
the Stout e-mail server. In 
order to view any student spe- 
cific information, one will 
have to enter their Stout ID 
number (all seven digits, 
including zeros) and the PIN 
to obtain access. Students 
also have the option of chang- 
ing their PIN to a different 


word or number that is more , 


memorable through a link on 
the Access Stout site. “For- 
get your PIN?” is another link 
which will send students an 
e-mail reminder of their PIN.

The time to add and drop 
classes has come to a close once 
again. Every student who has had 
to attempt this process has likely 
had the good fortune to work with 
Tony Schlemm. 

Just recently, The Stoutonia 
was able to catch up with the affa- 
ble Schlemm over a cup of cof- 
fee at Emma’s Bakery. While neat- 
ly everyone on campus has met 
Schlemm at his workplace, not 
many have the chance to get to 
know the man who turns regis- 
tration nightmares into a walk in 
the park. 

Stoutonia: What was your 
childhood like? 

Schlemm: My father was a 
career man in the army, so we 
moved around quite a bit when 
I was a kid. Home base was 
always Milwaukee because that’s 
where my dad was from. I had 
three brothers and a sister, but I 
lost a brother several years ago 
so there are just the four of us left. 

Stoutonia: Where did you 
attend college?

Stoutonia: What do you like 
about your job? 

Schlemm: | like the inter- 

-action with the students. That’s 
a major plus forme. It makes the 
day so much nicer. Life is too 


short to be nasty, I try to put myself 
on the other sidé of the counter, 
and ask myself how I would like 
to be treated. I’ve been on the 
other side and I’ve been treated 
pretty shitty by a lot of people. 
And I ask what for; you don’t have 
to be that way. It's a state of mind. 

In my opinion, you can't 
give out enough information to 
the students. I like people, you 
know. I adapt well to change, 
I’m not afraid of change, and I 
suppose that stems from my 
childhood because we were 
always moving. 

Stoutonia: Has the new reg- 
istration system made your job 
easier or harder? 

Schlemm: It’s made it a lit- 
tle harder from the standpoint of 
errors. If 1 make a mistake, they 
are not as easily fixable as they 
used to be. Now we have to go 
deeper in the system to change 
dates, and it’s more of a hassle 
now from that standpoint. 

Under the old system I could 
do it right there. Now I have to 
pass these things on to another 
person, and that gets a little irri- 
tating. But other than that, it’s 
not a real bad system. It’s like 
any other system. It has its plus- 
es and minuses, I think in the long 
run it will be beneficial even 
though they claim it’s obsolete 
already.

For those who have taken ~ 


the time to notice, popular music 
has splintered into an infinite 
number of categories over the 
last few years. Unfortunately, 
collaboration CDs, such as those 
featuring remixes by one group, 
have only made it more difficult 
to find the music that appeals. 

One group that adheres to 
this theory is the England import, 
Lo Fidelity Allstars. The group’s 
main focus is taking material 
done by rap to electronica 
groups and remixing them into 
a nicely packaged album for 
consumer use. 

Their latest, most slickly cre- 
ated release, “On the Floor at 
the Boutique,” is of no excep- 
tion. The disc is an interesting, 
albeit mildly entertaining look 
into what interests five individ- 
uals in Europe. 

The “lo” down is that the 
album is not unique, nor par- 
ticularly appealing. It seems a 
slight upgrade from the “MTV 


Party To Go” series. The upgrade 
relates to the snazzy transitions 
the Allstars have engineered in- 
between tracks. 

A look into the quartet will 
reveal anything but a normal 
band. They were organized in 
early 1996 in London. In 1998 
the group went through a revi- 
sion of sorts while releasing their 
debut CD. Their release, “How 
to Operate with a Blown Mind” 
received critical acclaim through- 
out their native England and 
also stateside. 

Despite the added notice, 
the group lost two of its found- 
ing members, Wrekked Train 
(Dave) and Sheriff Jon Stone 
(Matt). The three remaining 
members Albino Priest (Dave), 
A One Man Crowd Called Gen- 
tile (Andy), and The Slammer 
(jonny) added The Many Ten- 
tacles (Martin) to man the key- 
boards from then on. 

The four collaborated to cre- 
ate “On the Floor...” released in

early 2000. Knowledgeable in 
their music, their sound shows 
the depth of many years. They 
fluidly slide from Blackstreet’s 
No Diggity to Indian Ropeman’s 
Stand Clear and Trouble Funk’s 
Pump Me Up. 

The team also moves their 
way through an old school les- 
son with KRS-One and Boogie 
Down Production on You Must 
Learn. But just when it looks 
like the Lo Fidelity Allstars might 
pull it off, their tracks become 
unmoving and stagnant. No- 
name bands fill up the next four 
tracks, losing much of the audi- 
ence. By the time the Allstars 
move to Hip-Hop lords the Jun- 
gle Brothers Black is Black its 
just too late. 

A highlight of the release is 
the display the group puts on 
for the unknown band 
Humanoid, remixing their Stakker 
Humanoid. The song is the rope 
which drags the rest of the release 
from being sub-par. Being

to judge what Scream 3 was 
going to be like before going 
into it.

The UW-Stout Men’s Track 


Team had a busy night as they 
competed into the late hours win- 
ning the Warren Bowlus Invita- 
tional. Near midnight, when the 
meet came to an end, the men 
from Stout were crowned the 
2000 Warren Bowlus Invitation- 
al Champions. 

The team has been practic- 
ing hard for over a month now. 
This meet shows that it is paying 
off. Hopefully the team will con- 
tinue to improve and have more 
fabulous performances like these 
that shone through this weekend. 

Stout pole vaulters showed 
why they are the best crew in the 
nation by taking six of the top 
nine places. Jamie Buchholtz, 
Jeremy Weir and Jeff Rotering all 
qualified for the national meet 
clearing the provisional height 
of 15’ 2.25” and finishing second, 
third and fourth in the meet, 
respectively. Close behind that 
trio were Bob Cahow who 
claimed seventh place and Matt 
Lausted and Cory Knudson who 
tied for ninth place. 

Stout also finished huge in 
the 3000-meter run. Leading the 
way were Eric Hanson and Tim 
Hamill, both running for the Stout 
alumni team.

Turn on ESPN or any other 
sports news and what is the first 
story you're likely to see? “Ray 
Lewis is indicted on two counts 
of murder today.” Or maybe it 
will be, “Rae Carruth claims he 
couldn’t have committed murder 
because he was on the cell phone 
at the time his pregnant girlfriend 
was shot.” 

Sports stars seemed to be 
under the impression that the 
only way to receive attention is 
to perform major criminal activ- 
ities. Derrick Thomas proved 
that an athlete didn’t have to be 
a criminal in order to receive 
recognition, but his good deeds 
will be cut short due to his trag- 
ic death. As excellent of a play- 
er Thomas was, he was an even 
better human being. 

Thomas died on Tuesday, 
February 8, at Miami’s Jackson 
Memorial Hospital of cardiac arrest. 
A January 23 car accident left him 
paralyzed from the chest down. 
The cardiac arrest was triggered 
by a blood clot, which is fairly 
common among paralysis cases. 

The car crash occurred in 
Kansas City while Thomas and two 
friends were speeding on their way 
to the airport in a snowstorm. 
Thomas’ car lost control and flipped 
several times, throwing him and 
one passenger from the car, killing 
the other man instantly. Neither 
of the men were wearing their seat- 
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belts. The only passenger to sur- 
vive was the one in the back, who 
was wearing his seatbelt, and had 
only minor injuries. 

Derrick Thomas began his 
domination of the game of foot- 
ball while he was still in college. 
It was at the University of Alaba- 
ma, where he was named an All- 
American and was awarded the 
1988 Butkus Award as the best col- 
legiate linebacker. 

Thomas became even more 
of a force when he joined the NFL 
as a first round draft pick of the 
Kansas City Chiefs in 1989. In his 
11 seasons with Kansas City, Der- 
rick worked his way up to ninth 
on the career sack list. He also set 
an NFL record against the Seattle 
Seahawks with seven sacks in one 
game. Thomas was picked as an 
all-pro player his first nine seasons, 
and helped turn the Chiefs from a 
perennial loser into a consistent 
play-off team. Those numbers 
seem tiny compared to his off-the- 
field activities. 

Derrick worked tirelessly to 
improve the Kansas City area, as 
proven by his assistance with deliv- 
ering food baskets every Thanks- 
giving and his “Third and Long 
Foundation,” which worked to 
eliminate illiteracy in that com- 
munity. Thomas started the foun- 
dation and spent every Saturday 
before home games reading to chil- 
dren at local libraries. Teammate 
Elvis Grbac had this to say of 
Thomas’ off-the-field efforts: “Der- 


tick was one of those guys that

made a difference in the game, not 
just on the football field, but also 
in the community.” 

Team president Carl Peterson 
was also affected by Thomas’ life 
and said this after his death; “He 
had so much love for the game, 
for his teammates and for our 
town...A light has gone out.” 

Another example of Thomas’ 
generosity is the story of Philip 
Tepe, a boy from Lone Wolf, Okla- 
homa who was diagnosed with 
AID’s. When Derrick heard that 
no one would play basketball 
with the 14 year-old, Thomas 
befriended the boy and held a 
tournament with celebrities and 
professional athletes. This showed 
that there was no reason to be 
afraid of the disease. 

Later, when the boy was near- 
ing the end of his life, Thomas 
made special plans to visit the boy 
one last time. “When you really 
need it, God sends special people 
into your life,” commented Philip’s 
mom Dorecia Tepe. “Derrick 
Thomas was that special person 
for Philip.” 

During an interview, a 
reporter asked Derrick what he 
wanted people to remember him 
for. Thomas said he didn’t want 
to be remembered as a football 
star, he wanted to be remem- 
bered as someone who made a 
difference. According to the 
response of people since his 
death, he seems to have suc- 
ceeded. The day after his death, 
thousands of fans poured into 
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Derrick Thomas leaves behind legacy

Students who walk past the 
old Jim’s Spirit Shoppe by Lake 
Menomin may only see an old 
abandoned building. But soon this 
5,000 square foot structure will be 
the home to Crossroads, a multi- 
purpose food center. West Cap’s 
Pleiades Project is the catalyst 
behind the creation of Cressroads. 

Pleiades Project is an orga- 
nization committed to the com- 
munity development by help- 
ing small businesses thrive. They 
assist individuals contemplat- 
ing business start-ups or expan- 
sions by providing technical, 
financial, and research and 
development advice. The goal 
of Pleiades Project is to support 
the economic health of the com- 
munity by keeping money in 
the area. 

Only about fifteen projects 
like Crossroads exist nationwide. 


One of the most unique elements — 


of this project is the shared-use 
commercial kitchen that will be 
used for small scale food pro- 
cessing. Often individuals have a 
desire to add value to their raw 
food products. However, one can- 
not simply begin canning jam or 
salsa in their home kitchen to sell. 
The food product has to be made 
ina certified facility such as Cross- 
roads. It then will be licensed by 
the State of Wisconsin. 

The kitchen will be rent- 
ed to interested users on an 
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hourly basis for around $10 an 
hour. Users will be required to 
have at least three hours of 
training on safe and sanitary 
food handling and clean-up 
procedures. A kitchen man- 
ager will also be available to 
provide assistance. The staff 
of Pleiades Project will con- 
tinue to assist these business- 
es in the marketing and distri- 


___bution of their products. 


Students in the Food Service 
Equipment class at UW-Stout are 
getting involved by acting as con- 
sultants for the kitchen layout. 
They were given the task of work- 
ing with five area businesses to 
determine what kind of equip- 
ment is needed for their specific 
product. Only a few pieces of 
equipment such as a stove and 
hood will be installed in a per- 
manent place. Most of the other 
equipment would able to be 
moved so that each processor can 
maximize the kitchen space for 
their unique needs. . 

“Tt is wonderful to have a con- 
nection with the Food Service 
Equipment class so that they can 
have the opportunity to deal with 
a real business as consultants,” 
Karla Miller, of the West Cap 
Pleiades Project, said. 

The Crossroads facility will 
also serve as a retail outlet for the 
Menomonie Market Food Coop- 
erative. The co-op will sell local- 
ly grown and processed foods and 
will assist in the sale of products 
developed by the clients in the

shared kitchen. 

In addition, Crossroads will 
be a food storage and distribu- 
tion site specially designed to 
handle fresh produce. It will 
serve twenty-two food pantries 
in a seven ‘county region. Final- 
ly, the Farmer’s Market will use 
the facility as a coordination site 
for their products. 

Crossroads has been under 
development for two years. 
The project received a $150,000 
grant from the USDA CSREES 
Community Food Project and 
additional funding from the 


Bremer Foundation and the 
Wisconsin Chamber of Com- 
merce. The shared kitchen is 
expected to be open for busi- 
ness on May 1 and the food 
co-op is expected to move in 
by January 1, 2001. 

It is anticipated that Cross- 
roads will succeed because of 
the strong community and fund- 
ing support. West Cap and the 
Pleiades Project believe that Cross- 
roads will greatly benefit both 
those involved with small scale 
agriculture and the economy of 
the region as a whole. 


National survey to 
improve Stout

Improvements to the educa- 
tional system at UW-Stout may be 
evaluated based on student opin- 
ions. The National Survey of Stu- 
dent Engagement (NSSE) will be 
sent out to randomly selected stu- 
dents at about 275 universities and 
colleges across the nation. 

Stout will choose 500 stu- 
dents, made up of 250 freshmen 
and 250 seniors. This sample has 
been selected to get the opinions 
of those students who have just 
arrived to the campus and also 
those students who have been 
here for a number of years and 
are ending their college career. 

This survey is targeting what 
usually gets no attention. It is focus- 
ing on how students apply their 
abilities in using the institution’s 
resources. The NSSE is designed 
to re-focus public discussion on

what really matters to quality under- 
‘graduate education: what students 
do and what they say about their 
experience. The questions that 
are included on the survey pro- 
vide a broad perspective. The first 
section is solely demographic data. 
Section two refers to college ser- 
vices. It asks how students rate 
the specific service or program 
ona level of very satisfied to that 
of very dissatisfied. This section 
has services ranging from acade- 
mic services to parking facilities. 

Section three goes into detail 
about the college environment. 
There are six divisions of the col- 
lege environment. The academ- 
ic segment talks about testing, 
course content, faculty and advi- 
sors. The admissions section 
includes financial aid information 
availability, the accuracy of col-

lege information received prior to 
enrollment, admissions procedures 
and college publications. The oth- 
er areas consist of rules and poli- 
cies, facilities, registration and a 
section of general information. 

There is also an additional 
section made up of multiple 
choice questions which are to 
be answered in response to the 
students opinions. 

Section five is for additional 
comments and suggestions. Stu- 
dents are urged to fill this out to 
give any other added input they 
may have. 

The NSSE will % sent out to 
those students randomly chosen 
via e-mail. The e-mail will be sent 
by the National Survey of Student 
Engagement. Students are advised 
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not to delete the message. It is not 
a junk e-mail and it will be taken 
very seriously. The survey is com- 
pletely confidential. Other cam- 
puses offer the choice of doing the 
survey on paper or online, how- 
ever, Stout campus is completely 
web-based. When receiving the e- 
mail, it will also provide a hot link 
to the website where the survey 
can be taken. The e-mail provid- 
ing this information will be sent 
out by March 1. 

Each University will take 
their results and individually 
evaluate them. The results as a 
whole will also be polled and 
posted as national statistics. 
Stout will be looking at the 
results in an in-depth manner, 
dividing them up between 


departments and units to make 
changes to the programs and 
campus based on student input. 

The university did have the 
choice of whether or not to par- 
ticipate in the survey. “Our cam- 
pus has prided itself of being 
connected to the needs of stu- 
dents. By completing this sur- 
vey, students will actually be 
shaping the future of the uni- 
versity and improving the cam- 
pus,” Julie Furst-Bowe, Associ- 
ate Vice Chancellor said.

is that it combines comedians 
with rappers to put together com- 
edy sketches that sometimes rap 
through the whole sketch. The 
eight person cast is made up of 
three rappers, five comedians 
and the occasional guest celebri- 
ty rapper. Most recently Snoop 
Dogg, Da Brat and Mos Def have 
all graced the stage. 

Most of these sketches are 
of a normal “Mad TV” type with 
some rap lyrics to add to the 
mix. This adds a very creative 
spin to the show. At first it 


_ seemed like the rap sketches 


were done in a freestyle format 
(making up the rhymes on the 
spot without rehearsal). 

One cannot question if some 
preparation is involved, how- 
ever, after watching a few 
episodes. But not to fret, for 
those who still enjoy the freestyle 
rhyme form there is a session at 
the end where the guest rapper 
and the cast members go freestyle 
while the credits are rolling. 

“Farm Club.com,” on the 
other hand, is a very different 
show entirely. Hosted by ex- 
MTV VJ and guru of music knowl- 
edge, Matt Pinfield, “Farm Club” 
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Music fans find flavor on the tube 


is an hour-long program (instead 
of a half an hour like “The Lyri- 
cist Lounge”) that airs at 10:00 
p.m. Monday nights on the USA 
network. Like “Lyricist Lounge,” 
this show is also only about three 
episodes deep, but so far has a 
really cool feel to it. 

The basic idea of the show 
is to invite a couple of big name 
groups and a few unsigned 
groups and have them give a live 
performance to a very energetic 
studio audience. During the 
bands’ performance, they flash 
concert dates or general infor- 
mation about the band across 


the screen. After the perfor- 


mance Mr. Pinfield does a brief 
interview with the group. 
Probably the biggest hook 
of the show is that they cover 
many different categories of music, 
not just rap and hip-hop. Mean- 
while the show brings unknown 
groups into a large audience. 
“Farm Club” has its own 


_ website that has a number of 


audio and video clips from a 
slew of unsigned artists that may 
or may not have performed on 
the show yet. Groups who are 
in search of their big break can 


take the time to upload their own 
music. This way, they just might 
be heard by the record label 


_heads and be displayed on the 


show in the near future. 

It’s true that it is very hard 
to compare the shows. Both have 
a creative aspect to them that 
makes them very appealing to 
large audience and are worth 
checking out at least once. “The 
Lyricist Lounge” focuses on only 
hip-hop and comedy, while “Farm 
Club” focuses on a wide array of 
music and unsigned artists. 

“Farm Club” is the easy win- 
ner of a comparison with its wide 
range of styles and its audience 
appeal of hearing new sounds 
from semi-unknown groups, it 
gets a kick ass worthy five out 
of five rating. 

This of course doesn’t mean 
“Lyricist Lounge” completely sucks. 
It has got a very unique concept 
and mildly funny cast, but rap- 
ping through sketches tended to 
get old and sometimes lose the 
comedy altogether. This then 
drops it to the needs work, three- 
and-a-half out of five category.

Ben Harper sounds off with eclectic stylings 


Ina world where artists seem 
to be sounding more and more 
similar to each other, it is nice 
to know that there is some orig- 
inality still left out there. One 
example of this talent is singer 
Ben Harper. 

Born in 1969, in an arid 
region east of Los Angeles, Cal- 
ifornia, his family was very musi- 
cal.

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Women hoopsters advance to semifinals

Things didn’t look good for 
the UW-Stout Women’s Bas- 
ketball Team in the first half of 
their game against UW-River 
Falls at the Johnson Fieldhouse 
on Monday, February 21. 

The Blue Devils commit- 
ted 18 turnovers in the first half, 
most of which led to easy points 
for the Falcons. In the second 
half, however, Stout cleaned up 
their play and came back to win 
by a score of 92-82, moving 
them on to the semi-finals of 
the Wisconsin Intercollegiate 
Athletic Conference tournament. 

Stout struggled through 
most of the first half, and after 
falling behind early in the game, 
seemed to be unable to pull 
closer than nine points. Just 
before the half, sophomore 
Amy Zelinger stole the ball and 
made a lay-up at the buzzer to 
make the score 42-33 at the 
break keeping Stout within 
striking distance. 

The beginning of the sec- 
ond half didn’t look very encour- 
aging for Stout either as the Fal- 
cons opened with a 6-0 run. 
Then Stout’s defense tightened 
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up and things started going the 
Blue Devil’s way. 

“In the second half, we 
decided we had to pick up our 
defense,” Stacie Anderson, 
Stout’s junior point-guard, said. 
“They were getting too many 
open looks at the basket.” The 
defense was sparked in part by 
sophomore Bethany Halvorson 
who had steals on two con- 
secutive Falcon possessions that 
led to Stout baskets. Stout also 
slowed the River Falls three- 
point shooting attack from 5 of 
11 in the first half to two of eight 
in the second. 

After several minutes of 
Stout slowly scraping their way 
back into the game, the Blue 
Devils went on a run of their 
own, outscoring the Falcons 
18-6 and tying the game up at 
70-70. The key to the run was 


three-point shooting. Heather ~ 


Peterson hit a three to tie the 
score and Anderson hit a three 
with just over seven minutes 
left in the game to give Stout 
the lead. Stout shot 10 of 22 
from behind the arch in the sec- 
ond half, which also helped to 
open up the inside. “We went 
at them in the second half,” 
Anderson said, “they started to 


get tired.” After Stout took the 
lead, they never looked back. 
The Blue Devil defense held 
the Falcons scoreless in the final 
two minutes, while their offense 
continued to shine. Andrea 
Bressette had a key three-point 
play with 1:23 left to put the 
game out of reach. 

All five of Stout’s starters 
scored in double figures. 
Zelinger led the way with 15 
points. Anderson, Aslynn John- 
son and Bresette had 13 points 
and Peterson added 12. : 

Steph Olson of the Falcons 
led all scorers with 22 points 
in the last game of her college 
career. River Falls also received 
significant points from Andrea 
Long with 18, Dana Stouvenal 
with 17, and JoLynn Sieburg 
who added 10. 

Stout’s next game is the 
semi-final of the WIAC tour- 
nament, and they will be trav- 
eling to undefeated and regu- 
lar season conference champion 
UW-Eau Claire to play the Blu- 
golds.

Student makes Board of Regents

A 21 year old Political Sci- 
ence major from UW-Madison 
has just been appointed to the 
UW Board of Regents. Joe 
Alexander is a junior at the 
school and is the only student 
of the 17 member Board of 
Regents. He spoke at the UW- 
Stout Student Association (SSA) 
meeting on Tuesday, Febru- 
ary 29, to defend his campaign. 

In the past three months, 
Alexander has been all over 
the state of Wisconsin. He feels 
that our campus is not wel- 
coming the idea of diversity 
due partly because of the mar- 
ket and our geographic set- 
ting. He plans to use his new- 
ly acquired position to work 
on student to student recruit- 
ment. In doing this, he intends 
to use the interaction and help 
of the student senates around 
the state. 

Alexander has never sup- 
ported any tuition increase 
greater than 3.5 percent and he 
feels that 10 percent is totally 
unacceptable. He mentioned 
that Stout received one tuition 
freeze with the walkout and 
commented on this. “My goal 
is to have no rise in tuition, but 
in reality, two tuition freezes is 
unlikely,” said Alexander at the 
SSA meeting. 

Along with tuition, Alexan- 
der had much to say about 
Stout’s campus. One item of 
discussion was the issue of finan- 
cial aid. Financial aid is mostly 


regulated by legislature. Only 
45 percent of undergraduates 
are graduating within six years, 
and this seems to be based on 
the lack of financial aid. 

He also talked about our 
faculty. He feels that Stout needs 
to bring in new faculty from 
outside the system and bring 
the other faculty up in the pre- 
sent system. Alexander plans 
to return to Stout’s campus 
before the end of the semes- 
ter and hopes that we will keep 
him informed of what is going 
on at Stout. 

In general, Alexander has 
received a lot of criticism about 
his experience. An article in the 
Wisconsin State Journal on 
December 3 stated that the stu- 
dent council at UW-Madison 
voted for a resolution that 
opposed Alexander’s nomina- 
tion and urged legislators to 
reject him. The student council 
at UW-LaCrosse also passed a 
similar resolution and other cam- 
puses considered following in 
their steps. 

The biggest complaint was 
that Alexander hadn’tserved 
in campus or state student 
governments. “I do lack stu- 
dent government experience. 
It’s absolutely not a problem. 
I work very, very hard at stay- 
ing informed about issues on 
campus. I have other experi- 
ences, like sitting on the board 
of AmeriCorps (the National 
and Community Service 
Board),” said Alexander in an 
article in the Wisconsin State 
Journal. 


Hope credit brings stu- 
dents free money

Filing taxes may bring stu- 


dents more money than expect-— 


ed this year. The Hope Schol- 
arship is a tax credit available 
for those attending college. 

A tax credit is money sub- 
tracted from the amount that a 
person owes in taxes. A student 
or their family must file taxes 
and then owe money in order 
to be eligible for the credit. A 
family may claim up to $1,500 
for each dependent student for 
up to two tax years. The break 
down is a 100 percent claim on 
the first $1,000 of eligible expens- 
es and 50 percent of the next 
$1,000 for a maximum credit of 
$1,500. All of this varies on 
income, deductions, scholar- 
ships and other tuition variances. 

Any student enrolled at least 


part-time and working towards 
a degree at an eligible school 
who has not completed the first 
two years of an undergraduate 
program is eligible for this cred- 


it. A student can claim himself 


or herself if they are not still a 
dependent to a parent. 

The Hope Scholarship was 
started by President Clinton as 
a way to get additional finan- 
cial help to families, providing 
an extra two years of college 
education. 

“It’s really a tax credit for 
middle income families,” Chris 
Enger, Assistant Director of the 
Financial Aid offices at Stout, 
said. The tax credit is only use- 
ful to those families that do not 
have as many tax breaks as low- 
er income families. The intent 
of the program is to get money 
to this often-neglected group 
of families.

Students also have the 
option of reporting informa- 
tion or crimes anonymously 
at www.uwstout.edu/police. 
One can give information such 
as the type, location and date 
of crime, along with the sub- 
ject’s description. Whether 
one was an eye witness to the 
crime or heard about it from 
a third party, any information 
can be helpful. 

Walter also encourages stu- 
dent’s to check their cars in the 
lots more often. Some of the 
victims didn’t notice the dam- 
age until a week or more later. 
Checking vehicles more often 
can help the police pin-point 
when the crime took place. 

At this point, there are no 
leads to shed light on who com- 
mitted these crimes. “These are 
gutless crimes that only take a 
few seconds to commit,” Wal- 
ters said. Getting the word out 
about these crimes is the first 
step in the road to solving them.

The story starts 
with a simple setting in a small 
Wisconsin college town. The 
scene opens with a brief histo- 
ry and background of the char- 
acter.

He began the presentation with 
a brief history through picture 
shows. He mentioned recogniz- 
able names such as Buffalo Bill 
and John Ford, which he followed 
by talking about Edward Curtis, 
who photographed Americans Indi- 
ans because he believed them to 
be the “vanishing race.” 

Eyre continued his presenta- 
tion with ideas of self-represen- 
tation and empathy. He brought 
up the theory that American Indi- 
ans have always been portrayed 
the antagonistic characters with- 
out a defined personality. “We 
don’t empathize with people we 
don’t look like and that’s why we 
need white protagonists in movies 
and that’s not as progressive as 
we should be,” Eyre said. 

He also brought up the issue 
that self-representation is not 
evident for a variety of cultures 
in the film industry. “Self-rep- 
resentation is important for 
everybody. It’s been run by 
white American males and that’s 
not everybody.” 

People may consider movies 
as simply entertainment, but Eyre

believes that the “Pan-Indian” 
image is a result of false identifi- 
cations portrayed through movies. 
This ‘Pan-Indian’ stereotype is an 
image that labels all American 
Indians when one may not actu- 
ally know about them.

-He also 
believes that the movie portray- 
als have even created a problem 
within the culture. “We buy into 
our own image that is pushed and 
propagandized by movies.” 

Eyre also talked about the 
movie Smoke Signals he directed 
and released in 1998. The movie 
makes a concerted effort to live 
outside of typical stereotypes. Eyre 
is in the process of making sever- 
al other films and is hopefully open- 
ing doors to self-representation. 

Movies maybe solely recog- 
nized as entertainment, but images 
such as “Pan-Indian” are present 
throughout the world. Labels 
have been used to segregate a 
uniquely diverse society. It is evi- 
dent that these damaging stereo- 
types create images that destruct 
a potential utopian society.

Big pecs, tight abs and firm 
breasts have long been staples 
of television and ad campaigns. 
As spring break draws near, many 
students try to reach these same 
goals through a variety of tac- 
tics, including altering one’s 
dietary intake. 

The High Protein Diet, first 
exposed in the 1960s as the 
Atkins Diet, has re-emerged 
once again. Today’s High Pro- 
tein Diet consists of 40 per- 
cent of total calories from car- 
bohydrates, 30 percent from 
fat and the remaining 30 per- 
cent of calories from protein. 
These figures do not compare 
favorably with diets support- 
ed by both the American Heart 
Association and the American 
Cancer Society. Which sup- 
port a diet composed of 10- 
15 percent protein, 55-60 per- 


cent carbohydrates, and 25-30 ~ 


percent fat. 

The High Protein Diet spins 
off of the belief that carbohy- 
drates alone induce weight 
gain. However, if one were to

Questions surround high protein diet 


look for the scientific proof to 
back this assertion, all one 
would find is non-published 
research and perhaps some 
uncontrolled studies. 

Most people are attracted 
to the High Protein Diet because 
of its reputation of producing 
very rapid weight loss. How- 
ever, the majority of this initial 
weight loss is water and not 
fat. In order to continue losing 
weight successfully on a High 
Protein Diet, it is necessary for 
one to restrict the intake of 
carbohydrate calories such as 
fruits, vegetable, breads, cere- 
als and legumes. By eliminat- 
ing this wide array of foods 
from one’s diet, calorie intake 
is reduced, which creates a neg- 
ative calorie balance and there- 
fore, weight loss. 

In it’s defense, a high pro- 
tein, low calorie diet is not known 
to pose any immediate health 
risks. Unless one utilizes a diet 
which restricts the intake of car- 
bohydrates to such low level’s 
as to create a metabolic state. 

This condition causes one’s 
metabolism to compensate for 


a lack of calories, and slows the 
metabolism to a crawl. Should 
one leave the diet in this state 
on depressed metabolism, 
immediate weight gain would 
be the result. In addition, this 
can cause stress on the kidney’s 
and promote the break down 
of muscle. 

Other health risks are asso- 
ciated with this diet. “The high 
fat protein diet is replacing the 
fruits, vegetables, breads and 
cereal groups which contain 
antioxidents and phytochemi- 
cals. Both of these seem to 
decrease the risk of cancer and 
heart disease, the two major caus- 
es of death which appear to be 
strongly related to dietary intake,” 
Carol Seaborn, Stout nutrition 
professor, said. 

John Foreyt, director of 
the Nutrition Research Clinic 
at Baylor College advises 
against the High Protein Diet. 
To reduce cholesterol intake 
and fat, Foreyt recommended 
eating moderate amounts of 
protein throughout the day 
from lean sources such as poul- 
try or fish.

Reindeer Games , as the Spring 
movie scene opened, had the 
potential to be the breakout action 
flick of the early new year. Fea- 
turing the talents of both Ben 
Affleck and veteran Gary Sinise, 
the buzz was filled with promise. 

Unfortunately, the plot itself 
was entirely too weak. Affleck, 
who stars as Rudy Duncan, an 
ex-car thief just released from 
prison, is thrown into a case of 
mistaken identity. He assumes 
the role of his ex-cell mate, who 
was apparently killed off. Despite 
this fact, he repeatedly tries to 
deny his acquired identity. 

From the film’s beginning, 
Duncan seems to attract a huge 
mess of trouble. He tells his ex- 
cellmate’s girlfriend that he is 
actually his ex-cellmate. 

The only reason he can pull 
this off is she has never actually 
met the ex-cellmate, her boyfriend, 
in person. She just met him 
through a “prison personal.” 

In addition to the prior mis- 
understanding, Duncan’s female 
friend ends up being someone 
other than who the viewers think. 
The movie is too overrun with 
mistaken identities to make the 
experience fun for the audience. 

Sinise, who plays the part 
of the bad guy/brother/boyfriend, 
never really comes across as a 
really hard-ass guy. Rather, he 
seems to be, for lack of better 
words, a dork. 

The actor just doesn’t act that 
threatening. Sure, he kills peo-

Web registration gets good review

“That was simple enough,” 
was one comment a General 
Business major had after regis- 
tering online for fall semester. 
On March 7, around 70 students 
participated in a web registra- 
tion testing for the UW-Stout 
student body. 

Members of the Student 
Senate and two representatives 
from each major were allowed 
to register for summer and fall 
classes. The purpose of this 
test was to get input from stu- 
dents on the new system and 
to assure that the process was 
running smoothly. 

Registration for summer 
courses beings on March 20 and 
on April 5 for fall semester. In 
addition to traditional registra- 
tion, students now have the 
option of registering in “real- 
time” on the internet. Tony 
Spencer, a Dietetics major said, 
“Tt beats going and standing in 
line.” 

It is important for students 
to read the directions on Access 
Stout before starting to register. 
Jeff Kirschling, the Assistant 
Registrar, stressed the impor- 
tance of “logging out” of Access 


“one does not 


Stout. Once a student “logs in” 
with their student ID number 
and personal identification num- 
ber (PIN), they are working with 
student specific information. If 
“log out” when 
finished, the next student to use 
the computer could acciden- 


tally add or drop another stu- 
dent’s classes or read their per- 
sonal information. 

The procedure for finding 
a class to register for online is 
similar to the process used to 
view open classes. Searching 
for a class can be done using 


terms, subjects (ART, MEDIA, 
etc.), kéywords, times and days, 
or by an instructor’s last name. 

Once the student finds a 
class they would like to reg-

Speech controversy may up credits

offer the course as a three-credit general education class.

Fundamentals of Speech, a 
general education course that every 
Stout student is required to take, 
may be changing from a two-cred- 
it course to three. Currently this 
class has been under scrutiny to 


determine if students are getting 


the communication skills needed 
for the workplace. 

The Speech Communication 
Department has proposed that the 
basic speech class be developed 


into a three-credit course. Due in 
part to the fact that in some majors, 
it may be the student's only expo- 
sure to oral communication. “The 
reason our department undertook 
this effort is that we believe that 
this change is honestly in the best 


interest of students, regardless of 


major.” said Ray Hayes, Chairman 
of the Speech Department. 

Four main factors have lead 
to the proposed course revision. 
First, the Board of Regents has 
required that assessments of math, 
English, and speech communica-

tion courses be performed. Evalu- 
ations of speech courses revealed 
that every year one to two areas 
were not being emphasized enough. 
Hayes and Mike Nicolai, a profes- 
sor of speech, believe that this is 
due to lack of time in the classroom. 

Second, the Planning and 
Review Committee of the Student 
Senate evaluates general educa- 
tion courses. This committee also 
recommended that the speech 
class be reviewed. 

Third, a survey of Stout grad- 
uates and their employers is con- 
ducted after one and three years 
in the workplace. One of the top 
requests of employers is for grad- 
uates to have more communica- 
tion skills. When asked what area 
of study graduates wished they had 
had more experience with, speech 
communication has continually 
been at the top of the list. 

Transferability is the fourth 
reasoning behind changing the 
speech class to three credits. UW- 
Stout is the only Wisconsin cam- 
pus with a two-credit speech class. 
If a Stout student transferred to 
another UW college, they would 
be one credit short of fulfilling 
the requirements. 


The proposal must be 


approved by several committees 
before being implemented. The 
committees have agreed in prin- 


ciple that more communication 
skills are needed, but there has 
been opposition on where the 
extra credit should come from. 

Most programs are limited to 
124 credits, with 40 of them dele- 
gated to general education. Chan- 
cellor Sorensen has already denied 
a request to increase the total cred- 
its to 125. The speech department 
does not want to take time and 
credit away from other courses. 
“We don’t want there to be any 
thought that other areas are not as 
important,” Nicolai said. 

Students who have already 
completed the two-credit class 
would not be required to take the 
additional credit. The general edu- 
cation requirements that a student 
enters the University under are 
required for graduation. 

The General Education Com- 
mittee will meet again on March 
24 to vote. The proposal then 
needs to be approved by the Cur- 
riculum and Instruction Commit- 
tee before being sent to the Provost 
and Chancellor. 

“Our whole motivation is 
that students should have more 
exposure,” stated Nicolai. Devel- 
oping Fundamentals of Speech 
into a three-credit course may 
give professors more time to 
develop communication skills 
for the workplace.

ister for, it is as simple as check- 
ing a box and clicking on “sub- 


mit.” It is important to pay atten-. 


tion to the instructions in the 
upper left hand corner of the 
screen. After the student has 
registered for all their classes, 
a schedule can be printed 
immediately. “At least you 
know right away when you 
register if you’re in,” one stu- 
dent said. 

Restrictions have been 
implemented into the system 
to prevent students from reg- 
istering for classes they are not 
eligible for. For example, if a 
time conflict arises between 
two classes or if a class is closed, 
one will not be permitted to 
register. Prerequisites will not 
be checked by the system for 
fall semester. 

It took most students fifteen 
to thirty minutes to register on 
March 7. This process can go 
faster if one knows beforehand 
what they are planning to reg- 
ister for. “It should be easy for 


anyone to understand,” Nichole 
Tweite, an Art Education major, 
said. Another student stated that 
the process was, “a little bit repet- 
itive,” because generally only 
one class can be registered for 
at a time. 

The rules for web registra- 
tion are basically the same, except 
the students will be doing it them- 
selves. Adds/drops can also be 
completed online up until the 
first day of class, when an instruc- 
tor’s signature is needed. 

Like any new program, a 
few bugs still need to be worked 
out before registration begins. 
For example, the number of 
credits for some classes were 
not stated correctly. 

“It’s new, and takes time 
to get used to,” Mandy Under- 
bakke, an SSA member said. 
Students may be benefitted by 
this new process. An overall 
comment heard from several 
students at the registration test- 
ing was, “that was a lot easier 
than I thought it would be.”

The other partner takes the 
role of the Service Manager. That 
student oversees the dining room 
and customer service. During a 
meal, the two lead students plan 
out the recipes and production 
and the other 14 students become 
the employees. Students are 
required to be knowledgeable 
in all areas of the restaurant due 
to the rotating nature of posi- 
tions throughout the semester.

machine are in no short sup- 
ply by enthusiasts found both 
on campus and in the com- 
munity.

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Napster raises questions 


As of late, there has been a 
new computer program that is 
both celebrated by some, and 
loathed by others. This program 
is called Napster and the focus 
is to let users browse for MP3 
audio files on a network of fel- 
low MP3 users. The last check 
done on Napster said that there 
were 487,279 songs online, which 
translates to about 1,958 giga- 
bytes of downloadable music. 
Sounds great right? Well, at the 
same time it is, and yet it isn’t. 

The problem with Napster 
is the program’s immense and 
growing popularity. It is so pop- 
ular that it uses upwards of 20 
to 40 to even 60 percent of band- 
width at several Minnesota uni- 
versities according to the St. Paul 
Pioneer Press. 

What does this mean for 
computer users on the networks? 
It means a big time slow down

Despite being the most pop- 
ular application to trade 
MP3s, Napster has two 
major problems. The pro- 
gram takes up immense 
amounts of memory and 
treads over copyright laws. 


due to the amount of files being 
downloaded, and uploaded. 
Most simply, the program has 
the ability to slow down the Inter- 
net immeasurably. 

Several universities around 


the nation have put a ban on the | 


popular program, not allowing 
any MP3 downloads or uploads 
at all. One such school is Indi- 
ana University. 

In an immediate response 
at the time that the ban was enact- 
ed, students at the school start- 
ed a web page protesting the 
ban om Napster called Students 
Against University Censorship 
(www.savenapster.com). This 
site has become a common area 
for other university students to 
go to find out about the ban on 
Napster at their schools. The site 
includes a petition, a mailing list, 
and information regarding the 
latest Napster news. 

Instead of an all out ban, 
Macalester College of Minneso- 
ta decided to educate its network 
users about the problems that 
the program causes. According 
to the St. Paul Pioneer Press, usage 
dropped from 26 percent of total 
bandwidth usage to 7 percent in 
about half a month after a lec- 
ture on the network usage. 

An additional problem with 
Napster is the fact the music that 
people are downloading/upload- 
ing is copyrighted. This techni-

cally means that every song trans- 
ferred over Napster is a copy- 
right violation. This action is bla- 
tantly illegal, as the files transferred 
are the intellectual property of 
the performer. 

Apparently, it is so illegal 
that according to the Students 
Against University Censorship 
web page, the (RIAA) Record- 
ing Industry Association of Amer- 
ica has filed a lawsuit against 
Napster to the tune of $100,000 
for each copyrighted song that 
has been transferred to date. If 
the numbers are crunched, 
200,000 songs at $100,000 each 
adds up to an astounding $20 
billion in damages. This is quite 
a sum of money to say the least. 

There have been rumors cir- 
culating that our own UW-Stout 
campus is considering a ban on 
Napster due to its heavy usage 
by on-campus students. So far, 
however, the rumors are just that, 
rumors. Digging a little deeper 
into the rumor, Stout’s Ask-5000 
computer help line was con- 
tacted. The technician there said 
that they had not heard anything 
about an upcoming ban. 

So, the fate of Napster is still 
up in the air. It is resonable that 
the program maybe outlawed in 
the near future. What is certain 
is that Napster is one of the most 
popular ways to download the 
controversial MP3 audio file.

Last weekend the Stout 
Men’s Track and Field Team com- 
peted in the WIAC indoor con- 
ference meet at UW-Platteville. 
The team finished seventh, but 
did bring home one conference 
champion. 

Jamie Buchholtz defended 
his indoor conference title in the 
pole vault where he out vault- 
ed every other competetor. He 
cleared 16’ 2”, tieing his own 
school record. This vault put 
Buchholtz in second place head- 
ing into this weekend’s Nation- 
al Championships meet at Illi- 
nois Wesleyan University. 

Jeff Rotering also cleared 
his highest height of the year at 
15’ 6”, which put him in fourth 
place for the meet and eleventh 
place in the nation. Rotering is 
also going to be competing for 
a National Championship this 
weekend. Bob Cahow scored 
for the Stout team in the vault. 
Cahow took eighth place, clear- 
ing an even 15’. As usual,this 
event was the highlight of the 
meet as half of the team’s points 
were collected from the pole 
vault. 

Much of the other scoring 
came from the three relays, which 
all received conference medals. 
The DMR was the last event ran 
on the first day of competition 
and ended the day well for the 
team. Josh Johnson, Ryan Geier, 


John Hanson and Eric Hanson 
all ran great during their legs of 
the race. Eric Hanson finished 
the race running the 1,600-meter 
leg where he laid it all on the 
line in the last 600 meters of the 
race. He blew past a Whitewa- 
ter runner in the last 25 meters 
to bring the team a third place 
finish and the eleventh fastest 
time in the country 10:13.56. 
The Stout Distance Medley Relay 
Team (DMR) went into the meet 
seeded seventh, but ran smart 
and hard to bring home the 
bronze. 

On the second day, com- 
petition was started by the 4x200- 
meter relay consisting of Jesse 
Hunter, Mike Twining, Brad Vick 
and Dan Reinert. The sprinters 
ran a tough race and finished in 
sixth place. The mile relay ran 
the last race of the conference 
meet and also finished sixth. 
Relay members were Hunter, 
Dave Hanson, Twining and J. 
Hanson. 

Along with running the 
longest leg of the DMR on Fri- 
day, Eric Hanson came back 
Saturday and followed up with 
an amazing 1,500-meter race. 
He ran his best time of the year 
at 4:00.03 and finished fifth in 
the meet. Steve Quackenbush 
also competed in two events 
for the team including the pen- 
tahalon for the first time in his 
career. In the high jump, Quack- 
enbush cleared 6’ 4.25” for 
eighth place.

halon he was sitting well after 
the first of five events but then 
twisted his ankle in the long 
jump. Quackenbush complet- 
ed the rest of the events and 
did well with his hurt limb. He 
came in ninth place but was a 
huge inspiration for the team 
and really showed everyone to 
never give up in the face of 
adversity. 

Injury also prematurely end- 
ed Jeremy Weir’s attempt fora 
conference title in the pentathlon 
and the 55-meter hurdles. Weir 
had lead the team in the hur- 


dles for the entire year, flew 
through preliminaries on Fri- 
day and was in great position 
for finals on Saturday but was 
unable to run the race or finish 
the pentathlon after suffering a 
quadricept injury early in the 
pentathlon competition on Sat- 
urday. 

Freshman Dave Hanson 
who ran the second, and 
fastest, leg of the mile relay 
also ran in the open 400-meter 
dash preliminaries the first day 
of competition. Hanson just 
missed the finals, but did run 


the second fastest indoor 400 
-meter time by a freshman in 
coach Hall’s history at Stout. 
He crossed the finish line in a 
blazing 51.22 seconds. 

With the exception of Jamie 
Buchholtz and Jeff Rotering, who 
will be at the indoor national 
championships this weekend, 
the men’s team in now practic- 
ing for the outdoor season and 
the different events that come 
with it. Everyone would like to 
wish Buchholtz and Rotering 
GOOD LUCK as they go for the 
National Championship. 


Commissioner Selig hands down largest suspension in history

John Rocker’s words have spoken much louder than his actions 
on the field, even after leading the Braves to the World Series last 
October. He will soon be serving a much deserved suspension.

John Rocker, a relief pitch- 
er for the Atlanta Braves, is 
known for his rocket arm and 
outlandish behavior. Now he 
has gone from freely speaking 
his mind to begging his team- 
mates and coaches to forgive 
him. Rocker’s plea to his orga- 
nization after his punishment 
was reduced on Wednesday, 
March 1, was a simple, “please, 
guys, let me play.” 

An independent arbitrator 
reduced the punishment origi- 
nally handed down by baseball 
commissioner Bud Selig for com- 
ments made in a interview for 
Sports Illustrated magazine. The 
original disciplinary action includ- 
ed a suspension for all of train- 
ing camp and 28 regular season 
games along with a $20,000 fine. 

Rocker’s article in the mag- 
azine in December of last year 
involved comments insensitive 
to gays, foreigners and other 
minorities. Rocker told the mag- 
azine that he could never play 
for a New York team because 
he didn’t want to ride a subway 
train “next to some queer with 
AID’s.” He also mocked for- 
eigners and called a Latin team- 
mate a “fat monkey.” 

These comments were, 
according to Rocker, in response 
to heckling he received by New 
York fans. He also felt that he 
made such statements due to 
immaturity, “I just turned 25 a 
couple of months ago, so I guess 
people are expecting me to be 


mature way beyond my years 
just because of the position I’m 
in,” Rocker commented. “I just 
think a little bit of growing up 
will have to be done, and I don’t 
think that will be a problem.” 

The arbitrators decision has 
had a mixed reaction through- 
out the league and the Atlanta 
community. “On the one hand, 
what he said was horrible,” com- 
mented Detroit Tigers manager 
Phil Garner. “But how do you 
punish something like that? No 
matter which extreme you go, 
you're likely to offend some peo- 
ple. It’s hard to find a middle 
ground.” 

Atlanta City Councilman Der- 
rick Boazman was troubled by 
the decision. “The very fact that 
John Rocker appeals this sug- 
gests that he does not under- 
stand the magnitude of his com- 
ments. He really doesn’t get it 
at all.” 

American League Cy Young 
award winner Pedro Martinez 
takes a forgiving point of view, 
“T think if he really means his 
apology, that’s good enough. 
I’m not standing up for him. 
Make that clear...I’m just not 
going to judge him.” 

The reaction among Rock- 
er’s teammates is also mixed. 
Randall Simon, the reserve first 
baseman and man the “fat mon- 
key” comment was about, wants 
to know Rocker’s true feelings 
about his Latin teammates. Oth- 
ers, including reserve shortstop 
Ozzie Guillen take a more busi- 
ness-like aproach to the situa- 
tion. “I want him to save 50 


games, win mea tag and make 
me more money.” Guillen also 
added, “He's not my buddy. He's 
my teammate.” 

As for Rocker’s opinions about 
what has happened, he has 
admitted that what he said was 
“totally unprofessional and out 
of line.” He also realizes that 
“an apology is no more than just 
words unless it is followed by 
actions. I hope in this coming 
year I may somehow redeem 
myself.” 

I agree with Phil Garner's 
response to the situation, “How 
do you punish something like 
that?” I don’t know that sus- 
pending him for 28 games would 
have helped anyway, but I think 
the fine should have stayed in 
place. The original $20,000 could 
have been put to good use, such 
as donating it to charities or orga- 
nizations involved with people 
that Rocker insulted. There real- 
ly is no good way to punish some- 
one for such bad comments.

Since Pepsi arrived on cam- 
pus as the sole provider of car- 
bonated beverages, some dis- 
turbing and inexplicable events 
and changes have occurred 
around campus.

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Prohibition reinstatement crushes students

The worst nightmare of many 
UW-Stout students has finally 
come true. Students have been 
seen crying in the streets and the 
some that went off the deep end 
were reported to be studying in 
their dorm rooms. But what has 
caused these students to be doing 
such unusual things? Menomonie 
has gone dry. 

At the beginning of the year, 
the Menomonie City Council pro- 
posed a law for the city to 
become “Alcohol Free.” The law 
was passed earlier this month 
and it will be put into effect for 
April 1. The last beer will auc- 
tioned off on March 31 at mid- 
night. Bids are expected to reach 
the thousands. 

The Menomonie Police 
Department is quite satisfied 
with the new law. “Now that 
the only thing to do in 
Menomonie was taken away, it 
makes our jobs a lot easier and 
we can harass more innocent 
students just to kill time,” said 
a local police officer. 

Even though it makes life 
easier for the police, times are 
hard for the student population. 
“Drinking has always helped me 


think, it cleared my mind. Now 
how am I supposed to study for 
a test? The city council should 
have thought of that before they 
passed their stupid law,” said one 
angry and upset Stout student. 

It was also announced that 
Stout has voted to change their 
school motto, “College life pro- 
motes students for years, friends 
for awhile, and drinking for a 
lifetime.” School representatives 
believe that this slogan may no 
longer be effective and it might 
cause ridicule to Stout from oth- 
er colleges. 

UW-Eau Claire students were 
the first to comment on the alco- 
hol issue at Stout. “We thought 
it was ridiculous that the City of 
Eau Claire passed the law of no 
smoking in all restaurants, but 
that’s nothing compared to what 
happened at Stout,” Emilia Cane, 
Eau Claire student, said. “Sucks 
to be you, Stout,” Lionel Hutz, 
Eau Claire teacher, added. 

Eau Claire has also proposed 
to pass a law that restricts Stout 
students from drinking at their 
bars. Part of the law will require 
giving all Eau Claire students and 
residents over 21 a special city 
established ID. Bar owners 
oppose the law, but city officials 
and Eau Claire rivals think that

Stout cross crowned D Ill

The UW-Stout Men’s Cross 
Country Team was crowned 
_ NCAA Division III National 
Champions after some late 
breaking drug testing which 
revealed that the top 35 teams 
in the nation have been com- 
peting with runners in violation 
of the NCAA drug policy. 

All 35 teams that finished 
ahead of Stout have had at least 
one runner who failed their drug 
test following the cross coun- 
try season. This remarkable 
news crowns Stout the NCAA 
Division III National Champi- 
on for the first time in the his- 
tory of the institution. 

Among the schools in vio- 
lation were six state schools 
including UW-La Crosse, UW- 
Whitewater, UW-Stevens Point, 
~ UW-Oshkosh, UW-Platteville 
and UW-Eau Claire. Inciden- 
tally, each team had a violation 
of a different drug from their 
team members. 

UW-La Crosse, who was 
third at the National Champi- 
onships, had four runners with 
a trace of steroids in their blood. 


This comes just a few years after 
players on their football team 
tested positive for steroids as 
well. UW-Whitewater had one 
runner who tested positive for 
suphedrine, the main ingredi- 
ent in Sudafed, which is illegal 
in the NCAA. UW-Stevens Point 
was found to be in violation 
with six athletes testing posi- 


tive for upmacraksine which is 
found in prescription laxatives. 
UW-Oshkosh had all 24 run- 
ners tested and each came up 
positive with traces of kycy- 
cline, an intoxicant usually 
found laced in petroleum jel- 
ly. UW-Platteville runners test- 
ed positive for crystal metham- 
phetamines. Authorities say

The decision was unani- 
mously made by the Supreme 
Court to allow public colleges 
and universities to use money 
from student fees to finance the 
campus groups of their choos- 
ing. Thus, Wednesday, March 22 
spelled victory for free speech 
on campus. 

Scott Southworth, Amy 
Schoepke and Keith Bannach, 
former University of Wisconsin 
law students, brought the orig- 
inal suit against the university 
in 1996. They argued that a 
mandatory segregated fee sys- 
tem forced them to support polit- 
ical and ideological organiza- 
tions with which they disagreed. 
Therefore, they claimed it vio- 
lated their First Amendment rights 
of free speech and freedom of 
association. The students named 
18 campus-telated organizations 
to which they objected. 

The case first went to the 


- Western District Court, where 


Judge Shabaz ruled in favor of 
Southworth. This decision was 
then appealed by the Univer- 
sity Board of Regents to the Sev- 
enth Circuit Court of Appeals, 
where Southworth won again. 
In November 1998, the Board 
of Regents appealed to the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court. 

The unanimous Supreme 
Court decision overturned the 
lower court decisions and stat- 
ed that mandatory student fees 
paid by all students allow for all 
organizations to take hold and 
therefore are central to the mis- 
sion of the university. It argued 
that mandatory fees do not vio- 
late the First Amendment or stu-

dent’s constitutional rights. “I 
am tremendously gratified that 
the Supreme Court has upheld 
the right of students to allocate 
their fee money democratically,” 
said Katharine Lyall, president 
of the University of Wisconsin 
System in a press release. 

Next year Stout students 
will pay $1.68 per credit for the 
mandatory, allocable segregat- 
ed fees. A full-time, 12-credit 
student will pay $40.32 for the 
whole year. The Stout Student 
Association (SSA) is responsi- 
ble for allocating these fees to 
campus organizations. 

“This decision put a strong 
backing on students through 
legislation,” said Angela Reed, 


the SSA academic affairs direc- 


tor. Reed also said, “Organi- 
zations can relax, their mon- 
ey is in good hands.” 

Organizations specific to 
Stout that could have been effect- 
ed are Greensense, the 10% 
Society or the Black Student 
Union. However, the Supreme 
Court decision will allow for 
these and’other campus groups 
to freely express their beliefs 
and to receive funding through 
the activity fees. 

The Supreme Court deci- 
sion stated that organizations 
can only be funded froma 
“viewpoint neutral” forum. 
This means that the SSA has 
to consider the funding for 
organizations without per- 
sonal biases. This neutrality 
can be accomplished by SSA 
by following set guidelines, 
working within the budget 
and by acting in good faith. 

The Supreme Court deci- 
sion will allow higher educa- 
tion institutions across the coun-

On Saturday, the Stout Men’s 
Track and Field Team opened the 
outdoor season by hosting the first 
meet of the year and showing 
everyone that this team is not an 
April fool’s joke. 

Stout had quality student ath- 
letes (and a few alumni) compet- 
ing in every event from the 10,000- 
meter run to the hammer throw. 

In both the 100-meter dash and 
the 200-meter, Dan Reinert ran great 
with times of 11.16 and 22.9 sec- 
onds. Reinert took eighth place in 
the finals of the 100-meter and 11th 
in the 200-meter dash. John Han- 
son and Mike Twining both ran very 
well in the 400-meter dash, claim- 
ing fifth and seventh places with 
times of 50.62 and 50.86 seconds. 

The first event of the’ day was 

the 10,000-meter run and four Stout 
runners showed that they were 
ready for the challenge. Ryan Hill 
(third, 32:48.5 seconds), Jason 
Donovan (fifth, 33:29.5 seconds), 
Dave Huber (sixth, 33:30.3 sec- 
onds) and Jason Kirch (eighth, 
34:19.0 seconds) all ran great for 
their first 10,000 of the season and 
got the team off to an early lead 
scoring 14 points. Jeremy Weir 
had a great preliminary race in the 
110-meter hurdles with 15.31 sec- 
onds, and was in the lead pack in 
the finals but ran into some trou- 


ble near the end of the race, fin- 


ishing in eighth place. 

Now that the outdoor season 
is here, new events are being 
added to the schedule and Stout

seasons. With their victory over 
Stanford in January, they became 
the first Big Ten team to ever 
win the Rose Bowl in two con- 
secutive seasons. The most valu- 
able player of both bowl games, 
Ron Dayne, also impressed peo- 
ple by breaking the all-time 
NCAA rushing yards record set 
by Ricky Williams of Texas just 
one year ago and winning the 
Heisman trophy in his senior 
yeat. 

Other Badger teams have 
also experienced great success 
recently. The hockey team spent 
seven weeks ranked number 
one in the country. They built 
a 23-5 conference and 28-7-1 
overall record which helped 
them win the WCHA regular sea- 
son. They were the top seed in 
the west region of the NCAA 
hockey tournament before being 
knocked out by Boston College 
in the quarterfinals. 

The women’s basketball 
team won a post-season tour- 
nament. After a disappointing 
regular season and a failure to 
be invited to the women’s NCAA 
tournament, the women’s team 
regrouped and won the W-NIT 
tournament, the first time in 
school history. 

Other teams have achieved 
their own success that wasn’t 
so highly publicized. The men’s 
cross-country team won the 
Great Lakes region which put 
them into the NCAAs, where 
they finished second behind 


has great athletes in both events. 
In the 400-meter hurdles Dave Han- 
son and Jesse Hunter teamed up 
to take the third and fourth place 
finishes with running times of 55.80 
and 56.12 seconds respectively. 
The other new outdoor event, the 
3,000-meter steeplechase, had two 
current team members running 
and two-school record holding All- 
American alumni running. Alum- 
nus Tim Hamill won the event in 
9:27.3 seconds and alumnus Paul 
Gilles ran 10:11 for ninth place.

The 4x100, made 
up of all pole vaulters (Weir, Jamie 
Buchholtz, Corey Knudsen and Jeff 
Rotering) picked up the slack win- 
ning the battle of the pole vault 
teams in 45.36 seconds giving them 
a fifth place finish overall.

Low Turnout for SSA Elections |

Of the approximately 7,600 
students attending UW-Stout, a 
mere 508 students ventured to 
vote in the Monday, April 10 
Stout Student Association (SSA) 
election. Six SSA positions were 
voted on, plus a referendum on 
United Council membership. 

As of Wednesday, only unof- 
ficial results had been released. 
This was due to a tight margin 
in the votes for the SSA presi- 
dent position. They now need 
to be recounted to verify the 
results. Tony Spencer received 
252 votes, while Mandy Under- 
bakke came in 5 votes behind 
at 247 votes. Spencer said, “it 
was a positive campaign and 
students let their voice be heard. 
We were both well qualified.” 
Spencer also stated that he would 
like to increase SSA communi- 
cation to students and encour- 
age more students to become 
active and involved on campus. 

Glen Perry retained his posi- 
tion as the legislative affairs direc- 
tor with 241 votes. Angela Reed 
and Chuck Shepley were write- 
in candidates for this position. 
Mike LaConte will be the finan- 
cial affairs director. Nyshi Tay- 
lor was voted in as the diversi- 
ty director. Caitlin Manville won 
the position of academic affairs 
director. Keely Hogan-Braker 
received the position of off-cam- 
pus senator. 

The final question on the 
ballot was a referendum on Unit- 
ed Council membership.

As a member of The Unit- 
ed Council, Stout students pay 
a mandatory refundable fee of 
$1.35 per semester and $1.35 per 
summer session. This means 
that if a student does not wish 
to support this organization, the 
$1.35 plus postage is refundable 
upon written request to the Unit- 
ed Council. The request must 
be postmarked within 45 days 
of the first day of class. 

The referendum was 
passed with 254 students vot- 
ing that Stout continue to be a 
member of United Council. 
Ninety-eight students voted 
against the referendum. 

The United Council is Wis- 
consin’s only statewide student 
lobbying and service organiza- 
tion. They represent approxi- 
mately 140,000 students at 24 
UW campuses. The eight full- 
time staff members advocate 
students’ rights by lobbying the 
UW System Administration, 
Board of Regents, state legisla- 
ture, U.S Department of Edu- 
cation and Congress. 

The United Council was a 
force behind the tuition freeze 
for the 2000-2001 academic year. 
Other accomplishments include 
increasing state funding for Aca- 
demic and Career Advising, 
libraries, and Plan 2008 in the 
1999-2001 Biennial Budget. 

Votes for the SSA election 
will be recounted on Wednes- 
day, April 12. In the event that 
the official votes deviate from 
those reported in this article, a 
correction will be written in the 
next issue of the Stoutonia.

The new revolution began 
with Dr. Kevorkian. For some he 
is proclaimed to be a legend for 
others he is labeled a murderer. 
For many it is a question of ethics. 
Which is right, should society keep 
someone alive to prolong their life 
because every minute is precious 
and care should be given for as 
long as possible or should society 
take the other side of the coin with 
physician assisted suicide? Should 
terminally ill patients have the right 
to tale their life with the help of a 
doctor to end their suffering? These 
are the issues constantly in debate. 

On Tuesday, April 11, the Cen- 
ter of Ethics and the Chancellors 
Office brought in speakers to debate 
the issue of physician assisted sui- 
cide. The panel against the idea 
consisted of Dr. Deyo-Svendsen of 
the Red Cedar Clinic and Barbara 
Lyons of the Wisconsin Right to 
Life Organization. Panelists in favor 
| of physician assisted suicide were 

Lori Pederson from Hemlock of 
Wisconsin and Dr. Rice from the 
Unitarian Society. UW-Stout pro- 
fessor Jan Hare took a neutral posi- 
tion and served as a mediator 
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between the panelists. 

At the beginning of the pre- 
sentation, professor Hare gave 
definition of the umbrella term 
euthanasia. This is the word that 
most people are familiar with but 
it simply means peaceful death 
and its vagueness does not go 
into the depths of the issue. 

There are different types of 
euthanasia such as passive 
euthanasia, which is simply the 
right to deny medical treatment. 
This is legal in every state. There 
is also active voluntary euthana- 
sia. This is where the physician 
directly causes death, by means 
such as a lethal injection, to ter- 
minally ill and fully competent 
patients. This is only practiced 
in very minimal areas around 
the world. Lastly, there is active 
non-voluntary euthanasia, oth- 
erwise known as physician assist- 
ed suicide, where doctors indi- 
rectly give patients the means to 
die, such as a prescription fora 
deadly drug, to fully, mentally- 
structured terminally ill patients. 
This is the issue that is in debate 
across the county. Oregon is the 
only state in this country that 
allows physician assisted suicide 
to take place.

Stand tensely on the tee box.

Clear the mind 
and finally, wind up and let a pic- 
ture perfect drive sail into the hori- 
zon. Menomonie’s disc golf sea- 
son is in full swing. 

Disc golf is played much like 
traditional golf, only without the 
clubs and golf balls, and in many 
cases, annoying greens fees. Scor- 
ing is performed in the same man- 
ner, with each player pursuing 
the least amount of shots to fin- 
ish a round. 

While disc golf does not employ 
irons or woods, it does have a pletho- 
ra of discs designed appropriately 
for different types of shots. Even 
though a player can carry as many 


discs as humanly possible, most 
play with about three or four, which 
range in price from $7 to $12. 


Novices and experts alike can — 


enjoy a day of disc golf in Menomonie 
at Wakanda Park, located off of Pine 
Avenue in north Menomonie. The 
course boasts 12 complete holes, 
with six more to be completed in 
less than two months. “It’s a very 
challenging recreational course that 
is going to get even more chal- 
lenging,” Rory Feddersen, owner of 
Simple Sports, said. 

Currently there is a disc golf 
league that plays on Sundays, alter- 
nately at Wakanda and Tower Ridge 
in Eau Claire. There is a $2 entrance 
fee, and an optional $1 ‘hole in one’ 
pool that currently sits at $127 await- 
ing the plucky competitor who drops 
the first ace. The league play is a 
comprised of two person teams, 


drawn at random to maintain equi- 
table play, and is arranged in a best- 
shot system. 

There is also a budding disc 
golf club open to anyone on cam- 
pus that has tentatively scheduled 
a tournament for the first week- 
end in May. Dues are yet to be 
determined, and the group meets 
at 7:00 p.m.every other Tuesday 
at the Buck. Interested parties are

argued that if assisted suicide 
is legalized in Wisconsin, that 
there are going to be problems, 
as with any law, such as mal- 
practice. She added that the 
consequence of death, when it 
is not necessary, outweighs the 
other factors. 

Lori Pederson and Dr. Rice 
spoke in favor of assisted sui- 
cide. Pederson mentioned the 
fact that terminally ill patients 
on life support have the option 
of “pulling the plug” but other 
suffering patients do not have 
the same option. 

Both panelists addressed the 
issue of pain. “Not all pain can 
be controlled and not all pain is 
physical pain.” said Pederson. 
“How do we want to die? Some- 
thing quick, simple and painless, 
but not all of us have that option. 
Even under good care, pain does 
come through,” said Dr. Rice. 

They also brought up the 
issue of dying with dignity. 
Before some terminally ill 
patients die, they can develop 
a lower standard of living 
caused by such things as not 
being able to control bodily f

functions. They support the 
fact that people should have 
to option to die with dignity 
and without suffering. 

The audience also got 
involved by asking questions, 
examining speaker credibility, 
sharing opinions and revealing 
personal stories. The presenta- 
tion was very beneficial and every- 
one who walked away left think- 
ing. “I thought it was great. It was 
well planned with a diverse group. 
It was very thought provoking. I 
love to learn and I learned a lot 
here,” said senator Alice Claus- 
ing. “I think it brought together 
different groups and exposure to 
different viewpoints. It brings a 
sense of community and aware- 
ness across the campus,” said 
director Jerry Kappus. 

Even though many issues 
were discussed about physician 
assisted suicide, the debate con- 
tinues. Different ideas regarding 
ethics will always be present and 
will always cause debate, but 
physician assisted suicide boils 
down to one unanswerable ques- 
tion. Dying is inevitable, but should 
it be controlled?

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Colorful characters inhabit “Real” 


The University of Wiscon- 
sin-Stout Theatre along with play- 
wright Tennessee Williams want 
to invite you to a place where 
few have gone, and even fewer 
have left. A troop of over thir- 
ty actors has aimed to make your 
stay a little more comfortable at 
the “Camino Real.” 

The play “Camino Real” is 
as non-linear as a Quentin Taran- 
tino movie, minus the sense- 
less violence. In order to tru- 
ly appreciate the work, both as 
done by Tennessee Williams 
and the UW-Stout Theatre, come 
to the theatre with an open 
mind. As Doctor James Michael 
Miller states in his director’s 
notes, “If one tales the play for 
what it presents, rather than for 
what one expects it to be, the 
results can be very rewarding.” 
This is very true and very applic- 
able to this play. : 

Williams had an interesting 
history when putting the play 
together. Among the artist’s best 
known works are “The Glass 
Menagerie” and “A Streetcar 
Named Desire.” Late in his 
career, the playwright created a 
surreal piece and opened it to 
less than warm reviews. 

The playwright himself not- 
ed that, “...At each performance 
a number of people have 
stamped out of the auditorium.” 
It seems that the waiting public 
wasn't yet ready for the play- 
wright’s unconventional style. 

The play’s action takes place 
in an imagined town named 
Camino Real. The setting is 
somewhat of a mix between a 
sleepy Spanish-speaking town 
with a Monty Python-esque feel. 
The first outsider to stumble 
across the place is notorious 
wanderer Don Quixote (Michael 
Brenholt) with his faithful Cer- 
vantes partner Sancho Panza 
(Russell Dupuis). As Panza bolts 
at the name Camino, Quixote 
becomes the guest of the Site 
Mares hotel manager, Gunman 
(Ryan Vaughn). 

Gunman acts as quasi-nar- 
rator for the scenes as well as 
unofficial town proprietor. The 
manager plays the townsfolk as 
pawns in his schemes, creating 
the town into a “Port of entry 
and departure but no perma- 
nent guests.” 

This strikes true for new- 
comer Yankee Kilroy (Ryan 
Peterson) who is a former gold- 
en gloves champion out on

adventure before he dies. Unfor- 
tunately, within minutes of his 
arrival, Kilroy is robbed and 
realizes the true gravity of the 
situation that he is in. Gutman 
hones in on his weaknesses and 
gets Kilroy to demean himself 


as a patsy (clown) for the pro-_ 


prietor’s own amusement. 
While in his predicament, 
Kilroy befriends many unique 
characters that sympathize with 
his situation. Jacques Casano- 
va (Daniel Zabrowski) and Mar- 
guerite Gautier (Angela Cain) 
nearly escape on an unsched- 
uled plane flight. Lord and Lady 
Mulligan (Roland Krager and 
Jeanette Peters respectively) 
almost make the same flight, until 
he collapses and dies on the 
planes stairs. Just before the 
plane attempt, Lord Byron (Philip 
Skretvedt) walks his way out of 
Camino Real and on to Athens 
through a mysterious arch. 
The greatest draw for the 
play is the colorful characters 
that inhabit the stage during the 
sixteen-block collection. Pro- 
prietor Gutman’s role is as mea-

sured and controlled as Amer- 
ican cowboy Kilroy’s is jumpy 
and flamboyant. National char- 
acters are a mainstay of the play. 
Playboy Casanova is markedly 
Italian while Baron De Charlus 
is the perfect vision of a French 
Dandy. Audience members will 
most easily identify with the 
American Kilroy. With his glo- 
tified independence and his 
gloating personal success, the 
character is sure to catch the- 
atre-goers’ attention through- 
out the play. 

The most interesting aspect 
of the play is that the playwright 
wrote it in the debilitated state 
that Tennessee Williams was in 
(deteriorating rapidly from the 
use of alcohol). The playwright 
lifted many of the colorful char- 
acters from the pages of other 
book and screen writers. Both 
Quixote and Panza come via 
Spanish novelist Miguel Cervantes. 
Kilroy, seen here as an unabashed 
American, was a cartoon figure 
stirring national pride during 
World War II. Jacques Casano- 
va is based on Italian free-spirit

“This win meant so much to 
us because all year long Eau Claire 
has beaten us and with this win, 
the confidence with the team is 
high,” Eric Weiss, setter, said.

The Stout College Republi- 
cans sponsored a debate between 
Sheila Harsdorf and Gerald M. 
Tyler on Monday, April 17. They 
are the two Republican candi- 
dates for the 10th District Sen- 
ate seat, which includes 
Menomonie. A primary will be 
held on September 12, 2000 for 
Harsdorf and Tyler. The winner 
will progress to the November 
7 election against Alice Claus- 
ing, the Democratic incumbent. 

The purpose of this event 
was to encourage student inter- 
est in the election process. In the 
1998 election, only 11 percent of 
students turned out to vote. Nick 
Laudenbach, a member of the 
Stout College Republicans, stat- 
ed in a press release that, “We 
believe this debate will spark some 
student interest in politics, this 
raising the number of students 
who vote in the 2000 election.” 

Although the event was 
described as a debate, both can- 
didates stated that they saw it as 
an open forum, or as a “get to 
know Jerry and Sheila night,” as 
stated by Tyler. The night began 
with each candidate introducing 
themselves and their views for 
five minutes. 

Harsdorf was a State Repre- 
sentative for 10 years, and also 
works as a full-time dairy farmer. 
In her opening statement she said, 
“I believe that our government 
should be putting people first.” 

Tyler has a strong back- 
ground in the business world. 
He also served in the Marine 
Corps, and still believes in their 
“always faithful” motto.

Next, Andy Bullick, the pres- 


ident of the College Republicans | 


asked questions and the candi- 
dates had three minutes to respond. 
The first question was, “Why are 
you a Republican?” Harsdorf stat- 
ed that government should 
empower individuals to be inde- 
pendent. Tyler stated that he 
believes in less government and 
self-sufficiency. 

The second question had 
implications for Stout students. 
Candidates were asked what they 
would do to keep college tuition 
down for students. Tyler said 
that he believed that since K-12 
schools were in good shape, the 
focus over the next ten years 
would be on higher education. 
Scholarships, loans and grants 
are what he would focus on to 
help students. Harsdorf stated 
that with tuition increases there 
should be a corresponding 
increase in financial aid. 

Other topics discussed were 
the second amendment right to 
bear arms, the pro-life/pro-choice 
debate, vouchers for K-12, inter- 
net taxes and why the candidates 
believed they are better suited for 
the senate than Clausing. 

Both Tyler and Harsdorf had 
strong opinions on the Democ- 
ratic candidate. Clausing has served 
two terms in the Senate. Tyler 
said, “The sooner Alice Clausing 
is replaced, the better off every- 
one will be in our district.* 

This event was an opportu- 
nity to learn more about how the 
government works. The candi- 
dates and the members of the 
Stout College Republicans encour- 
age all students to get involved in 
their local government and to 
exercise the right to vote.

Distance Parking cheap

Starting next year, there 
will be more places to park 
at Stout. Parking services has 
leased undeveloped land to 
the west of campus to be 
turned into about 200 park- 
ing spaces to take up the slack 
for the loss of Lot 5. 

The lot is across the 
bridge on highway 29, about 
six blocks from campus. 
There will be a shuttle serv- 
ice to transport students to 
and from the lot, and will be 
coordinated with the student 
escort service that is running 
again next year. In the devel- 
oping of this lot, lights will 
be added, as will a drive-up 
phone. The purpose of the 
drive-up phone is so students 
can call for a friend or the 
shuttle, and then remain in 
their locked cars. 

If a student chooses to 


walk, that walk will be made 
safer through cooperation 
between the city of Menomonie 
and NSP. There is a plan to 
install streetlights between the 
lot and West 2nd Street, bring- 
ing the area up to campus light- 
ing standards. The lot itself will 
also be well lit. 

The new lot will be very 
similar to the current Lot 5, in 
that it will be gravel. The major 
difference between this new 
lot and existing ones, is the 
price for a permit. To make 
up for the inconvenience, a 
one-year permit in this lot will 
only be $15. That fee will help 
pay for the shuttle service and 
the developing of the lot. Addi- 
tional money is being pro- 
vided by federal grant mon- 
ey and directly from the 
parking service itself. 

Construction on this lot is 
expected to start in May, and 
the lot should be ready for stu- 
dent use by the fall semester.

Education for the sake of being educated

Why does one pursue a 
college education? Most 
answers are career oriented, 
to get a leg up on the com- 
petition. The evaporation of 
education for wisdom’s sake 
seems to have become the 
standard. Through a convo- 
luted, contrived structure of 
short-term goals and “nor- 
malcy,” students bind them- 
selves to simply going through 
the motions and not actually 
retaining any knowledge or 
empowering themselves. 

The point of education 
could be defined as the abil- 
ity to produce meaningful, 
self-constructed thought.

many of Stout’s classes. Val- 
ue lies not solely in the spe- 
cific technique used to oper- 
ate a machine or computer 
program, but in understand- 
ing the theory behind such 
practices. This comprehen- 
sion of theory and reason vaults 
one into an entirely higher 
stratosphere of learning. Being 
able to enter a lab, load a piece 
of stock into a machine and 
hit the start button proves next 
to nothing. 

And while value does lie 
in the practice of theory, bas- 
ing grades upon such activi- 
ties is self-defeating. This 
forces students’ into a vicious 
cycle of achieving only the 
minimum requirement and 
nothing more. This does not 
promote life long-learning; it 
actually stifles this type of self- 
improvement. 

Education for the sake of 
education should be the pri- 
mary reason why students are 
drawn to universities world- 
wide.

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Grading alternative serves s' students needs

Dreading that impossible 
class with that intense profes- 
sor? Thinking about exploring 
some classes outside major 
requirements? Just want to do 
the least amount of work and 
not damage one’s GPA? What- 
ever the reason, a credit/no 
credit class may fill the void in 
some cases. 

With registration occurring 
for returning students currently, 
it is time for many to consider 
course offerings and what effect 
some potential grades might have 
on one’s transcripts. There are 
several options at the disposal 
of all students. 

There is the not so common, 
time intensive method of study- 
ing and working like a mad man 
for that A. And for the exten- 
sively experienced or gifted there 
is credit by examination. For the 
rest of campus, there is the cred- 
it/no credit option. 

Designed to generate stu- 
dent interest in taking classes 
outside of their major without 
adversely affecting cumulative 
grade points, credit/no credit 
does have its limits. Credit/no 
credit (CR/NC) forms must be 
filed within the first two weeks 
of the course, and requires pro- 
gram director approval and sig-

nature to be valid. In some cas- 
es, the CR/NC option may be 
applied to an undergraduate pro- 
gram at the discretion of the pro- 
gram director. 

Should a student elect to uti- 
lize the CR/NC program, and 
receive no credit due to not ade- 
quately completing the class, 
the same class may not be repeat- 
ed for CR/NC. The marks of 
“CR” and “NC” are not used to 
calculate grade point averages. 
Earning an “NC” would result in 
no credit hours being recorded 
to one’s academic standing. A 
“CR” mark on a grade report 
would not positively or nega- 
tive affect GPA, but one would 
receive the designated amount 
of credits for successfully com- 
pleting the course. 

The NC/CR option may not 
be exercised for more than one 
class per semester, or for more 
than ten percent of the total cours- 
es in an undergraduate degree 
program. Taking a course in this 
manner is also final. Once an 
NC/CR form has been filed, it is 
irreversible, regardless of what 
letter grade one may have earned. 

“Is ita good thing? Yes, in 
some cases, it allows students 
to protect their GPA. What’s 
wrong with it? The disadvan- 
tage that I see is if the student 
changes majors in the future and 
that the new major requires let-

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Mountain biking trails for the hard-core

Spring is here and although 
the weather is not always ideal, 
the mountain biking trails are still 
hot at this time of year. 

Menomonie and the sur- 
rounding areas may seem dull at 
first glance to a hard-core moun- 
tain biker. It is true, the area lacks 
mountains or long trails that go 
on for miles, but there are quite a 
few areas that will interest even 
those who consider this sport a 
fairly serious pastime. 

Highlighted are few that prime 
trails found to be a little stimulat- 
ing to fellow riders that have been 
looking for trails around Stout for 
along time. Here are some exam- 
ples, for any skill or age level to 
try out. 

Around the lake 

For the most part, it seems 

impossible to make it all the way 


around Lake Menomin without a_ 


bit of a swim. Unbeknownst to 
most, though, is an old railroad 
bridge that is not only a 70 foot- 
above-the-water rush, it is also fun 
to get to. 

To reach the trail, go to the 
Dunn County Recreation Park past 
the hospital and down the road 
to Red Cedar Drive. The fun is 
still a little ways outside of town, 
but be patient. Stealth it down 
the drainage ditch at the 90 degree 
turn in the road and go down the 
really steep concrete incline. Just 
before the bottom, on the right,

The direc- 
tions are the same but this time 
take the time to find new trails. 
Some are obvious, but finding 
unmarked trails is fun, too. Look 
on the side hills for deer trails and 


previously blazed bike trails that 
appear inviting. 
The Red Cedar Trail 

One of the most obvious trails 
in the area, the Red Cedar trail 
can be fun for those who aren’t 


lost. The trail is well 
marked and long. 


$ w Menomonie High The aesthetic beauty 


of the trail is something 
in itself and it is good for a work- 
out. Don’t expect any hills, there 
are only a couple of small dips 
on the whole trail. 
S-Trail/ Ridge 
This might be the most exhil- 
arating because it is slightly ille- 
gal to ride. Go down to the same 
park where the Red Cedar begins 
only this time stay on the right 
side of the road. It is labeled 
Stokke Trail but locals call it H- 
trail. About 100 or 200 yards up, 
there will be a sharp incline on 
the left that will lead into a field.

but beware! Look hard because 
there are secret trails sneaking 
up that could be killer rides. Also, 
look out for the dogs and their

It isn’t necessarily Rocky 
Mountain High, but the trails are 
steep and it takes a truly skilled 
person to make the trek without 
a lot of bumps and bruises. The 
beginning is located behind the 
high school in the southwest cor- 
ner of the wide green space, in 
‘a small indention in the forest. 
The trail is not marked so it is 
fairly tricky to find, but the first 
part of the trail is a moderately 
steep incline that will get the 
blood going right away. Be care- 
ful on this ride because it likes 
to follow steep downhills with 
sharp corners and the river is 
close enough to make a snack 
out of an out-of-control rider. 
Lake Wissota State Park 
This is probably the best ride 
in the area, but it is a bit of a dri- 


ve away. It is a driving trip so 
the best plan is an all day escapade 
with miles of trails. The park is 
on the other side of Chippewa 
Falls and requires a 45-minute dri- 
ve. Once there, the benefits of 
driving are obvious. 

For directions, call (715) 382- 
4574 or they are obtainable at 
www.danenet wicip.org/bcep/wspft 
-html. It is a State Park, so it may 
require a fee, but the opportunistic 
biker can find ways around all 
obstacles. The trails start just inside 
the park, so find a place to leave 
the car and jump on the trails. 
You will have to pay for a pass, 
but there are a ton of trails, and 
there are yearly passes available 
for future rides at any state park. 
Bring a lunch too. Most likely, 
the trails will be too much to coy- 
er in just a couple of hours so eat- 
ing is essential, plus the park is 
full of picnic areas and beautiful 
picturesque views. 

It is also very possible to get 
lost, so bring a compass or obtain 
a map from books on biking in 
the area. Sometimes, they are not 
that detailed but either way it is 
better to be able to find a way 
home eventually. It is best to ride 
it before dark as well to avoid get- 
ting stuck with no idea how to 
get back to the car. 

There are plenty of places in 
the area for a mountain biker to 
explore and even the old trails 
have new experiences each time 
out. Be prepared and have a great 
time exploring the mountain bik- 
ing trails of the Menomonie area. 


NFL draft has surprises-a-plenty; Green Bay gets Bubba Franks

The NFL draft, commonly full 
of last minute trades and many 
surprising moves, went relative- 
ly smooth on April 15 and 16. 
There were no first round trades 
on draft day, although there were 
some before-hand. The biggest 


surprise of the first round was the 
Oakland Raiders decision to draft 
Sebastian Janikowski, a punter and 
kicker out of Florida State at num- 
ber 17. Janikowski is a strong- 
legged athlete, but has a history 
of partying. Also, kickers are rarely 
chosen that high in the draft. 
Other than Janikowski, there 
were a few shake-ups in round 


one. Penn State teammates Court- 
ney Brown (defensive line) and 
LaVar Arrington (linebacker) were 
chosen first and second by the 
Browns and Redskins, respec- 


"tively. A few other choices to note 


were Peter Warrick from Florida 
State going to Cincinnati at num- 
ber four and a pair of Wisconsin 
Badgers going at numbers 11 and 
22. Ron Dayne, the Heisman Tro- 
phy winner, originally from New 
Jersey, will have a semi-home- 
coming after being chosen by the 
New York Giants at 11. One of 
Dayne’s main blockers, offensive 
lineman Chris McIntosh, went to 
Seattle at number 22. 

Two more Badgers were cho- 
sen later in the draft. Bobby 
Myers, a defensive back, was cho- 
sen by the defending AFC cham- 
pion, the Tennessee Titans in 
round four (number 124 over- 
all). Also, Mark Tauscher, anoth- 
er offensive lineman, was cho- 
sen by the Packets in the seventh 
round (224 pick overall). 

The Packers’ first round draft 
pick was one of pure necessity 
due to the recent off-the-field 
actions of All-Pro tight end Mark 
Chmura. With Chmura’s playing 
future seriously in question, the 
Packers chose Bubba Franks, a 
tight end from the University of 
Miami (FL) with their first selec- 
tion at number 14. 

Franks is a big player who is 
physical in blocking, receiving 
and earning after-the-catch yards. 
He has good hands and has the 
ability to adjust to any type of ball 
thrown, but does not have great 


down the field speed. However, 
Franks was considered by many 
experts to be the best all-around 
tight end in the draft and the Pack- 
ers current situation led them to 
draft him. 

After taking care of the tight 
end situation, the Packers focused 
on other problems they needed 
to address, including defensive 
line, linebackers, offensive line 
and wide receivers. 

To take care of the defensive 
line situation, Ron Wolf and crew 
drafted Steve Warren out of Nebras- 
ka in the third round, Kabeer Gba- 
ja-Biamila from San Diego State in 
the fifth round and Ron Moore 
from Northwest Oklahoma State 
in the seventh round. Warren is 
a large, strong and explosive play- 
er who may have some trouble 
due to his height. Gbaja-Biamila 
is an exceptional athlete who plays 
hard, but is short and is sometimes 
vulnerable at the point of attack. 
Moore is a good athlete, but his 
heart and aggressiveness have 
proven to be a question in the past. 

The Packers drafted two line- 
backers to help relieve problems 
in that position, including the ques- 
tionable return of Brian Williams 
from injury. Na’il Diggs, a speedy 
but poor open-field tackler from 
Ohio State, was chosen in round 
four. Also, Eugene McCaslin, a 
tough but undersized competitor 
from Louisiana State was added 
in round seven. Another defen- 
sive player, talented but small defen- 
sive back Gary Berry, also from 
Ohio State, was drafted to round 
out the defensive picks. 


The rest of the Packer's draft 
focused on the offensive. Two 
offensive lineman, Chad Clifton 
(Tennessee) and Mark Tauscher 
(Wisconsin) were picked in rounds 
three and seven. Three wide 
receivers, Anthony Lucas (Arkansas), 
Joey Jamison (Texas Southern) 
and Charles Lee (Central Florida) 
were added to the team. The last 
pick by the Packers was Rondell 
Measley, a tough running back 
from Louisiana State. 

The Minnesota Vikings draft 
picks were mainly focused on 
improving their defense. They 
quickly added three defensive line- 
man to the team with Chris Hov- 
an (Boston College), Fred Robbins 
(Wake Forest) and Micheal Boireau 
(Miami, FL) in the first two rounds. 
In the third round, the Vikings 
briefly switched the focus to offen- 
sive, in picking running back Doug 
Chapman from Marshall. 

On the second day, the Vikings 
moved the focus back to defense 
by choosing a linebacker and two 
defensive lineman with the next 
three picks. Antonio Wilson (Texas 
A&M-Commerce), Tyrone Carter 
(Minnesota) and Quincy Sanders 
(UNLV) were the next new Vikings. 


After that, the Vikings spent their 


last four draft picks on offense. 
Troy Walters, the wide receiver 
who helped lead Stanford to the 
Rose Bowl, was their second fifth 
round choice. In the seventh round, 
the Vikings added two offensive- 
lineman Mike Malano (San Diego 
State) and Lewis Kelly (South Car- 
olina State) and a tight end, Giles 
Cole (Texas A&M-Kingsville).

The Stout Student Associa- 
tion (SSA) elections this year were 
filled with controversy and debate. 
It was reported in the April 13 
issue of The Stoutonia that Tony 
Spencer was elected. SSA Presi- 
dent by a five vote margin over 
Mandy Underbakke. However, 
events that have occurred over 
the past two weeks have lead to 
Spencer being disqualified and 
Underbakke awarded the pres- 
idential seat.

There were sixty more ballots 
than IDs that were scanned. 

More problems arose 
because of varying interpreta- 
tions of a statement in the SSA 
constitution. It reads, “The Pres- 
ident of the USS of the SSA must 
have been a member of the USS 
of the SSA at least one semester, 
at any time, before becoming 
President of the USS of the SSA.” 
Spencer did not meet this qual-

Because the constitution 
gives no indication of what to 
do in a situation such as this, 
other options were discussed. 
Redoing the elections was one 
possibility, but Spencer would 
still be ineligible. A motion 
was brought up to change the 
date of swearing the new pres- 
ident into office until three 
weeks after the start of the next 
semester. The motion was 
tabled indefinitely because there 
was no answer to who would 
serve as president for the first 
three weeks. 

Many were upset because 
they believed that Garvens’ deci- 
sion to disqualify Spencer was 
also breaking the constitution. 
Benson said, “Why is it okay to 
break the constitution in one way, 
and not in another? We need to 
make sure we're listening to the 
students, and the students elect- 
ed Tony Spencer.” 

Other SSA members, like Mike 
LaConte, Financial Affairs direc- 
tor, believe that Garvens’ deci- 
sion is the only way to uphold 


the constitution. LaConte said, 
“We must, as the SSA, be true 
to our constitution. In doing 
that, we are being true to our 
constituents.” 

Garvens has defended his 
decision repeatedly. He stated, 
“The decision I alone made was 
based on facts and the constitu- 
tional requirements. I stand 
behind my decision, and when 
all is said and done, I will still 
stand behind my decision.” 

Spencer put an end to the 
debate. Mandy Underbakke, the 
new president said, “That was the 
greatest thing anyone could do 
for another person. I think that 
he (Spencer) would be a great 
leader in any position.” As SSA 
president, Underbakke hopes to 
have polices and penalties in 
place, and to have clear com- 
munication to ensure that situa- 
tions like this do not happen again. 

Underbakke stated, “I do 
realize how I got here and that 
Tony was who the students vot- 
ed for. But I don’t want to break 
the constitution either.”

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Virtual classrooms may create new reality

Online courses open up new doors for students, but drop rates 
are high and some students struggle with the virtual classroom 


setting.

From blackboards and lec- 
tures to computers and virtual 
classrooms, the fundamentals 
of traditional schooling are evolv- 
ing. A classroom revolution is 
taking place and the option of 
online courses is opening up a 
whole new realm of virtual real- 
ity for Stout students. 

The online trend has 
changed the shape of UW-Stout. 
There are a variety of online 
accessories offered for staff and 
students. Web-enhanced class- 
es are the beginning point for 
online incorporation. 

Classroom web-enhance- 
ments allow for staff members 
to expand on their classroom 
lectures with the powerful capa- 
bilities of the Internet. 

Moving ahead from web- 
enhancement is the option of 
online classes, where all instruc- 
tion and learning takes place 
online and the class never actu- 
ally meets in a traditional class- 
room setting. Online course- 
work is also available through 
the distance education program. 


The methods of traditional 
learning have been around for 
thousands of years. However, 
challenging these concepts with 
the idea of online classwork has 
stimulated a multitude of ques- 
tions and evaluations. “Is lec- 
ture always the best way? It has 
worked traditionally, but now 
we can enhance that. Effective 
learning is the key, whether it’s 
online or in the classroom,” Jane 
Henderson, computer-based 
instructional designer, said. 

Besides enhancement 
opportunities, online classes 
also offer flexibility for stu- 
dents and staff. “Online class- 
es are a way to meet the needs 
of students and the multiple 
roles that we play,” Hender- 
son continued. 

In reflection to every pos- 
itive there is a negative. One of 
the major differences between 
traditional classroom structure 
and the online format is that 
online drop rates are higher. 
Educators guess that this might 
be due to procrastination and 
expectation problems. Some 
students assume that the class- 
es are going to be self-paced, 


but many classes offer a strong 
structure and schedule com- 
parable to any classroom set- 
ting. “I would recommend that 
students make a fair assessment 
of their comfort levels with com- 
puters and their ability with self- 
directed learning before regis- 
tering for an online course,” 
professor Jerry Kapus stated. 

Despite the minor prob- 
lems, Stout plans to continue 
with the online structure 
because of the positive learn- 
ing enhancements and capa- 
bilities that they bring to cam- 
pus. “Stout is on the cutting 
edge. There is going to be 
some expectation failure, but 
we learn from that and we just 
have to make it happen,” Hen- 
derson explained. 

Online classes are not for 
everyone, but take the oppor- 
tunity into consideration when 
registering. Offering online 
classes is an non-traditional 
way of bringing flexibility and 
new teaching methods into the 
hands of UW-Stout faculty and 
students.

Hiring statistics promising for graduates

A pendant reads “Stout: 
School of Choice for the 21st 
Century.” Claims such as these 
run rampant about campus, from 
professors to custodians. They 
have probably even been uttered 
by some over the top students. 
What is it that brings truth, 
respect and admiration to a 
school of limited means, loca- 
tion and size? 

In two words, job place- 
ment. Stout continues to boast 
one of the highest job place- 
ment rates in Wisconsin, if not 
the nation. A survey recently 
compiled by the co-op and 
placement office of December 
1998, May 1999 and August 1999 
graduates suggests that the same 
will hold true well into the afore- 
mentioned 21st century. 

Several highlights of this 
survey included an 84.9 percent 
response rate from surveyed 


students, as well as 98.5 per- 


cent reporting gainful employ- - 


ment or continuing education. 
Of the employed, nearly 93 per- 
cent claimed to be working in 
a field in or related to their major 
at Stout. The median salary of 
starting graduatesglso jumped 
$2,500 to $30,000 annually from 
the previous survey conduct- 
ed last year. 

Of the 29 degree programs 
on campus, 21 reported 100 
percent placement of gradu- 
ates within six months of leav- 
ing Stout. Recent trends in the 
market suggest these numbers 
will continue to remain high. 

The National Association 
of Colleges and Employer’s 
(NACE) survey released the fol- 
lowing job-booming statistics. 
Overall hiring is expected to 
increase 14.5 percent. Over 50 
percent of employers indicat- 
ed an increase of hiring recent 
college graduates. A co-

being offered by 82.5 percent 
of employers responding, of 
which 98 percent use to groom 
students for their own work- 
force.

We Need Your Help! 


During the past several weeks, individual and classes have 
experienced difficult getting access to the Internet. Our 
Megabit connection became so congested that classes needing 
access encountered long delays or simply could not get access. 
In part, this is natural since we rely more and more on digital 
technology and the Internet for educational purposes. But we 
also know that programs such as Napster.com, an extremely 
clever and effective program for copying and sharing MP3 
music files, complicate the issue. 


We have addressed the current access issue by installing a 45 
Megabit Internet connection through the State's Wiscnet 
Network. In other words, we have increased capacity by 450 
percent over what we had only two weeks ago. An additional 
change in capacity is highly unlikely. 


But we must consider and beware of the following problems 
and issues. 


¢ Educational use. We installed a high-speed network for the 
educational value it brings to the campus. This must and will 
continue to be the top priority. If the network is used for other 
purposes that interfere with that priority, we will close down 
access to the network for those programs. 


*Legal issues. The-use of Napster.com may be illegal. The 
Digital Millennium Act requires the provider of network 
services to take appropriate action if act complaint is received. 
Recently, The University received a formal complaint for the 
RIAA. As a consequence we are discontinuing the use of 
Napster on a university-wide basis. Since the University is the 
service provider, we have to act when we receive complaints.

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Napster shut 
down to UW- 


Stout students

Stout students will no 
longer have access to the Nap- 
ster.com web site. The deci- 
sion to shut down access to 
the web site was made after 
the university received notice 
from the Recording Industry 
Association of America (RIAA) 
regarding violations of copy- 
right laws on campus. RIAA 
is currently involved in a law- 
suit against Napster. 

Napster.com allows indi- 
viduals to download music files 
in a digital format, known as 
MP3. One can then copy the 
entire program and distribute 
it themselves. Joe Brown, the 
chief information officer of Stout 
said, “It is a very compelling 
and clever program.” 

The Napster program 
could be in violation of copy- 
right laws according to the 
Digital Millennium Copyright 
Act (DMCA). The act, passed 
by President Clinton in Octo- 
ber 1998, is an attempt to 
update copyright law for the 
digital environment. 

The DMCA has implica- 
tions for Internet service 
providers like Stout. It requires 
service providers to designate 


an agent to hear complaints 
from owners of intellectual 
property. John Enger, direc- 
tor of university relations, is 
Stout’s designated agent to 
receive notice and to take 
action on violations. 
Denying access to Nap- 
ster was done for two reasons. 
First, after Enger received notice 
from the RIAA, he was oblig- 
ated to act. The university can 
no longer be held liable in a 
lawsuit since it took proper 
action to stop the violation. 
Second, programs like 
Napster can congest the Inter- 
net connections. This caus- 
es long delays or inability to 
get access, especially for off- 
campus students. This issue 
was resolved by increasing 
the megabit Internet connec- 
tion by 450 percent. 
The-university does not 
have the right to censor the 
Internet based on content that 
it finds offensive. However, 
if the content caused the sys- 
tem to suffer from congestion 
problems, the university can 
take action and remove the 
site. The review of the web 
site cannot be based on con- 
tent but rather on interference 
with the system.

also filed a lawsuit against Nap- 
ster. They allege that the com- 
pany encourages piracy by 
enabling and allowing its users 
to trade copyrighted songs. The 
lawsuit also names Yale Uni- 
versity, Indiana University and 
the University of Southern Cal- 
ifornia that have had problems 
with students’ use of Napster 
on campus networks. 

“Tt is Sickening to know that 


our art is being traded like a 
commodity rather than the art 
that itis. It is, in effect, traf- 
ficking stolen goods,” said Metal- 
lica drummer Lars Ulrich con- 
ceming Napster in a press release. 

Brown and Enger stressed 
that the Internet's primary pur- 
pose at Stout is educational. “It 
was the only logical action we 
could take, “ Enger said about 
the discontinuation of Napster.

The Blue Devils Women's Soft- 
ball Team began a weekend full 
of six games, with a split against 
Mt. Scenario, on Friday, April 28.

The Blue Devils then played 
in the UW-River Falls tournament, 
where they started with a 10-7 vic- 
tory against Northwestern.

Along with the hits, Stout 
added eight stolen bases, two by 
DePas. Stout jumped out to an 
early lead, with three runs in the 
first, one in the second and two 
in the third to take a 6-2 lead. North- 
western tied the game at six with 
four runs in the third. Cara Fen- 
house (Sr., Superior) put Stout in 
the lead for good in the fourth 
inning with a RBI. Jessie Utsby 
(So., Onalaska) added to the lead 
with a RBI double in the fifth, and 
for good measure the Blue Dev- 
ils added two unearned runs in 
the seventh. 

In the second game on Sat- 
urday, Stout never got much going 
offensively against UW-Stevens 
Point and they lost 2-0. Only DePas 
and Pinnow were able to scape 


out hits as the Blue Devils only 


walked once with four strikeouts. 
Jill Coyle picked up the loss for 
Stout, allowing the Pointers to earn 
runs in the third and fifth innings. 
On Sunday the Blue Devils 
opened up with a 4-0 loss to host 
UW-River Falls. Once again, Stout 
was not able to get much going 
offensively, earning only three 
hits. They were able to move 
runners to third base in both the 
first and third innings, but weren’t 
able to bring either home. Ang- 
ie Pinnow lead Stout with two 
stolen bases and Cara Fenhouse 
had a double. River Falls earned 
a run in both the first and third 
innings and added to more in the 
fourth to gain the victory. 


In the last game of the tour- 
nament, Stout played UW-Stevens 
Point for the second time that week- 
end. This game was much closer 
than the first meeting in the tour- 
nament but the outcome was the 
same with the Blue Devils falling 
6-5 in eight innings. 

Stout was forced to fight back 
from an early deficit after the Point- 
ers scored two runs in the top of 
the first inning. Pinnow helped 
Stout’s cause by driving in runs in 
both the first inning off a double 
and the third inning with a single. 
Stevens Point then regained the 
lead by tacking on three more runs 
in the top of the fourth inning.
